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THE  MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


(tbntlbmbn  op  the  City  and  Common  Council: 

We  have  convened  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  City  Charter,  to  inaugurate  the  city  government  for  another 
year,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
citizens  of  Detroit  for  having  re-elected  me  to  the  Chief  Mag- 
istracy of  the  city,  and  to  assure  them  that  I  will  endeavor  to 
merit  a  continuance  of  their  confidence.  I  have  accepted  the 
trust  with  a  profound  sense  of  its  responsibility,  and  a  feeling 
of  diffidence  not  lessened  by  my  past  experience,  and  re-invoke 
your  co-operation  in  such  legislation  as  shall  contribute  to  tlie 
growth,  the  material  wealth  and  future  prosperity  of  tho  mu- 
nicipality. 

In  conformity  with  the  charter  and  in  accordance  with  the 
custom  of  my  honored  predecessors,  I  submit  to  you  a  state- 
ment of  city  affairs,  accompanied  with  such  suggestions  as  seem 
to  roe  to  be  pertinent  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  with  great  pride,  as  a  citizen,  that  I  congratulate  tlie 
people  of  Detroit  upon  the  unparalleled  probperity  she  has 
enjoyed  during  the  past  year;  all  her  business  interests  are  in 
a  most  flourishing  condition,  and  especially  has  this  been  the 
case  with  that  of  manufactures,  whose  increase  and  expansion 
afford  the  promise  of  steady  and  remunerative  employment  to 
the  working  classes.  The  increase  of  population  and  growth 
of  the  city  have  been  most  marked,  and  never  before  in  its 
history  have  there  been  so  many  stately  mansions  and  imposing 
places  of  business  erected.  During  the  past  year  the  Butler 
and  the  Marquette  and  Mackinaw  railroads  have  been  com- 
pleted, placing  Detroit  in  immediate  connection  with  the  south- 
west and  the  Upper  Peninsula,  and  it  is  evident  that  our  city 
has  entered  upon  a  renewed  career  of  growth  and  prosperity.

The  annual  income  to  the  Sinking  Fund  h  derived  from  in- 
terest on  the  securities  held,  interest  on  bank  deposits,  percent- 
ages on  unpaid  taxes,  the  liquor  tax  and  other  sources,  and  may 
safely  be  estimated  for  the  year  1882  at  $175,000,  with  a  possi- 
bility of  its  reaching  $200,000.  But  estimating  it  at  $175,000, 
if  no  further  bonded  indebtedness  is  incurred,  the  indebtedness 
one  year  from  now,  January  1,  1888,  would  be,  in  round  num. 
hers,  $430,000,  and  on  the  1st  of  January,  1884,  with  the  same 
amount  of  income,  $255,000,  and  the  1st  of  January,  1885, 
$80,000. 

The  income  to  this  fund  for  the  ensuing  year  is  estimated 
at  $175,000.  It  will  not  be  less  in  following  years.  This 
money  when  received  will  .be  invested  by  the  Commissioners  in 
paying  securities,  and  will  produce  income  in  earnings  and  thus 
increase  the  income  to  the  fund  each  year  above  what  it  now 
is,  and  thus  the  $80,000  apparently  unprovided  for  January  I, 
1 885,  will  be  overbalanced,  so  that  it  will  be  safe  to  say  that  by 
the  Ist  day  of  January,  1885,  the  resources  of  the  Detroit  City 
Sinking  Fund  will  [at  least  equal  the  outstanding  debt  of  the 
city,  and  the  city  be  practically  out  of  debt. 
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This  sfAtement  does  not  include  the  debt  of  the  Water 
Board. 

NO   MOBB   BONDS. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  state  my  emphatic  disbelief 
of  the  charge  made  in  the  recent  political  campaign  that  there 
was  a  scheme  on  foot  to  bond  the  city  for  a  vast  amoant  of 
money  to  build  a  bridge  to  Belle  Isle,  and  to  publicly  state  that 
I  am  opposed  to  any  further  increase  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the 
city  unless  justified  by  considerations  of  paramount  necessity. 
When  a  demand  by  public  necessity  for  a  bridge  to  Belle  Isle 
Park  shall  exist,  private  enterprise  can  be  relied  upon  to  con- 
struct it.  Any  project  to  bond  the  city  for  this  purpose  during 
my  administration  would  certainly  encounter  the  veto.  All  public 
improvements  should  be  paid  for  by  direct  taxation,  even  if  the 
cost  of  the  same  should  be  spread  over  several  yearS;  Nothing, 
in  my  opinion,  is  more  specious  than  the  argument  used  to  jus- 
tify municipal  debt— that  we  are  building  for  future  genera- 
tions, which  should  bear  their  share  of  the  burdens.  Each 
generation  will  have  its  special  wants,  and  we  cannot  confer  a 
greater  benefit  on  our  successors  than  by  transmitting  to  them 
a  city  free  from  debt,  and,  therefore,  able  to  grapple  with  any 
contingency  that  may  arise. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Water  Board  January  1,  1882,  was 
#1,652,000,  for  the  payment  of  which,  principal  and  interest,  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  city  are  pledged.  The  income  of  the 
Water  Board  is  supposed  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  its  expenses 
and  gradually  retire  this  indebtedness.  This  debt,  however, 
should  be  included  in  all  statements  of  the  city  debt.

Payment  of  taxes  on  mortgages  are  often  lost  to  the  city 
from  parties  holding  them  refusing  to  pay,  and  the  holders  hav- 
ing no  personal  property  known  to  the  Receiver,  upon  which 
he  can  levy,  they  remain  unpaid  and  are  rendered  as  uncollect- 
able.  Some  legal  remedy  should  be  devised  by  which  payments 
can  be  enforced  against  such  mortgages,  as  the  law  requires 
them  to  be  assessed.

As  an  evidence  of  the  wise  administration  of  our  municipal 
affairs,  the  following  statement  of  the  percentage  of  taxation  of 
Detroit  as  compared  with  twelve  other  cities  for  the  years  1880 
and  1881  was  as  follows:  Detroit,  11  mills  on  $1;  St.  Louis,  17 
mills;  Philadelphia,  19  mills;  Louisville,  18  mills;  Providence, 
14  mills;  Cleveland,  16  mills;  Montreal,  15  mills;  Boston,  11 
mills;  San  Francisco,  22  mills;  Toledo,  19  mills;  Baltimore,  14 
mills;  Portland,  25  mills;  and  Chicago,  32  mills.  It  will  be  ob- 
served that  with  the  single  exception  of  Boston  the  percentage 
of  taxation  of  Detroit  for  the  year  1881  was  lower  than  any 
other  city  enumerated,  and  we  believe  that  the  same  favorable 
comparison  would  be  shown  for  several  preceding  years  were 
the  facts  thoroughly  investigated. 

The  only  street  paving  bonds  issued  during  the  year  1881 
were  for  Warren  avenue,  $1,584.51,  which  bonds  were  pur- 
chased from  the  moneys  of  the  Street  Paving  Sinking  Fund, 
which  purchase  is  equivalent  to  their  cancellation,  as  the  pay- 
ment of  them  must  be  from  the  fund.  The  Detroit  City  Sink- 
ing Fund  has,  from  time  to  time,  become  the  purchaser,  and 
now  holds  $38,657.44  of  street  paving  bonds,  which,  together 
with  those  of  Warren  avenue,  alluded  to  above,  are  all  the 
bonds  of  this  class  outstanding  at  this  date.  The  issue  of 
street  paving  bonds  cannot  be  increased,  as  the  law  permitting 
the  system  of  paving  under  which  such  bonds  were  issued  has 
been  repealed.  The  only  means  of  the  payment  of  these  bonds 
— without  loss  to  the  city — must  come  from  collections  of  un- 
paid paving  assessments.     The  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme 
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Court  of  the  State,  by  which,  on  a  simple  technicality,  the  pre- 
liminary proceedings  in  the  work  of  paving  the  streets  was 
pronounced  irregular,  has  somewhat  deterred  the  collection  of 
these  assessments  and  enabled  certain  of  our  citizens  to  delay, 
if  not  to  avoid,  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  work  done  in 
front  of  their  property,  which  may  result  in  loss  to  the  city, 
which  would  have  to  be  made  good  by  a  general  tax.  The 
paving  of  Jefferson  avenue  is  an  instance  of  this,  yet  it  is 
said  that  the  work  on  that  street  is  above  the  average.  At 
the  earliest  opportunity  enabling  legislation  should  be  obtain- 
ed to  assist  us  to  collect  the  payment  of  unpaid  paving  assess- 
ments, as  the  citizens  whose  property  has  been  benefited  should 
be  forced  to  pay  their  assessments  and  the  injustice  of  a  gen- 
eral tax  for  this  purpose  be  avoided. 

CBNTBAL   PUBLIC   MABKBT. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Public  Market,  as  a  market,  was 
$50,050.25,  for  which  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $50,000  were 
issued . . 

The  amount  due  of  this  loan  is  annually  $5,000  with  in- 
terest, which  amount  is  required  by  law  to  be  paid  from  the 
income  from  the  building. 

The  first  of  these  bonds  fell  due  during  the  past  year  and 
was  paid. 

When  the  building  was  first  completed,  the  lower  floor 
only  was  put  in  use,  and  the  floor  was  used  exclusively  for  a 
meat  market,  from  the  rent  of  which  an  annual  income  from 
meat  stalls  of  $7,476  is  derived.  This  amount  was  sufficient 
to  retire  the  bonds  for  the  cost  of  the  building,  with  the  in- 
terest thereon  as  they  fell  due. 

Subsequently,  however,  the  second  story  has  been  fitted 
up  into  sixteen  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  such  city 
officers  as  could  not  be  accommodated,  for  lack  of  room,  in 
the  City  Hall. 

To  make  the  improvements  it  was  found  necessary  to  issue 
during  the  past  year  additional  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $6,000. 
The  act  of  the  Legislature  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  to 
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build  the  market  building,  required  the  city  to  maintain  in  the 
upper  story  a  free  public  hall;  this  has  been  amended  so  there 
is  now  no  legal  obstacle  in  the  way  of  fitting  up  this  story, 
which  is  peculiarly  well  adapted  for  a  court  room,  and  removing 
there  the  Superior  Court,  which  I  recommend  should  be  done. 
The  city  now  pays  a  rent  of  1 1,000  per  annum  for  the  present 
court  room,  which  would  be  saved  by  the  change. 

These  accomplished  and  contemplated  improvements  have 
necessitated  the  introduction  of  a  steam  heating  apparatus 
throughout  the  building;  a  large  increase  in  the  cost  of  fuel 
and  light;  the  employment  of  a  janitor,  and  other  expenses, 
which  are  too  great  to  be  paid  from  the  income  from  the  meat 
stalls,  in  addition  to  the  retirement  of  the  bonds  as  is  prescribed 
by  law. 

To  increase  the  income  from  the  building,  that  the  require- 
'  ments  of  the  law  might  be  fulfilled,  the  Common  Council  have 
directed  that  the  various  boards,  commissions  and  offices  occu- 
pying the  building  should  pay  to  the  credit  of  the  Market 
Fund  an  annual  rental  of  $100  for  each  office  occupied,  and 
that  the  Superior  Court  should  be  charged  for  the  use  of  the 
room  to  be  fitted  out  for  the  use  of  the  court,  when  so  occu* 
pied,  a  rental  of  )1,000  per  annum. 

By  this  means  the  income  is  expected  to  become  amply 
sufficient  to  meet  all  current  expenses  and  to  pay  annually  that 
part  of  the  building  indebtedness,  with  interest,  which  falls  due. 

The  amount  collected  from  the  vegetable  market  and 
teams,  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1881,  was  $9,757.70,  as 
appears  from  the  books  in  the  Controller's  office,  which  is  in 
excess  of  any  amount  collected  from  this  source  in  any  previ- 
ous year. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  present  efficient 
Market  Clerk,  Mr.  Richard  Poole,  for  bis  faithful  services  to 
the  city. 
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BOARD  OP  PUBLIC  WORKS. 

STREET   PAVING. 

Owing  to  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  what  constitutes  a  sat- 
isfactory pavement,  much  delay  was  occasioned  in  perfecting 
the  specifications  therefor,  and  consequently  work  on  improve- 
ments of  this  nature  was  not  commenced  until  quite  late  in  the 
season,  thereby  not  only  retarding,  but  preventing,  the  com- 
pletion of  a  portion  of  the  work  contracted  for,  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  charter. 

During  the  year  the  Board  superintended  the  paving  of 
streets  measuring  2.28  miles,  or  36,886.33  square  yards,  of  which 
28.0:i6.66  square  yards  were  wood  and  8,849.67  square  yards 
were  stone  pavement,  and  cost  t47»  420.29,  or  an  average  of 
$1.28.55  per  square  yard.  In  addition  to  the  above  six  alleys" 
were  paved  with  cobblestone  pavement,  and  measured  4,386.38 
square  yards,  and  cost  $5,418.04,  or  an  average  of  about  $1.23.51 
per  square  yard. 

PUBLIC    SEWEUS. 

One  mile  and  415-1000  of  a  mile  of  public  sewers  were 
constructed  during  the  past  year,  an«l  cost  $40,024.95,  or  an 
average  of  about  $5.38  per  lineal  foot. 

Included  in  this  statement  is  the  Second  street  outlet, 
which  is  not  yet  completed  and  will  add  to  the  aggregate  cost 
of  sewers  for  the  past  year. 

Two  outlets  were  constructed  the  past  year,  to  wit:  Cass 
and  Second  streets,  which  being  somewhat  complicated  in  their 
construction,  add  materially  to  the  average  cost  of  sewers  per 
foot. 

LATERAL   SEWERS. 

Forty -seven  lateral  sewers  were  constructed  during  the  past 
year,  measuring  about  4.22  miles,  and  cost  $21,569.82,  or  an 
average  of  about  96.812  cents  per  lineal  foot.  In  1880  lateral 
sewers  cost  69^  cents,  27.779  cents  less  than  their  cost  this  year. 
This  difference  is  owing  principally  to  the  incre%8ed  price  of 
labor  and  material  for  such  work. 
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8TONS   BBCEIVING   BASINS. 

Forty  stone  receiving  basins  were  constructed  during  the 
past  year. 

In  addition  thereto  93  sewer  grates  or  pipe  basins  were 
placed  in  the  streets. 

BBPAIRIMG    WOOD   PAVEMBNT. 

During  the  past  year  street  pavement  repaired  measured 
118,330  square  yards,  of  which  30,867  square  yards  were  in  the 
Eastern  District  and  87,463  square  yards  in  the  Western  Dis- 
trict, and  cost  $22,637.54,  or  an  average  of  18  285-1000  cents 
per  square  yard. 

BBPAIBING   STONB   PAVEMBNT. 

The  Board  this  year  caused  to  be  repaired  15,371  square 
yards  of  stone  pavement,  which  cost  $2,822.25,  or  an  average 
of  18  36-100  cents  per  square  yard. 

STONK   8IDBWALK. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand  and  two  hundred  and 
forty-one  square  feet  of  stone  sidewalks  were  constructed. 
Averaging  the  widtb  of  these  walks  to  be  eight  feet,  they  will 
measure  in  length  about  two  and  three-quarter  miles.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  above,  8,324  square  feet  of  stone  intersection  side- 
walks were  laid,  thus  making  about  three  and  one-third  miles  of 
stone  sidewalks  laid.  An  approximate  cost  of  these  sidewalks 
amounted  to  $34,878.20. 

PLANK   SIDEWALKS. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  laid  17  85-lOOthR  miles  of 
plank  sidewalks  and  intersection  sidewalks.  Th<;se  sidewalks  it 
is  approximated  cost  about  $28,277.10,  or  an  average  of  about 
30  cents  per  lineal  foot. 

STONE   CBOSSWiPLKS. 

Twenty-seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  ten  square  feet  of 
stone  crosswalks  were  laid  during  the  past  year,  and  cost 
$9,488.47.  Averaging  these  walks  to  be  six  feet  wide,  they  will 
measure  in  length  4,518  lineal  feet. 
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CLEANING   PAVED    STREETS. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-one  miles  of  paved  streets  were 
cleaned  during  the  past  year^and  cost  $22,439.25,  or  an  average 
of  about  $60.48j  per  mile.  This  work  was  performed  by  day 
labor,  and  afforded  employment  to  many  who  otherwise  would 
remain  idle. 

GRADING   AND    REPAIRING    UNPAVED   STREETS. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  miles  of  unpaved  streets 
were  leveled  and  worked  during  the  past  year,  which  cost 
$16,053.94,  or  an  average  of  about  $96.13  per  mile. 

PUBLIC   BUILDINGS. 

The  upper  room  of  the  new  Central  Market  building  has 
been  converted  into  offices,  and  is  now  occupied  by  the  Health 
Officer,  Poor  Commission,  Belle  Isle  Commission  and  Inspector 
of  Boilers.  To  prepare  offices  for  these  depaitments  cost 
$5,987.30. 

On  the  grounds  owned  by  the  city,  in  the  township  of 
Grosse  Point,  a  pest  house,  or  building  for  hospital  purposes, 
waSgbuilt,  and  cost  $3,043. 

BELLE   ISLE. 

A  new  dock  was  constructed  on  Belle  Isle,  and  the  main 
steamboat  dock  was  repaired.  To  make  these  and  other  im- 
provements it  cost  $974.56. 

RUSSELL  STREET   CEMETERY. 

The  remains  of  1,668  persons  were  disinterred  and  removed 
from  this  cemetery  to  the  Hospital  Burial  Grounds  in  Grosse 
Point,  and  interred  therein.  The  amount  expended  for  this 
purpose  was  $1,952.04. 

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  has  accomplished  a  great  work  during  the  past 
year.  While  no  reflections  have  been  cast  upon  the  integrity 
of  the  administration  of  the  Board,  it  has  been  very  severely 
criticbed  for  incompetency.  The  charge  seems  to  me  to  be 
only  partially  deserved.     It  is  certain  that  the  character  of  the 
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paving  done  this  year  has  been  an  improvemient  on  that  done 
in  any  preceding  year,  and  no  fault  has  been  found  with  the 
character  of  the  mechanical  work  of  the  Board.  The  charge 
of  incompetency  from  the  want  of  business  ability  shown  is 
clearly  a  just  one,  as  evidenced  by  the  Board  expending  the 
entire  appropriation  for  the  Road  Fund  for  a  year,  in  the  first 
five  and  a  half  months. 

Public  opinion  has  heretofore  demanded  that  men  should 
be  appointed  on  the  Board  who  possessed  some  mechanical 
knowledge,  who  were  masons  or  carpenters,  and  business  ability 
has  been  overlooked.  Many  mistakes  of  the  Board  such  as  I 
have  just  referred  to,  come,  in  my  opinion,  from  a  want  of 
knowledge  of  ordinary  business  methods,  and,  I  prefer  in  filling 
the  vacancy  on  the  Board  to  endeavor  to  supplement  the  two 
mechanics  who  will  remain  on  the  Board  with  a  good  business 
man,  who  will  see  that  the  routine  of  the  office  work  is  con- 
ducted on  business  principles. 

If  a  general  dissatisfaction  exists  with  the  administration 
of  this  Board,  to  enable  me  to  effectively  raise  its  standard,  the 
Council  should  raise  its  salary  from  $2,500  to  $3,000  or  $3,500. 

With  a  proper  salary  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  efiicient  men.  Two  of  the  ablest  men  that  ever 
were  members  of  the  Board  were  driven  from  it  by  the  Council 
reducing  the  salary  to  $2,500. 

REPAIRS    OF   STREET   PAVEMENTS. 

It  appears  there  have  been  133,701  square  yards  of  pave- 
ment repaired  in  the  past  year  at  a  cost  of  $25,457.79.  Under 
the  present  system  residents  of  certain  streets  who  exercise  con- 
siderable influence  have  been  enabled  to  have  their  streets  re- 
paired at  the  expense  of  the  city,  while  less  influential  citizens 
have  been  either  forced  to  pay  for  re-pavement  or  suffer  the 
inconveniences  of  their  streets  being  out  of  repair.  To  remedy 
this  I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  the 
revision  of  the  charter  in  1876,  that  when  the  number  of  square 
yards  to  be  repaired  in  any  given  block  shall  exceed  10  per  cent. 
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of  the  total  namber  of  square  yards  in  such  block,  the  expense 
should  be  collected  by  special  assessment  on  the  abutting  prop- 
erty. 

This  might  seem  to  be  placing  too  much  burden  on  the 
abutting  property,  but  the  reasons  which  make  it  advisable  to 
lay  original  pavements  by  special  assessments  are  equally  true 
as  to  re-paving  and  repairing. 

STREET   PAVING. 

The  charter  has  been  amended  so  as  to  require  all  contracts 
for  street  paving  to  be  commenced  and  completed  between  the 
first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year; 
compliance  with  this  will  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  loss  and 
injury  occasioned  by  paving  too  late  in  the  season.  I  recommend 
that  efforts  should  be  made  to  begin  paving  as  soon  after  May 
1  St  as  possible. 

No  street  or  avenue  should  be  paved  in  opposition  to  the 
wishes  of  a  majority  of  the  property  owners,  under  the  amend* 
ment  to  the  charter  which  authorizes  the  Council  to  order  paving 
to  the  amount  of  $75,000  annually,  unless  the  demand  for  such 
paving  amounts  to  a  paramount  public  necessity. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  best  wooden  pavement  is 
made  of  octagonal  cedar  blocks  with  at  least  six  inches  of  sand 
beneath,  and  stone  gutters. 

Business  streets,  where  heavy  hauling  is  done,  should  be 
paved  with  Medina  stone,  as  it  has  been  demonstrated  that 
wooden  pavements  will  not  stand  heavy  teaming. 

It  is  entirely  impracticable  in  this  climate  to  lay  down  and 
maintain  in  good  repair  asphalt  pavement. 

One  great  difficulty  with  our  pavements  is  that  they  have 
not  been  supported  on  substantial  foundations,  and,  consequently, 
they  settled  unequally;  the  only  way  to  have  good  pavements 
is  to  first  prepare  a  good  road  bed  and  lay  strong  foundations. 
To  accomplish  this  the  city  should  purchase  a  steam  roller  to 
weigh  not  less  than  eight  tons.  In  1878  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  advisability 
of  purchasing  such   a  roller,   and  again  in  1880  they  renewed 
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the  recommendation,  from  which  I  extract  the  following:  "The 
Board,  after  an  examination  of  the  present  condition  of  our 
wood  pavement,  is  fully  convinced  that  to  make  a  satisfactory 
and  durable  pavement,  a  substantial  foundation  must  necessarily 
be  prepared  therefor,  and  to  accomplish  this  end  a  road  roller 
of  sufficient  compressing  weight  would  not  only  be  a  valuable 
but  an  economic  requisition."  I  fully  endorse  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Board,  and  hope,  before  the  season  of  paving 
opens  the  city  will  be  furnished  with  a  proper  street  roller. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  wisely  amended  the 
Charter,  taking  away  from  the  city  the  power  to  make  any 
further  issue  of  street  paving  bonds,  so  that  hereafter  street 
paving  assessments  will  have  to  be  directly  paid  by  the  prop- 
erty owners.  One  excellent  result  of  this,  I  believe,  will  be  to 
restore  a  more  economical  system  of  street  paving. 

POOB  COMMISSION. 

One  of  the  most  beneficent  amendments  to  the  Charter  was 
that  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  Poor  Commission  instead 
of  a  Poormaster  elected  by  the  people.  The  members  of  this 
Board  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  discharge  of  its 
duties,  and  serving  as  they  do  without  remuneration,  deserve 
the  thanks  of  the  community  for  the  able  and  efficient  way  in 
which  they  have  discharged  their  responsibilities. 

They  have  revolutionized  the  system  of  distributing  the 
Poor  Fund  and  reformed  many  gross  abuses  which  largely  grew 
out  of  the  old  elective  system;  the  relief  of  the  poor  has  been 
absolutely  dissevered  from  politics.  The  report  of  the  Board 
covers  a  period  of  over  seventeen  months  and  shows  relief  to 
have  been  issued  to  1,648  families,  numbering  6,022  persons. 
The  financial  exhibit  is  particularly  gratifying,  showing  as  it 
does  a  cash  balance  unused  of  $3,614.86,  the  first  time  in  years, 
if  not  in  the  history  of  the  city,  that  a  cash  balance  is  carried 
over  instead  of  a  deficit,  and  that,  too,  with  an  appropriation 
of  many  thousands  of  dollars  less  than  is  appropriated  in  the 
neighboring  cities  of  Milwaukee,  Cleveland,  Buffalo  and  Roches- 
ter.    The  Commission  have  aimed  to  give  aid  only  to  the  de- 
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serving  poor,  and  so  weed  out  the  unworthy,  and  to  this  end  a 
thorous^h  system  of  investigation  of  applicants  has  been  inaug- 
urated. 

The  Bureau  of  Centralized  Charities,  similar  to  that  in  op- 
eration in  Buffalo,  has  been  established  and  in  successful  opera- 
tion during  the  past  year.  It  deserves  and  should  receive  the 
confidence  and  financial  support  of  our  charitable  citizens,  as 
it  has  proved,  in  my  opinion,  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Poor 
Commission. 

CITY    HOSPITAL. 

There  have  been  periodical  discussions  of  the  project  to 
build  a  city  hospital  on  the  property  purchased  for  that  pur- 
pose some  years  ago  in  Grosse  Point.  There  is  no  necessity 
whatever  for  a  city  hospital,  as  the  poor  sick  can  be  as  well  and 
more  economically  taken  care  of  by  the  city  at  the  private  hos- 
pitals founded  for  charitable  purposes.  A  city  hospital  would 
simply  afford  sinecure  appointments  as  a  reward  for  political 
services. 

I  entirely  concur  in  the  report,  of  the  Health  Oflicers  to  the 
Common  Council,  dated  the  2d  inst.,  on  the  subject  of  establish- 
ing a  pest-house  on  this  property.  A  pest-house  should  at  once 
be  established  in  some  more  convenient  locality,  as  the  city 
might  at  any  time  be  afliicted  with  a  small -pox  or  other  epi- 
demic. 

FRSB   PUBLIC   BATHS. 

I  desire  to  repeat  the  recommendation  contained  in  my  last 
annual  message,  that  the  city  should  establish  free  public  baths 
which  the  laboring  classes  are  very  much  in  need  of,  and  which 
I  believe  would  repay  the  city  by  their  effect  on  the  general 
health.  They  could  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Poor 
Commission. 

BBLLB    ISLE   PARK. 

The  Belle  Isle  Park  Commission  is  composed  of  citizens  who 
enjoy  the  profound  confidence  and  respect  of  the  entire  com- 
munity.   The  island  is  capable  of  being  made  a  very  attractive 
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resort,  and,  in  fact,  judging  from  the  vast  number  of  visitors 
during  the  past  summer,  has  already  become  very  popular  with 
the  masses  of  the  people.  Liberal  appropriations  should  annu- 
ally be  made  for  its  improvement.  The  very  large  majority  of 
our  citizens  are  pecuniarily  unable  to  take  their  families  to  water- 
ing places,  and  the  money  wisely  used  in  beautifying  the  island 
and  making  it  attractive  will  be  well  invested. 

It  is  impoitant  that  a  competent  landscape  gardener  should 
be  employed  to  make  a  survey  and  prepare  a  comprehensive 
plan  for  the  future  improvement  of  the  island,  and  that  what- 
ever is  done  from  time  to  time  should  be  in  accordance  with 
the  plan.  By  this  method,  in  a  few  years  and  at  a  comparatively 
small  cost,  we  will  have  a  park  that  for  natural  beauty  will  be 
the  equal  of  any  in  the  country.  I  hope  measures  will  be 
at  once  adopted  by  the  Board  to  preserve  the  ancient  forests 
that  cast  their  umbrageous  shade  over  the  island,  and  which, 
if  destroyed,  would  require  nearly  a  century  to  reproduce.  I 
repeat  that  whatever  is  done  on  or  about  the  island  must  be 
raised  by  direct  taxation  and  without  recourse  to  the  issuance 
of  more  bonds. 

liOULEVARD. 

The  Boulevard  Commission  have,  with  but  one  disputing 
vote,  finally  settled  upon  and  had  surveyed  a  route  for  the 
boulevard. 

The  Commissioners,  in  adopting  the  projected  route,  have 
acted  conscientiously  and  been  influenced  only  by  what  they 
deemed  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  No  money  can  be  ex- 
pended upon  the  construction  of  the  boulevard  except  with 
your  consent,  and  I  recommend  a  reasonable  appropriation  be 
made  annually  for  this  purpose;  and  so  in  time,  without  bav. 
ing  in  any  one  year  made  such  an  expenditure  as  would  be 
burdensome,  we  shall  have  a  boulevard  that  will  be  an  ornament 
to  Detroit. 

PLATTING   OP   OUTSIDE  TBBRITOBT. 

Section  4  of  chapter  5  of  the  Charter  authorizes  the  Board 
of  Public  Works,  upon  being  directed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
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cil,  to  prepare  a  general  plan  ot  laying  out  into  streets  and 
alleys  all  portions  of  the  territory  without  the  city  limits  and 
within  two  miles  thereof,  and  to  enter  upon  land  for  that  pur- 
pose. It  is  full  time  that  this  was  done  and  that  the  owners 
of  the  land  contiguous  to  the  city  should  be  compelled  to  plat 
in  accordance  with  a  uniform  plan. 

It  is  possible  that  additional  legislation  may  be  necessary 
for  this  purpose.  The  territory  adjacent  to  the  city  limits  (no. 
tably  in  Springwells)  is  rapidly  being  settled  up,  and  each  in- 
dividual land-owner  is  platting  his  land  according  to  his  own 
interests  or  fancy,  irrespective  of  uniformity.  This,  unless 
checked,  will  in  the  future,  when  the  city  limits  are  enlarged, 
which  will  prove  necessary  in  the  course  of  the  next  very  few 
yeare,  require  the  expenditure  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  to 
correct. 

WOODBRIDGE   STREET   BAILBOAD   CROSSING. 

The  travel  through  Woodbridge  street  has  grown  to  such 
immense  proportions  that  the  frequent,  almost  incessant  inter- 
ruptions by  the  passage  of  trains  on  the  Michigan  Central  Rail- 
road is  a  very  serious  obstacle  to  business.  The  traffic  on  the 
Michigan  Central  has  become  so  great  that  the  liability  to  acci- 
dent is  worthy  of  serious  consideration.  I  recommend  that  at 
this  point  a  light  iron  bridge  or  tunnel  should  be  built  over  or 
under  the  railroad  tracks,  and  that  the  cost  thereof  should  be 
defrayed  by  the  Michigan  Central  Company,  the  city  and  the 
Detroit  City  Railway  Company,  in  such  proportionate  parts  as 
shall  be  determined  to  be  equitable. 

POLICE   AND   FIBB   DEPABTMENTS. 

Our  citizens  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Commissioners  of 
these  Boards,  who  gratuitously  discharge  their  arduous  duties, 
and  by  their  energy  and  ability  have  made  their  departments 
equal  if  not  superior  to  any  in  the  country. 
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There  are  eight  station-houses,  and  the  Police  Force  is  con- 
stituted as  follows: 

One  Superintendent. 

Three  captains. 

Ten  sergeants. 

Nine  roundsmen. 

Four  detectives. 

One  hundred  and  forty -six  (146)  patrolmen. 

Fourteen  doormen. 

One  hostler. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  for  the  past  fiscal 
year  was  $139,315.  Of  the  patrolmen  fifty-six  are  paid  $700  per 
year  .each  and  ninety  are  paid  $600  each.

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  patrol- 
men in  our  department  are  paid  considerably  less  than  those 
of  any  of  the  principal  cities  in  the  country,  and  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that,  taking  into  consideration  the  arduous 
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and  dangerous  character  of  their  employment  and  the  great  ad- 
vance in  the  cost  of  living,  they  are  under  paid. 

It  is  difficult  to  secure  and  retain  good  men  at  their  salary, 
especially  in  times  like  the  present  of  business  prosperity,  and 
I  believe  it  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  to  increase  it. 

At  this  time  there  is  in  the  service  of  the  Fire  Department, 
fully  manned  and  equipped,  the  following  apparatus: 

Nine  steam  fire  engines. 
Two  chemical  engines. 
Three  hook-and-ladder  trucks. 
Two  supply  wagons. 

In  reserve  without  companies: 
One  first-class  engine  and  equipment. 
One  second-class  engine  and  equipment. 
One  fire  escape. 

The  fire  alarm  telegraph  now  comprises: 
One  hundred  and  twenty-six  boxes  and  attachments,  and  130 
miles  of  wire. 

The  water  supply  in  charge  of  the  Fire  Commission  con- 
sists of: 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  street  hydrants. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-four  reservoirs. 

The  available  force  of  the  department  consists  of  138  ofli- 
cers  and  men. 

The  total  expense  attending  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire 
Department  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1881,  was 
$111,197.58.     This  sum  was  distributed  as  follows:

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During  the  year  1881  there  were  11  alarms  and  153  fires  in 
Detroit. 

The  loss  entailed  by  fire  daring  the  year  aggregated  $150,- 
Oil,  and  the  property  destroyed  was  covered  by  insurance  ag- 
gregating $683,827. 

The  average  loss  at  each  fire  was  $980.47,  while  in  the  city 
of  New  York  the  average  loss  at  each  fire  in  1881  was  $1,785.44. 

When  we  consider  that  New  York  is  a  city  of  brick,  stone 
and  iron,  and  that  Detroit  is  largely  built  up  with  wooden  struc- 
tures, it  is  demonstrated  that  the  firemen  of  this  city  are  entitled 
to  the  credit  of  doing  even  better  service  than  the  members  of 
the  department  in  the  great  metropolis. 

While  this  department  does  all  that  can  be  expected  of  it, 
additional  legislation  is  required  to  shield  the  city  from  the 
dangers  of  fire. 

The  fire  limits  should  be  expanded  in  a  solid  district  radi- 
ating from  the  center  of  the  city,  and  they  should  always  be 
bounded  by  streets,  or  spaces  at  least  50  feet  in  width.  I  have 
just  been  obliged  to  veto  an  ordinance  which  lessened  the  di- 
mensions of  the  fire  limits,  and  neglected  to  bound  them  by  a 
street,  and  I  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  no  further  similar 
attempt  will  be  made;  any  measures  looking  to  a  wise  extension 
of  the  present  fire  limits  will,  however,  receive  my  cordial 
approval. 

One  of  the  greatest  dangers  in  the  city  is  from  the  vast 
number  of  telegraph  wires  that  have  been  stretched  along  the 
principal  business  streets  and  in  front  of  the  high  buildings  that 
line  them.  In  case  of  fire  breaking  out  in  the  upper  part  of 
any  of  those  high  buildings  a  very  serious  delay  must  occur 
before  the  wires  could  be  cut  away  to  permit  of  the  firemen 
erecting  their  ladders  to  carry  up  their  fire  hose;  during  this 
delay  a  fire  might  obtain  such  headway  as  to  vastly  increase  the 
loss  and  the  difiiculty  of  subduing  it.  An  ordinance  has  just 
been  adopted  at  my  suggestion  requiring  all  telegraph  poles 
and  wires  to  be  removed  by  January  1,  1885,  and  when  it  shall 
have  been  enforced  this  cause  of  danger  will  be  ended.     There 
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is  no  diffioalty  whatever  in  laying  and  operating  a  subterranean 
telegraphic  cable,  and  the  removal  of  the  unsightly  poles  that 
now  disfigure  our  streets  will  greatly  improve  the  appearance  of 
the  city. 

I  have  recently  set  forth  my  views  upon  the  dangers  to  life 
and  to  property  from  fire,  from  the  nrial  system  in  contempla- 
tion by  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company.  I  will  not  again  go 
into  details  on  this  subject.  I  will,  however,  add  that  from 
more  recent  information  received  I  am  strengthened  in  tho 
conviction  expressed  in  my  communication  to  the  Council  on 
the  dd  inst.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  see  the  city  lighted  by 
electricity,  but  insist  that  it  should  be  done  in  a  way  compatible 
with  safety  to  the  community.  This  can  only  be  done  by  using 
subterranean  cables,  as  is  done  in  London. 

If  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company  would  file  an  accept- 
able bond,  say  for  half  a  million  of  dollars,  to  pay  all  damages 
from  injury  to  life,  or  by  fire  to  ]>roperty  occasioned  by  it,  I 
would  withdraw  my  objections  to  the  temporary  use  of  its  nrial 
lines.  Fire  escapes,  or  contrivances  to  enable  the  employes  in 
manufacturing  establishments  and  guests  in  hotels  to  escape 
from  fire,  should  be  required  by  law. 

In  view  of  the  recent  great  conflagrations  in  Chicago,  Bos- 
ton and  Portland,  too  serious  consideration  cannot  be  given  to 
the  subject  of  the  adoption  of  measures  to  prevent  their  occur- 
rence here. 

BOARD   OF   WATER   COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  is  composed  of  busi- 
ness men  who  administer  their  public  duties  with  the  same 
ability  that  they  have  shown  in  their  private  business.  During 
the  past  year  the  new  compound  beam  pumping  engine,  and 
the  additional  42-inch  main,  have  been  completed  and  put  into 
operation. 

The  two  pumping  engines  (built  in  Detroit)  have  each  a 
daily  capacity  of  25,000,000  gallons,  and  the  present  require- 
ments of  the  city  for  water  are  amply  provided  for. 
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It  would  seem  that  the  old  pamping  workB  might  with 
safety  be  dispensed  with,  and  their  site,  which  is  now  required 
for  business  purposes,  bo  sold,  and  the  proceeds  invested  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  of  the  Water  Board.

The  total  pipeage  of  the  works  is  220^  miles,  an  increase 
of  Hi  miles. 

BOABD   OF   HBALTH. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Detroit  we  have  a  Board 
of  Health  worthy  of  the  name.  The  efiicient  health  officer  has 
brought  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties  a  most  valuable  experience 
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obtained  in  Milwaukee,  and  has  grasped  the  administration  of 
his  office  with  a  vigor  and  ability  that  augur  well  for  the  future 
sanitary  condition  of  the  city.  I  sincerely  hope  that  you  will 
co-operate  with  ine  in  giving  the  measures  and  recommenda- 
tions  of  the  Board  a  hearty  support. 

HOU8B   OF   COBBBCTION. 

It  may  be  doubted  whether  there  is  a  punitive  institution  in 
the  country  that  is  as  well  conducteiji  as  our  House  of  Correcti(m ; 
in  fact,  it  has  achieved  a  national  reputation. 

Year  before  last  it  turned  into  the  city  treasury  130,000. 
The  annual  report  for  1881  is  not  yet  completed,  but  I  am  in- 
formed by  the  efficient  Superintendent,  Capt.  Joseph  Nicholson, 
that  he  will  turn  over  to  the  city  from  the  profits  of  the  institu- 
tion for  the  last  year  at  least  $85,000. 

I  have  lately  taken  occasion  to  inspect  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, and  pronounce  it  in  every  respect  a  model  institution. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  passed  a  law  creating  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  House  of  Correction,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Mayor,  and  I  have  accordingly  created  a  non  - 
partisan  Board,  and  the  control  of  this  institution  has  now  been 
placed  beyond  the  reach  of  political  influence,  where  I  hope  it 
will  always  be  kept. 

The  citizens  composing  this  Board,  serving  without  com- 
pensation, deserve  the  thanks  of  the  community  for  their  un- 
selfish labors. 

BOARD   OF   EDUCATION. 

The  continual  agitation  of  educational  matters,  and  the 
charges  against  the  old  Board  of  extravagance  and  inefficiency, 
finally  induced  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session  to  legislate  the 
old  Board  out  of  existence  and  to  authorize  the  election  of  a 
new  Board,  to  consist  of  twelve  members  to  be  elected  at  large 
at  the  spring  election.  This  was  certainly  a  step  in  the  right 
direction,  as  the  result  has  justified. 

During  the  year  1881  there  was  expended  from  the  Public 
School  Fund,  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the 
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•sum  of  *217,630.13.  Of  this,  $161,580.29  was  paid  for  teaching 
and  superintendence;  $16,586.24  was  paid  to  janitors  and  other 
employes;  1515,452.90  for  repairs  and  improvements  of  buildings 
:and  grounds;  $12,578.42  for  fuel,  and  the  balance  for  insur- 
ance, rent,  furniture,  printing  and  stationery,  books  for  poor 
children,  and  miscellaneous  supplies.  The  sum  received  from 
the  State  Primary  School  Fund  was  $41,835.02.  During  the 
year  there  was  expended  from  the  School  Building  Fund  the 
sum  of  $27,531.47.  Of  this  sum  $23,118  was  expended  in  put- 
ting steam  heating  apparatus  into  the  Bishop  school-house  and 
erecting  wings  to  that  building,  by  which  its  capacity  was  in- 
creased 352  seats.  The  balance  was  expended  in  erecting  a 
school- house,  capable  of  seating  375  scholars,  on  Fort  street 
east,  near  McDougall  avenue,  which  building  is  now  approaching 
completion.  Twenty-eight  buildings  are  now  occupied  for  pub- 
lic school  purposes,  three  of  which  are  rented.  The  available 
seating  capacity  of  these  buildings  is  13,575.  The  value  of  the 
property  owned  by  the  Board  of  Education  is  about  $800,000. 
The  number  of  children  in  the  city  between  the  ages  of  5  and 
20  years,  as  shown  by  the  census  taken  in  September  last,  is 
37,927.  Of  these  5,875  had  not  attended  any  school  during  the 
previous  year,  and  were  at  work  for  wages,  but  of  these  70  per 
cent,  were  16  years  old  and  upward.  The  total  enrollment  in 
the  public  schools  during  the  past  year  was  16,158,  and  the  aver- 
age membership  12,201.  The  number  of  teachers  at  present 
employed  is  264.  A  central  night  school  for  boys  was  opened 
on  the  15th  of  November  last,  and  the  attendance  has  been  300. 
On  the  3d  inst.  a  night  school  for  girls  was  opened,  and  the 
attendance  during  the  first  week  amounted  to  60.  A  consider- 
fible  number  of  children  have  applied  for  admission  to  the  pub- 
lic schools,  who  could  not  be  received  for  lack  of  room.  In  lo- 
•calities  where  it  was  possible  buildings  have  been  rented  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  in  others  half -day  schools  have  been 
established,  to  accommodate  as  many  children  as  possible,  but 
additional  buildings  are  urgently  required,  and  plans  are  already 
under  ^jeonsideration  for  the  erection  of  two,  if  the  means  are 
available,  which  I  hope  will  be  forthcoming. 
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THEATRKS    AND    PUBLIC    BUILDINGS. 

There  are  certain  public  buildings  in  use  for  the  purpose  of 
amusement  and  public  gatherings  in  this  city  that  are  so  faultily 
constructed  as  to  permit  the  most  favorable  conditions  for  a 
repetition  of  the  horrible  disaster  that  recently  occurred  in  the 
Ring  Theatre  in  Vienna.  I  have  called  the  attention  of  the 
Council  during  the  past  year  to  act  41,  passed  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature,  and  requested  that  an  ordinance  should  be 
adopted  in  conformity  thereto,  especially  fixing  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Building  Inspec- 
tors provided  for  in  said  act.  No  action  has  been  taken  to  this 
date  on  my  suggestion,  and  I  now  earnestly  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  a  consideration  of  this  matter,  T  hope  we  shall  not 
wait  until  a  holocaust  of  our  citizens  and  their  families  shall 
occur  to  cause  action  on  what  a  regard  to  the  law  of  the  State 
and  safety  of  the  community  demands. 

OFFICIAL   PRINTIN(i. 

An  examination  in  the  Controller's  office  of  the  cost  of  pub- 
lishing in  the  official  newspaper  the  reports  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Common  Council,  shows  ,it  to  be  very  great  and  far  in 
excess  of  any  possible  good  to  the  taxpayers. 

Thus  I  find  the  cost  for  the  last  fiscal  year  to  have  been 
$4,129.12  for  one  insertion;  in  addition,  the  contractor  charges 
$3  per  form  for  breaking  this  into  pages  for  the  book  form. 

This  amount  is  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  advertising  the  tax 
rolls,  city  ordinances  and  notices  of  the  Board  of  Public  Worksr 
which  are  required  by  law  to  be  published. 

From  the  regularity  with  which  the  contract  for  publishing^ 
the  procee  lings  of  the  Council  is  rotated  between  the  two 
daily  morning  pewspapers  of  the  city,  as  well  as  the  exception- 
ally high  price  obtained  therefor,  the  impression  is  becoming 
general  that  the  two  newspaper  companies  act  in  collusion. 

The   custom  of   publishing    Council  proceedings   in   daily 

newspapers  has  been  long  since  abandoned  in  almost  all  of  the 

'  large  cities,  and  I  recommend  that  it  l)e  abandoned  here,  and 
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that  in  its  place  both  branches  of  the  Council  publish  a  journal 
as  is  done  by  the  Board  of  Education,  which  any  job  printing 
office  would  do  for  a  few  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  en- 
tei-prising  daily  press  of  the  city  could  be  relied  upon  to  gratu- 
itously publish  all  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  that  were 
of  interest  to  the  public  as  a  matter  of  news. 

RttCEXT   AMENDMENTS   TO   THE    CHARTER. 

The  influence  of  a  meeting  of  the  larger  taxpayers  of  the 
city,  called  by  me  in  my  office  something  over  a  year  ago,  has 
been  most  potential  for  good  in  its  influence  upon  the  action  of 
the  present  Legislature  as  affecting  our  Charter. 

They  (the  taxpayers)  recommended  the  following  amend- 
ments: The  city  to  bo  re-d'stricted  with  new  wards;  an  upper 
chamber  and  a  non-partisan  commission  for  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion to  be  created;  a  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Boaid  of 
Education  and  in  method  of  appointing  the  City  Controller  and 
members  of  the  Water  Board;  the  authority  of  the  city  to  issue 
paving  bonds  to  be  cancelled,  and  the  amoun<^  of  compulsory 
street  paving  to  be  reduced  to  $75,000.  The  Legislature  acqui- 
esced, and  so  far  as  the  amendments  have  gone  into  practical 
operation  they  have  resulted  beneficially  to  the  city. 

UPPER    CHAMBER. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  the  recent  amendments  was 
that  authorizing  the  Upper  Chamber.  The  City  of  Detroit  ex- 
pends about  as  much  annually  as  the  State  does,  and  it  was  de- 
sirable that  we  should  have  the  same  safeguards  thrown  around 
our  legislation  that  the  Sta*:e  possesses. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Upper  Chaniber — You  have  been  honored 
by  your  fellow  citizens  in  having  been  elected  to  your  respon- 
sible office,  and  will  hereafter  be  a  potential  factor  in  influenc- 
ing the  further  character  of  city  legislation.  You  are  a  branch 
of  a  co-ordinate  department  of  the  city  government,  and  you 
will  hereafter  divide  the  responsibility  with  me  of  such  appoint- 
ments as  we  are  authorized  by  the  charter  to  make.  We  will  be 
held  to  the  full  measure  of  our  re-sponsibility  by  the  community, 
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and  I  earnestly  hope  you  will  act  with  the  utmost  independence 
in  all  measures  that  may  come  before  you.  I  am  fallible  and 
will  be  glad  of  your  co-operation  when  you  think  I  am  right, 
and  I  will  expect  your  dissent  when  you  shall  disagree  with  me. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  have  placed  before  you  a  summary  of  the  transactions  of 
your  city  government  for  the  past  year,  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  seemed  most  worthy  of  your  consideration,  when,  if 
judiciously  acted  upon,  will  contribute  to  wise  government  and 
the  consequent  permanent  prosperity  of  the  city.  Let  our  leg- 
islation be  so  directed  that  life  and  property  will  be  protected, 
education  disseminated  and  morality  furthered;  and  I  shall  be 
most  happy  to  co-operate  with  you  for  the  furtherance  of  these 
objects,  and  in  every  measure  that  will  tend  to  reduce  taxation 
and  extinguish  the  city  debt.

To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen — The  fifth  year  of  my  official  duties  as  City  Con- 
troller having  expired,  I  herewith  respectfully  transmit  my  annual 
report  of  the  financial  matters  of  the  municipal  government  for  the 
fiscal  year  1881,  commencing  July  1,  1881,  and  terminating  June  30, 
1882. 

An  annual  report  from  this  office  is  virtually  a  printed  copy  of 
its  journals  and  ledger*,  giving,  as  it  does,  a  detailed  statement  of  all 
revenues,  from  whatever  source  derived  and  for  what  purpose,  when 
and  to  whom  every  dollar  of  expense  incurred  has  been  paid.  And, 
although  the  report  is  addressed  to  your  honorable  body,  as  the  law 
directs,  it  is  intended  as  well  for  the  public  at  large;  and,  in  order 
that  all  taxpayers  may  be  informed  as  to  these  sources  of  revenue 
and  the  manner  in  which  their  contributions,  in  the  form  of  taxes, 
have  been  expended,  your  honorable  body  provides  ^for  the  publica- 
tion of  such  an  abundant  supply  of  the  report  that  such  of  our  citi- 
zens as  are  interested  in  the  financial  condition  and  standing  of  the 
city  in  which  they  live  and  hold  possessions,  may  at  any  time,  on  ap- 
plication, be  supplied  with  a  copy. 

To  yon  and  to  all  interested  I  am  able  to  say  that  our  financial 
afiPairs  continue  in  the  same  healthy  condition  as  in   previous  years, 
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aiid  the  year  just  closed  has  been  marked  with  a  prompt  payment  of 
taxes,  which  are  not  hurdensorae,  and  a  spirit  of  economy  in  the 
management  of  the  various  branches  of  tlie  city  governnu'nt  which  i» 
highly  satisfactory.

During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  there  fell  due  and  was  paid 
but  one  municipal  bond,  being  Central  Public  Market  bond  No.  2, 
$5,000,  one  of  the  bonds  issued  to  provide  the  means  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Central  Market  Building.  Ten  bonds  of  $5,000  each  and 
amounting  to  $50,000  had  been  issued  for  this  purpose,  and  it  was 
expected  that  this  amount  would  be  sufficient,  as  indeed  it  was,  for 
construction  purposes.  But,  as  it  was  afterwards  determined  to  util- 
ize the  second  story  of  the  building  for  the  offices  of  the  Poor  Com- 
mission, Park  Commission,  Board  of  Health  and  Boiler  Inspector,  all 
of  recent  creation,  and  for  whose  accommodation  there  was  no  room 
in  the  City  Hall,  an  additional  bond  of  $6,000  was  issued,  by  which 
the  means  were  raised  for  the  partitioning  of  this  story  into  offices 
and  furnishing  them  for  the  use  of  the  boards  and  commissions 
named.  Later  in  the  year  it  was  determined  to  use  the  third  story  of 
the  building  for  the  Superior  Court,  for  the  accommodation  of  which, 
in  the  Mechanics'  Block,  the  city  was  paying  an  annual  rental  of 
$1,000,  with  the  prospect  of  a  considerable  increase  of  rent,  as  the 
lease,  under  which  the  occupancy  was  held,  was  about  to  expire. 

To  proj)erly  fit  up  and  furnish  this  story  for  Court  purposes  bond 
No.  12,  for  $5,000,  was  issued,  making  a  total  issue  of  $61,000  for 
Central  Market  purposes,  covering  the  entire  construction  and  fur- 
nishing of  the  building,  which  now  affords  accommodation  for  the 
Superior  Court,  with  all  its  contingent  offices,  the  offices  of   three 
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munioipal  boards  or  commiBsions  aud  three  city  officers,  besides  the 
meat  market  on  the  first  floor.  Two  of  these  bonds  of  $5,000  each 
have  been  paid  from  the  income  of  the  market,  leaving  $51,000  still 
outstanding,  which  bonds  are  held  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  De- 
troit City  Sinking  Fund  and  are  due  and  payable  $5,000  annually 
antil  all  mature,  all  of  which  will  be  paid  from  the  revenue  from  the 
building  and  without  direct  taxation. 

There  have  been  paid  also  during  the  fiscal  year  of  the  street- 
paving  bonds  (heretofore  issued  under  the  old  paving  law,  permit- 
ting the  issue  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  three-quarters  of  the  cost  of 
paving  streets,  and  for  the  retirement  of  which  the  assessment  rolls 
were  pledged)  $28,800.36.  Of  these  bonds  $20,838.88  belonged  to  the 
Detroit  City  Sinking  Fund,  having  been  purchased  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  that  fund,  and  from  which  an  interest  of  $3,024.85  was  de- 
rived for  the  benefit  of  the  fund. 

Two  other  of  this  class  of  bonds,  to  the  amount  of  $1,584.51, 
having  been  previously  purchased  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Paving 
Sinking  Fund,  and,  thus  virtually  paid,  were  destroyed.  In  my  last 
report  I  expressed  the  fear  lest  a  deficiency  of  some  considerable 
amount  might  be  found  to  arise  from  this  late  paving  bond  system. 
At  that  time  a  claim  of  illegality  in  the  assessment  of  the  cost  of. 
paving  certain  streets,  which  question  had  not  then  been  settled, 
gave  an  excuse  to  certain  parties  for  withholding  payment  of  the 
assessed  cost  of  paving  in  front  of  their  property.  This  same  unde- 
cided question  also  served  to  deter  others  from  prompt  payment,  and 
thus  the  means  did  not  accumulate  in  the  Street  Paving  Sinking  Fund 
sufiicient  to  meet  all  the  bonds  when  they  fell  due  during  the  fiscal 
year  of  1881,  and  an  unpaid  balance  of  $4,171.22  yet  remains.  These 
bonds,  however,  belong  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  the  Commissioners 
have  only  to  wait  for  a  short  time  before  their  final  settlement,  as, 
fortunately,  the  uncertain  condition  of  this  heretofore  doubtful  mat- 
ter has  been  decided  favorably  to  the  city. 

At  the  request  of  your  honorable  body,  the  State  Legislature,  at 
an  extra  session  held  last  winter,  passed  the  necessary  acts  authoriz- 
ing the  levying  of  a  new  assessment  on  such  streets  as  were  claimed 
to  have  been  illegally  assessed,  and  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State,  in  the  case  of  Byram  et  al  vs.  the  City,  reversed 
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the  decision  of  the  Court  below  in  so  far  as  the  same  was  against  the 
city,  thus  validating  the  paving  assessments  which  had  been  held  for 
some  time  under  an  injunction. 

Since  the  injunction  has  been  removed  and  the  Liegislature  has 
authorized  a  re-assessment  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  such  parties  as 
have  not  yet  paid  will  find  it  to  their  advantage  to  do  so,  and  the 
means  will  again  begin  to  flow  into  the  treasury  with  which  these 
bonds  can  be  paid. 

All  the  street  paving  bonds  now  outstanding  belong  to  the  city, 

having  been  purchased  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Detroit  City 

Sinking  Fund,  and  are  as  follows:

In  pursuance  of  the  excellent  policy  inaugurated  during  the  pre- 
vious year  on  the  suggestion  contained  in  my  third  amiual  report,  of 
purchasing  such  of  our  outstanding  «}even  per  cent,  bonds  as  it  was 
possible  to  buy  from  the  large  and  increasing  income  to  our  Sinking 
Fund,  the  Commissioners,  having  published  to  Eastern  bankers  and 
brokers  that  they  would  pay  a  premium  on  Detroit  City  Bonds  of  such 
an  amount  as  to  make  the  purchase  equal  to  an  investment  of  4  per 
cent,  per  annum,  have,  during  the  past  year,  purchased  the  following 
bonds  of  the  outstanding  debt  of  the  city:

Which  bonds,  under  authority  of  your  honorable  body,  an^  in 
the  presence  of  an  appointed  committee,  were  cancelled  and  rendered 
worthless,  thus  reducing  the  outstanding  indebtedness  to  that  amount. 
The  Commissioners  will  continue  this  policy  in  hopes  of  being  able 
to  purchase  an  increased  number  of  bonds  during  the  ensuing  fiscal 
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year,  but  it  is  quite  difficult  to  find  parties  willing  to  part  with  Detroit 
securities  even  at  the  premium  offered. 

In  thia  connection,  I  cannot  refrain  from  again  urging  upon  your 
honorable  body  not  to  be  induced  to  authorize  the  issue  of  any  new 
bonds  for  any  purpose  whatever  unless  it  be  for  some  absolute  neces- 
sity in  the  way  of  sanitary  measures,  or  to  suffer  yourselves  to  be 
influenced  to  divert  any  of  the  items  which  now  make  up  the  revenue 
of  the  Detroit  City  Sinking  Fund  to  any  other  source. 

The  present  policy  of  investing  this  revenue  in  the  retirement  of 
Detroit  City  bonds  or  in  interest  bearing  securities,  which  is  now  in 
full  operation,  if  continued  but  a  short  time  longer  will  place  in  that 
fund  an  amount  equal  and  soon  to  be  in  excess  of  the  outstanding 
debt  of  the  city,  and  when  this  is  accomplished  the  income  of  this 
fund  can  very  properly  be  used  for  interest  or  for  other  legitimatiB 
purposes  of  the  city  government,  much  to  the  relief  of  the  taxpayers 
and  to  the  already  recognized  credit  of  the  city  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  governed. 

The  question  is  sometimes  asked,  "  Why  be  in  such  haste  to  pay 
off  the  city  debt,  or  have  in  the  resources  of  the  Sinking  Fund  an 
amount  equal  to  the  unpaid  liabilities  of  the  city?  Why  not  let 
posterity  take  care  of  that,  and  thus  bear  its  portion  of  the  burden?*' 

To  this  question,  if  any  answer  is  necessary,  I  would  reply,  pos- 
terity will  have  enough  to  take  care  of  when  the  present  generation 
retires  from  the  field.  In  my  opinion  it  requires  no  great  stretch  of 
the  imagination  to  foretell  the  early  arrival  of  the  day  when  the 
wood  pavement  now  so  generally  in  use  will  be  pronounced  seriously 
deleterious  to  the  public  health,  and  be  bodily  ripped  up  and  thrown 
away,  and  the  beautiful  streets  of  our  city  be  paved  with  a  material 
which  will  not  rot  in  a  few  seasons  and  emit  from  its  filth -saturated 
and  decayed  wooden  surface  the  malaria  so  injurious  to  health.  Again, 
the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  bulk  of  our  sewerage  system  must 
be  rebuilt,  constructed,  as  it  was,  when  Detroit  was  a  small  but  grow- 
ing city.  Though  of  excellent  service  in  the  past,  much  of  it  is  now 
inadequate  for  the  necessary  drainage,  and  sometimes,  in  sudden  and 
violent  storms  of  rain,  overflows.  New  and  larger  sewers  must  soon 
be  constructed  to  preserve  the  good  health  of  the  city,  and  what  bet- 
ter advertisement  can  a  city  have  than  to  be  known  as  a  healthy  city, 
and  one  in  which  sanitary  measures  enter  largely  into  its  management? 
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The  Island  Park,  already  coming  into  prominent  notice,  will  be 
improved,  to  be  enjoyed  by  those  who  come  after  as. 

These  and  many  other  opportunities  will  posterity  have  for 
expending  all  the  taxation  it  will  be  comfortable  to  bear. 

For  many  years  there  had  been  carried  on  the  books  of  this  office 
an  oatstanding  indebtedness  known  as  ^'  Berthelet  Market  Bonds,  long 
past  due  and  probably  lost,  tiOO."  No  trace  of  such  bonds  could  be 
found,  and  some  years  ago  an  official  call  was  made  for  them  and 
interest  on  them  stopped.  As  no  reply  was  ever  made  to  this  call,  a 
careful  examination  of  the  records  of  the  Common  Council  was  made, 
followed  by  the  discovery  that  these  bonds  had  been  paid  more  than 
twenty-five  years  ago.  (See  Council  proceedings  of  August  23, 1859.) 
Why  this  indebtedness  was  not  cancelled  when  the  bonds  were  paid  I 
am  unable  to  say,  but  when  the  discovery  was  made  it  was  communi- 
cated to  your  honorable  body,  and,  by  your  authority,  this  erroneous 
indebtedness  has  been  eliminated,  and  will  appear  no  more  as  unac- 
countable. 

The  entire  bonded  debt  of  the  City  of  Detroit  (except  the  debt  of 
the  Water  Commissioners,  which  is  fully  provided  for  by  the

The  statement,  submitted  in  my  last  report,  of  the  inadequate 
revenue  which  the  city  derived  from  the  street  railways  operated 
within  its  boundaries  has,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  already  borne  fruit,  and 
the  hope  then  expressed  that  the  State  Legislature  would  take  some 
steps  toward  a  proper  equalization  of  taxes  in  this  respect  has  been 
realized,  in  that  the  legislature  did,  in  the  passage  of  the  '^act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  assessment  of  property  and  the  levy  and  collection  of 
taxes  thereon"  provide  that  such  property  shall  be  taxed  as  to  an  indi- 
vidual, thus  the  street  railway  property  now  pays  a  proper  tax  on  its 
property  as  any  private  individual  is  taxed. 

This  tax  does  not  do  away  with  that  levied  by  the  ordinances  of 
the  city  for  franchise  privileges  of  a  percentage  on  earnings,  and  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  legislative  department  of  the  city  government  has  been  aug- 
mented by  the  creation  of  the  City  Council,  composed  of  twelve  qual- 
ified electors  elected,  three  each  year,  on  a  general  ticket.  This  change 
meets  the  approval  of  citizens,  but  some  additional  legiHlation  seems 
necessary  to  define  fully  the  powers  and  duties  of  this  body  in  order 
that  perfect  harmony  may  always  exist  between  these  two  branches 
of  the  city  government. 

The  lease  from  the  City  of  a  portion  of  the  City  Hall  to  the 
County  of  Wayne  for  county  purposes  expires  January  I,  1886.  It  is 
therefore  necessary  that  the  matter  of  the  future  accommodation  of 
the  county  must  be  actively  considered.  The  county  officials  justly 
complain  that  the  accommodation  afforded  them  in  the  building  is  not 
sufficient,  and  have  under  consideration  the  propriety  of  purchasing  a 
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site  and  commencing  the  erection  of  a  building  for  county  purposes 
exclusively. 

This  project  should  be  strenuously  resisted,  as  four-fifths  of  the 
cost  of  any  such  building  would  be  paid  by  the  city. 

The  City  of  Detroit  is  now  of  sufficient  population,  wealth  and 
influence  to  become  a  county  of  itself,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that 
it  will  so  become  in  the  near  future,  and  the  people  of  Detroit  should 
determine  the  kind  of  building  they  need  for  county  purposes.  For 
the  present  and  until  the  county  of  Detroit  is  set  apart,  arrangements 
should  be  made  for  the  County  of  Wayne  to  continue  to  occupy  a  por- 
tion of  the  City  Hall,  and  if  the  accommodation  is  not  sufficient,  addi- 
tional room  could  be  provided  by  some  change  in  the  building,  either 
by  raising  it  so  as  to  make  the  present  basement  even  with  the  ground, 
and  thus  making  an  additional  story,  or  by  the  addition  of  an  upper 
story,  and  putting  in  one  or  more  elevators,  or  some  other  change  of 
enlargement  of  which  the  building  is  susceptible,  and  which  would 
greatly  add  to  its  architectural  beauty  and  give  sufficient  room  for 
many  years  to  come*  Should  this  plan  be  thought  too  expensive,  some 
change  could  be  made  in  the  market  building,  by  which  all  the  accom- 
modation necessary  for  both  city  and  county  purposes  could  be  had 
until  such  time  as  a  new  building  becomes  a  necessity. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  uniform 
courtesy  all  my  communications  have  received  from  your  honorable 
body,  and  to  congratulate  you  on  the  harmony  existing  in  all  depart- 
ments of  the  city  government;  and  calling  your  attention  to  the  very 
able  and  full  reports  of  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  various  officers, 
boards  and  commissions  which  have  been  submitted  for  your  consider- 
ation.

To  the  Honorable  the  Cummon  Council: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  annual  estimates  of 
the  amounts  considered  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  various  funds  and 
departments  of  the  city  government  for  and  during  the  fiscal  year  1882,  beginning 
July  1,  1882,  and  terminating  June  80,  1883. 

These  estimates  are  given  in  detail  and  therefore  need  no  particular  explana- 
tion from  me  in  these  introductory  remarks.  Certain  of  them,  however,  such  as 
those  for  the  sinking  and  temporary  loan  funds  and  for  the  use  of  the  Library  and 
Water  Commissions  are  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  City  Charter 
and  special  acts  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  should  therefore  be  considered  as 
mandatory. 

The  estimate  for  the  interest  fund  is  for  one  year's  interest  on  the  outstanding 
indebtedness. 

The  estimates  for  the  different  Boards  and  Commissions  are  transmitted  as 
they  were  presented  to  me.  Among  them  will  be  found  the  first  estimate  of  the 
Health  Department,  lately  organized,  and  the  first  call  from  the  Belle  Isle  Park 
Commissioners  for  means  for  the  initiatory  steps  towards  the  improvement  of  the 
island  for  a  Public  Park.

President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation of  the  City  of  Detroit,  hereby  certify  that  the  number  of  children  in  the 
city  between  five  and  twenty  years  of  age,  as  shown  by  the  census  taken  in  Sep- 
tember last,  in  pursuance  of  law,  is  87,927.

$4.86.

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The  estimated  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  year  and 
receipts  from  primary  school  interest  fund  and  from  miscellaneous  sources  amount 
to  153.504.05.  leaving  the  sum  of  $188,945.95  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

The  Board  of  Education  also  ask,  under  section  14  of  an  act  relative  to  free 
schools  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  approved  February  24. 1869,  for  the  additional  sum 
of  $68,000  for  the  purchase  of  lots  and  the  (erection  of  school  houses,  with  the 
necessary  outbuildings,  fixtures  and  furniture. 

The  increase  of  school  accommodations  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of 
the  city,  which  is  now  more  rapid  than  ever  before.  There  are  to-day  many  chil  - 
dren  applying  for  admission  to  the  public  sohools  who  are  excluded  for  lack  of 
room,  while  the  Board  maintains  to  the  extent  of  its  financial  ability  rented 
buildings  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  and  provides  numerous  half  day  schools  in 
its  own  buildings.  We  regard  it  as  bad  economy  to  pay  rent,  while  the  lighting, 
ventilating,  sanitary  surroundings  and  conveniences  generally  ot  rented  buildings 
render  them  unfit  for  school  purposes.  This  board  only  occupies  them  in  the 
temporary  emergency.  The  board  has  in  contemplation  the  erection  of  several 
new  school  houses  in  the  localities  where  they  seem  to  be  most  needed,  and  if  the 
sum  asked  for  is  appropriated  sufl^cient  new  seats  will  be  added  to  the  school 
capacity  of  the  city  to  meet  the  most  urgent  present  demands.  If  this  is  not  done 
now  the  evil  complained  of  will  only  be  aggravated  in  succeeding  years.  The 
people  of  the  city  whose  children  are  excluded  from  the  schools  for  lack  of  room, 
look  to  the  Board  of  Education  to  furnish  them  the  school  facilities  to  which  they 
as  tax  payers  are  entitled.  This  board  cannot  assume  the  responsibility  of  refusing 
their  reasonable  demand,  and  therefore  asks  your  honorable  body  for  such  an 
appropriation  as  is  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  present  and  imme- 
diate future. 

The  present  deficiency  of  school  accommodations  is  to  a  considerable  extent 
due  to  the  fact  that  appropriations  for  building  purposes  asked  for  in  former 
years  have  not  been  granted.  Last  year  your  honorable  body  reduced  by  $15,000 
the  amount  asked,  and  the  necessities  are  now  much  more  urgent  than  they  were 
then.  The  balance  in  the  building  fund  will  be  completely  exhausted  at  the  close 
of  the  present  year.

$29,873.19  have  been  paid  from  the  Street  Paving  Sinking  Fund 
daring  the  past  fiscal  year.  Of  these  bonds  $19,345.44  were  held  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Detroit  City  Sinking  Fund,  and  $10,527.75 
was  paid  to  various  individual  holders. 

There  was  also  paid  from  the  Detroit  City  Sinking  Fund  Tem- 
porary Loan  bond,  No.  2,  for  $20,000;  Central  Public  Market  bond, 
No.  1,  for  $5,000;  five  Public  Sewer  bonds,  amounting  to  $5,000;  and 
twelve  Public  Building  bonds,  amounting  to  $12,000. 

All  the  above  bonds,  amounting  to  $71,873.19  were  duly  can- 
celled on  the  13th  day  of  April,  1882,  in  the  presence  of  the  Con- 
troller and  Special  Committees  of  the  Common  and  City  Councils,  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  City  Charter. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  your  honorable  body,  adopted 
June  20th,  1882,  and  concurred  in  by  the  City  Council  June  23,  the 
Berthelet  Market  Loan  account  has  been  closed,  thus  expunging  this 
false  record  of  indebtedness  from  the  books  of  the  City. 

The  foregoing  is  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  all  the  receipts 
and  disbursements,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  this  ofiice,  since  the 
date  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  said  receipts  are 
classified  by  the  funds  to  which  such  receipts  are  credited,  and  said 
disbursements  by  the  funds  out  of  which  they  are  paid;  to  which 
statement  is  herewith  appended  a  schedule  of  ledger  balances,  showing 
the  condition  of  the  various  funds  and  accounts  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  just  closed.

To  The  Common  Council  : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  in  compliance 
with  law,  respectfully  submit  to  your  honorable  body 
their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1881. 

The  financial  transactions,  the  work  of  construction 
and  the  details  of  pumping  water  are  fully  set  forth  in 
the  reports  of  the  Secretary,  Superintendent  and  Me- 
chanical Engineer,  herewith  transmitted,  and  to  which 
you  are  respectfully  referred. 

The  expenditures,  $488,605.18,  were  exceptionally 
large,  but  were  absolutely  necessary  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  our  citizens.  A  duplicate  force-main  was  laid, 
not  only  as  a  necessary  measure  for  absolute  safety,  but 
to  convey  a  large  volume  of  water  to  desired  points. 
The  rapid  growth  of  our  city  has  required  a  correspond- 
ing extension  of  our  supply-mains.  Three  miles  of 
wooden  pipes  have  been  replaced  with  iron.  For  many 
years  the  high  price  of  iron  rendered  it  impossible  for 
the  Board,  with  its  limited  means,  to  provide  for  the 
wants  of  our  citizens  with  pipes  of  that  material. 
Wooden  logs  were  satisfactorily  tried,  and  have  done 
excellent  work  in  meeting  imperative  demands,  and  in 
building  up  newly  platted  portions  of  the  city.  The  bet- 
ter material  will  be  substituted  as  fast  as  circumstances 
will  permit. 
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The  quantity  of  water  pumped,  6,543,127,968  gallons, 
is  much  greater  than  is  necessary  for  legitimate  use. 
The  universal  complaint  of  "Waste"  has  here  sufficient 
cause,  and  is  with  us,  as  with  most  Water  Boards,  a  cry- 
ing evil  for  which  there  seems  no  adequate  remedy.  So 
wanton  was  it  in  the  first  months  of  the  year,  that  our 
daily  provision  was  equal  to  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  gallons  for  each  person  in  Detroit.  The  aftual 
cost  of  pumping  a  million  gallons  of  water  is  but  a  few 
dollars  ;  but  when  the  limit  of  the  capacity  of  one  of  our 
two  engines  shall  be  reached,  another  million  means 
more  pumping  machinery  and  the  consequent  large  ex- 
penditure. It  is  in  the  power  and  within  the  province  of 
water  consumers  to  defer  this  outlay. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  Board  is  $1,652,000.  There 
is  no  other  indebtedness.  There  are  no  debts  due  the 
Board  other  than  water  rates,  and  a  small  amount  for 
labor  and  materials.  The  annual  levy  in  the  general  city 
tax  of  $75,000,  as  provided  for  in  the  a6l  of  1873  author- 
izing the  $1,000,000  loan — the  wisdom  and  validity  of 
which  provision  seem  now  fully  established — will  aid 
materially  in  the  payment  of  the  bonded  debt  as  it  shall 
mature. 

In  1872  it  was  determined  by  the  Board  that  much 
greater  pumping  facilities  were  necessary  to  contribute 
to  the  growing  wants  of  our  citizens.  The  authority  to 
borrow  $1,000,000  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  and 
Common  Council.  A  site  was  selected  two  miles  above 
the  city,  of  sufficient  size  to  meet  any  possible  future  re- 
quirement, and  where  the  river,  with  its  inexhaustible 
supply,  was  absolutely  beyond  the  influence' of  city  pol- 
lution. This  sele6lion  and  the  plans  of  the  Board  were 
fully  discussed  by  the  public,  with  no  lack  of  adverse 
judgment  and  severe  criticism.  The  members  of  the 
Board,  fully  impressed  with  the  importance  of  their  re- 
sponsibilities, had  recourse  to  every  available  means  of 
information,  and,  satisfied  of  the  correftness  of  their 
judgment,  were  impelled  by  a  sense  of  public  duty  to 
adhere  to  their  plans.  The  new  works,  with  the  addition — 
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to  be  made  in  the  near  future — of  another  coal  house  and 
a  second  battery  of  boilers,  will  be  completed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  original  design.  To  this  work  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  have  devoted  much  time,  care,  and 
patience  ;  and  can  now  but  be  gratified  at  what  they  be- 
lieve to  be  the  accepted  opinion  :  that  the  best  possible 
results  have  been  attained.  While  their  entire  cost,  in- 
cluding force-mains,  has  been  |i, 240,975. 24,  the  Board 
have  sold  bonds  therefor  only  to  the  amount  of  $850,- 
000— keeping  their  debt  at  the  lowest  possible  limit.  The 
main  features  of  the  new  works  are  a  site  of  sixty  acres, 
a  five  foot  inlet-pipe  leading  from  the  American  mid- 
channel  eleven  hundred  feet,  a  dock  and  canal  to  bring 
freight  to  the  works,  a  settling  basin,  engine  house,  boiler 
and  coal  houses,  stand-pipe,  engineer's  residence,  two 
compound  beam  pumping  engines  (built  in  Detroit)  of 
twenty-four  millions  daily  capacity  each,  four  boilers,  and 
two  forty- two-inch  iron  force-mains,  connecting  with  the 
distributing-mains  by  entirely  different  routes,  and  having 
lengths  respectively  of  16,244  and  27,854  feet. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  there  must  yet  be 
large  expenditures  in  the  interest  of  water  consumers. 
It  has  been  established  as  a  rule,  almost  without  excep- 
tion, that  what  are  deemed  the  most  liberal  provisions 
for  water  supply  of  cities,  will  fall  far  short  of  after  re- 
quirements. New  York,  Chicago.  Boston,  St.  Louis, 
Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati, — in  fact,  nearly  all  the  cities  of 
importance  in  this  country— have  now  this  question  of 
increased  supply  forcibly  presented  to  them.  On  refer- 
ence to  tables  in  the  accompanying  reports,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  demand  for  water  in  our  own  city  has  rap- 
idly increased.  The  quantity  pumped  in  1881  is  almost 
three  times  that  pumped  in  1 87 1 .  If  this  ratio  of  increase 
shall  continue,  there  will  be,  at  no  distant  day,  a  necessity 
for  increased  pumping  facilities.  The  rapid  growth  of 
our  city,  the  building  up  of  hitherto  vacant  portions, 
makes  a  considerable  extension  of  our  supply-mains 
necessar)'.  The  greater  portion  of  our  eighty  miles  of 
wooden  pipes  must  be  replaced  with  iron.     And  there 
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are  the  coal  house  and  boilers  before  mentioned.  We 
trust  that  our  citizens  need  no  assurance  that  we  shall 
earnesdy  endeavor  that  all  our  expenditures  and 
methods  shall  be  economical  and  judicious. 

The  amount  of  water  rates  collected  was  1^241,884.32. 
The  rate  of  increase  is  shown  by  the  statement  that  in 
1 861  the  amount  was  $60,507,  in  1871  $141,003.  As  soon 
as  it  shall  be  deemed  entirely  safe  so  to  do,  it  is  intended 
to  offer  for  sale  the  site  of  the  old  works  at  the  foot  of 
Orleans  street.  For  the  purpose  of  storage  a  proper 
building  can  be  built  in  the  vacant  portion  of  the  reser- 
voir lot,  which  can  be  connected  with  the  railroad  tracks 
in  the  vicinity  by  sidings  and  switches.  As  most  of  our 
pipe  now  comes  by  rail,  there  can  be  no  inconvenience 
in  this  change.

SINKING  FUND. 

The  Act  of  1873,  authorizing  the  loan  ot  |i, 000,000  to  extend 
and  improve  the  Water  Works  of  the  City  of  Detroit,  made  it  the 
duty  of  the  Common  Council  **to  cause  to  be  levied  and  assessed 
annually,  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said  city,  the  sum  of  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars,''  and  provided  that  the  moneys  thus  levied, 
when  collected  and  paid  to  the  Board  from  time  to  time,  "shall  be 
used  and  appropriated  by  said  Board,  first,  in  payment  of  the  interest 
of  the  said  bonds ;  second,  if  there  be  any  surplus,  after  payment  of 
interest,  accruing  during  the  year,  said  money  shall  be  paid  into  and 
form  part  of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  Board,  and  used  and  appro- 
priated to  the  payment  of  said  bonds  when  due,  or  to  the  purchase  of 
the  same  or  of  any  other  of  the  bonds  heretofore  issued  by  said 
Board." 

Under  this  act  the  amount  collected  and  paid  to  the  Board 
during  the  year  1881,  was  ^72,269,35  ;  the  interest  upon  the  bonds 
so  authorized  accruing  during  the  year  was  ^46,000 — leaving  to 
form  a  Sinking  Fund  the  sum  of  ^26,269,35. 
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WATER  RATES. 

The  annual  assessment  of  the  rates  for  the  year  ending  July  i, 
1882,  (exclusive  of  meters  and  indicators)  was  1233,657,  an 
increase  over  previous  year  of  113,119.  The  whole  number  of 
families  assessed  was  23,749 ;  the  number  in  the  city  not  assessed  287. 
The  rates  collected  in  1881,  (including  $5,634,29  from  meters  and 
indicators)  $241, 884,32,  a  gain  over  previous  year  of  114,431,59.

I  am  pleased  to  state  both  engines  are  in  perfe<5l  order,  also  the 
boilers,  excepting  one  now  undergoing  slight  repairs.  The  new  en- 
gine has  been  brought  into  use  the  past  year,  and  its  performance  is 
highly  satisfa<5lory.  The  heater  put  into  the  exhaust  pipe  of  low 
steam  cylinder  has  proved  a  success,  and  has  considerably  increased 
the  duty  above  that  of  the  Locomotive  Works  engine,  as  you  will  see 
in  table  of  duty,  etc.  I  would  suggest  that  a  similar  heater  be  at- 
tached to  the  Locomotive  Works  engine,  as  a  gain  of  sixteen  degrees 
in  feed  water  above  temperature  of  *'hot  weir*  is  attained.  I  am 
satisfied  it  will  pay  for  the  cost  in  a  short  time.  By  trial  I  find  a  loss 
of  aclion  in  pumps  equal  to  fourteen  gallons  per  revolution,  and  the 
amount  of  water  now  figured  in  the  table  is  fixed  accordingly.  The 
opening  of  the  new  forty-two  inch  main  in  December,  i88i,  has 
greatly  reduced  the  pressure  against  the  pumps  and  will  very  mate- 
rially lessen  the  expense  of  pumping,  I  respedtfuUy  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  of  an  additional  set  of  boilers.  In  the  prolonged 
cold  weather  experienced  last  winter,  we  were  pumping  22,500,000 
gallons  in  twenty-four  hours,  nearly  reaching  the  capacity  of  each 
engine, — showing  a  wasteage  of  about  6,000,000  gallons  of  water  per 
twenty-four  hours  above  the  average  pumping  during  the  past  year. 

Furthermore,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
another  coal  house  and  store  room,  as  we  have  no  convenient  place 
for  storming  tackle  and  miscellaneous  tools  necessary  for  use,  after 
being  removed  from  the  new  boiler  room,  where  they  are  now  placed. 
After  the  above  improvements  are  made  the  **Old  Works"  could  be 
dispensed  with — the  original  plan  of  the  new  works  will  have  been 
completed — both  engines  could  be  run  at  the  same  time  and  any  extra 
demand  for  water  could  be  fully  supplied,  thus  relieving  the  Commis- 
sioners and  your  humble  servant  of  great  anxiety.

By  dire6lion  of  the  Board,  the  se6lion  of  the  forty  two-inch  main 
^n  Fremont  street  between  Chene  street  and  Woodward  avenue  was  first 
laid,  in  order  that  should  there  be  a  failure  to  complete  the  entire 
line  last  fall,  there  should  be  a  proper  supply  of  water  in  that  portion 
of  the  city  north  of  Fremont  .street.  This  was  connected  with  the 
forty-two-inch  main  previously  laid  by  extending  the  thirty-inch 
main  in  Chene  to  Fremont  street.  By  this  course,  the  water  was 
taken  to  that  sedlion  September  lo — three  months  earlier  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  done.  The  immediate  effe6l  was  to  provide  a 
bountiful  supply  and  to  increase  the  head  there  some  ten  feet.  The 
laying  of  the  forty-two  inch  main  in  Cadillac  avenue,  Mack  Road, 
Collins  and  Fremont  streets — from  the  New  Worlcs  to  Woodward 
avenue — with  necessary  branches  and  stop-gates,  was  completed  De- 
cember lo,  and  water  let  in  the  whole  line. 

The  pipes,  gates  and  special  castings  have  proved  very  satisfactory 
in     uality.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


Detroit,  July  13,  1882. 
To  the  Board  of  Ediwatian: 

Gentlemek — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as 
my  annual  report: 

This  Board  was  born  of  a  determination  of  the  people  for 
a  change  in  the  management  of  its  school  aflfairs.  The  old 
Board,  while  it  had  in  its  membership  many  who  labored 
earnestly  and  intelligently  for  the  schools,  and  who  deserve 
the  lasting  gratitude  of  this  community  for  their  labors,  met 
with  public  condemnation,  and  was  swept  away.  Coming 
from  that  Board,  and  with  no  desire  to  cast  any  reflections 
upon  it,  I  cheerfully  bear  testimony  to  the  fact  that  your  de- 
liberations have  been  characterized  by  more  dignity,  and  by 
a  broader  and  deeper  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  trust  im- 
posed upon  you.  That  your  actions  have  met  the  approval  of 
the  people  I  am  constrained  to  believe,  as  they  have,  through 
their  representatives,  the  Boards  of  Aldermen  and  Council- 
men,  responded  in  a  generous  and  hearty  manner  to  your  re- 
quests for  money  for  school  buildings,  by  placing  at  your  dis- 
posal a  larger  sum  than  any  previous  Board  has  had  for  many 
years. 

I  Mrill  not  trespass  upon  your  time  to  give  in  detail  the  ad- 
vancement and  betterments  made  in  the  different  branches  of 
your  work;  these  are  shown  by  the  very  able  reports  submit- 
ted by  the  chairmen  of  the  various  committees,  and  by  the 
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officers  of  the  Board.  I  will  only  urge  upon  you  the  same 
conscientious  care  for  the  future  as  you  have  shown  in  the 
past  over  pupil,  teacher,  property  and  funds.  I  submit  for 
your  consideration  the  following  recommendations: 

First — The  establishment  of  a  business  course  in  the  High 
School,  a  course  that  pupils  may  tal^  who  do  not  desire,  for 
lack  of  time,  or  other  reasons,  to  fit  themselves  for  a  profes- 
sion or  for  the  University;  one  that  will  be  equal  in  all  re- 
spects to  the  course  of  instruction  given  by  our  best  business 
colleges,  where  book-keeping  and  commercial  transactions  of 
all  kinds  are  taught.  This  Board  at  its  formation  committed 
itself  to  such  a  course,  but  for  some  reason  has  never  carried 
it  out.     See  page  7  current  record. 

Second — Placing  at'  the  disposal  of  the  President  of  the 
Board  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
($100)  per  annum,  to  defray  the  expense  of  visiting  the  dif- 
ferent schools.  The  members  of  this  Board  are  all  actively 
engaged  in  professions  or  business,  so  that  your  presiding 
officer  must'  of  necessity  be  a  busy  man ;  if  he  is  to  visit  all 
the  schools  during  the  year,  that  he  may  be  able  from  time 
to  time  to  make  suggestions  regarding  them  for  your  consid- 
eration, he  must  do  it  at  such  odd  moments  as  may  present 
themselves  to  him,  and  that  he  may  avail  himself  of  this 
time,  he  should  be  able  to  command  the  means  necessary  for 
him  to  reach  the  schools. 

Third — The  creation  of  a  new  committee,  to  which  shall 
be  given  the  work  of  repairs.  The  Committee  on  Real  Estate 
and  School  Buildings  is  charged  with  a  disproportionate 
amount  of  work,  which,  under  the  lead  of  a  less  enthusiastic 
and  energetic  person  than  its  present  chairman,  it  would 
find  itself  unable  to  perform. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  congratulate  the  Board  upon  the 
selectioh  of  its  Superintendent,  Secretary  and  Supervisor. 
To  them  in  a  large  measure  is  due  the  praise  for  the  present 
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I)ros|>erity  of  our  schools,  the  careful  hajidling  of  our  funds, 
andthe  excellent  condition  of  our  j)ro|)erty. 

Gentlemen,  in  retirinj^  from  office  I  carry  with  me  grateful 
memories  of  the  kindness  and  courtesy  you  have  ever  shown 
me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  President  of  this  Board.

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REMARKS. 

The  Library  Fund  and  the  entire  business  of  the  public 
library  was,  early  in  the  year  of  1881,  turned  over  to  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Public  Library,  previously 
appointed  by  this  Board.  By  act  of  the  Legislature,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  is  made  ex-officio  treas- 
urer of  the  Library  Commission,  though  the  accounts  of  the 
two  Boards  are  kept  distinct  and  the  Board  of  Education  has 
now  nothing  to  do  with  the  funds  of  the  Library.  The 
balance  was  turned  over  to  Mr.  Ives,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Li- 
brary Commission,  on  February  14,  1881  and  was  $3,190.17. 
The  transactions  relating  to  the  library  since  that  date  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Library  Commission  given  else- 
where in  this  volume. 

The  Secretary's  Contingent  Fund,  which  has  usually  been 
the  sum  of  $100  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  any  contingency  that  required  ready  cash,  has 
recently  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  $200  from  the 
Building  Fund  to  enable  the  Secretary  to  pay  off  workmen 
engaged  on  the  building  operations  of  the  Board,  whenever 
it  should  be  found  necessary  or  expedient  to  do  so,  at  other 
times  than  upon  the  regular  pay  days.  As  soon  as  the  pres- 
ent building  season  closes  the  $200  thus  held  by  the  Secretary 
is  to  be  returned  to  the  Building  Fund. 

The  $10,000  reported  above  in  the  Building  Fund  as  a  tem- 
porary loan,  was  borrowed  upon  notes  of  hand  for  a  few  days, 
to  anticipate  appropriations  already  made  by  the  city,  but  not 
yet  collected.  This  was  done  to  avoid  suspending  building 
operations  already  commenced  and  which  it  was  considered 
desirable  to  finish  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

The  Common  Council  generously  granted  the  entire  appro- 
priation asked  by  the  Board  for  the  year  1882,  viz:  $183,- 
945.95  for  the  School  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
the  Public  Schools  of  thte  city  for  the  ensuing  year  and  for 
the  necessary  repairs  to  buildings,  and  $68,000  for  the  Build- 
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ing  Fund,  for  the  purchase  of  lots  and  the  erection  and  f ur- 
i^ishing  of  new  buildings. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  affairs  of  the  Board  are  in 
excellent  shape,  with  a  comfortable  balance  on  hand  in  each 
fund  and  a  prospective  income  sufficient  to  maintain  the 
schools  at  their  present  high  standard  of  efficiency,  to  keep 
the  school  buildings  in  good  condition,  and  improve  their 
lighting,  heating  and  ventilation,  and  to  erect  such  additional 
new  buildings  as  the  urgency  for  more  school  accommoda- 
tions seems  to  demand. 

UNCOLLECTED  APPROPRLA.TIONS. 

A  portion  of  the  taxes  levied  by  the  city  is  never  collected. 
In  the  course  of  years  this  amounts  in  the  aggregate  to  a  con- 
siderable sum.  The  following  shows  the  appropriations  made 
by  the  city  for  school  and  school  building  purposes  which 
have  not  been  collected  at  this  date:

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  appropriations  of  1880 
and  1881  reported  above  as  uncollected,  will  yet  come  in:  in 
fact  some  of  it  is  already  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  the 
city,  but  in  the  necessary  delays  in  the  process  of  transmis- 
sion to  the  officers  of  the  Board  had  not  been  received  at  the 
'date  of  this  report. 

It  will  be  observed  that  for  the  past  few  years  the  taxes 
have  been  more  closely  collected  than  formerly.  A  social 
effort  has  been  made  in  back  collections,  even  running  back 
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many  years,  and  with  good  results.  That  field  haying  been 
pretty  thoroughly  gleaned,  the  revenue  therefrom  is  likely 
to  be  smaller  in  the  future  than  it  has  been  for  the  past  three 
or  four  years.  Still  it  would  probably  be  safe  to  rely  upon 
the  income  from  back  taxes,  added  to  the  collections  of  the 
current  year,  making  the  full  amount  of  the  appropriation 

for  the  year.

Gentlemen — The  statistical  information  submitted  here- 
with covers  a  period  of  two  school  ye^rs,  the  first  ending  June 
30,  1881,  and  the  other,  at  the  date  written  above.  Hereto- 
fore since- 1875,  it  has  been  customary  for  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  school-year 
next  preceding  at  the  close  of  the  calendar  year,  six  months 
after  the  close  of  the  year  reported  upon:  thus,  the  report  for 
the  year  1880-81  would,  according  to  former  usage,  have  been 
submitted  at  the  first  meeting  in  January,  1882,  but  in  obe- 
dience to  the  present  rule  adopted  by  your  honorable  body  in 
July,  1881, 1  withheld  such  report  at  that  time  and  now 
present  it  in  connection  with  the  one  due  for  the  school- 
year  just  ended. 

The  tables  herewith  submitted  contain  tolerably  full  infor- 
mation concerning  the  condition  and  the  progress  of  the 
Schools.  As.  to  other  matters  I  have  sought  to  make  the 
report  as  brief  as  the  nature  of  the  circumstances  will  allow. 
I  am  sure  I  can  emplo}"  my  time  more  advantageously  to  the 
schools  than  in  the  preparation  of  voluminous  reports  and  1 
believe  that  the  publication  of  such  reports  costs  money  that 
can  be  used  otherwise  more  profitably.

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PROMOTIONS. 

Table  VI.,  which  follows,  shows  the  results  of  work  so  far 

\as  promotions  are  concerned,  in  all  the  primary  and  grammar 

schools  of  Detroit,  for  the  last  five  years.     It  also  gives  the 

facts  concerning  promotions  in  the  High  School  during  the 

last  school  year  (1881-2). 

In  examining  this  table  it  is  desirable  to  keep  in  mind  the 
plan  of  classification  followed  in  Detroit  and  in  a  large 
majority  of  other  American  cities. 

The  pupils  are  arranged  in  twelve  divisions,  corresponding 
to  the  twelve  grades  or  years  into  which  the  course  of  study 
is  divided. 

These  divisions  or  grades  are  separated  into  three  groups, 
called  departments.  The  first,  second,  third  and  fourth 
grades  constitute  the  Primary  Department;  the  fifth,  sixth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  grades,  the  Grammar  Department;  and 
the  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  the  High 
School  Department. 

Each  grade  or  year's  work  in  the  course  of  study  is  divid- 
ed into  two  parts.  Pupils  pursuing  the  studies  belonging  to 
the  first  half  of  any  year  comprise  the  B  class,  and  those 
engaged  in  the  studies  belonging  to  the  second  half  of  any 
year  comprise  the  A  clsss  of  that  year  or  grade.  Promotion 
means  advancement  to  the  class  next  higher.  Of  course  any 
pupil  of  average  ability  who  is  regular  in  attendance  and 
studious  in  habits  ought  to  receive  two  promotions  during 
each  year,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  29.8  weeks  is,  for 
the  year  just  past,  the  average  time  of  membership  of  all 
pupils  enrolled  and  that  the  actual  average  attendance  is,  for 
the  same  period  only  27.93  weeks  per  year. 

The  time  regularly  allotted  to  each  class  being  twenty 
weeks  or  one-half  of  a  school-year,  it  might  seem  reasonable 
that  an  average  of  nearly  thirty  weeks'  attendance  should 
give  to  all  pupils  enrolled  an  average  of  nearly  one  mi  one* 
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half  promotions  per  year;  but  again  it  should  be  remembered 
that  this  average  of  27.93  weeks  is,  in  many  cases,  interrupted 
by  illness,  inclement  weather,  and  other  causes  of  irregu- 
larity; that  a  large  number  of  those  enrolled  leave  after  a 
brief  time;  and  that  many  who  remain  in  more  permanent 
attendance  leave  the  schools  when  they  are  nearly  but  not 
quite  ready  for  promotion.  It  is  plain  thaf  under  all  these 
circumstances  the  number  of  promotions  will  necessarily  fall 
far  short  of  one  for  each  twenty  weeks  of  aggregate  attend- 
ance or  for  the  year,  150  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of 
pupils  enrolled. 

The  following  figures  show  the  percentage  of  promotions 
on  the  whole  number  of  different  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Pri- 
mary and  Grammar  School  Departments  for  the  past  five 
years;  they  exhibit  a  gratifying  increase  in  efficiency  in  this 
direction:

Table  VI  alluded  to  above,  shows  the  percent  of  promotions 
on  average  membership  for  the  same  years,  and  credits  each 
school  with  the  promotions  belonging  to  it. 

I  find  that  few  cities  mention  the  number  of  promotions 
in  their  reports.  It  is  found  that  Detroit  compares  very 
favorably  in  this  respect  with  all  of  the  cities  with  which 
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I  am  able  at  present  to  make  comparison.     I  have  taken  the 
facts  given  below,  from  the  latest  reports  in  my  possession.

THE   HIGH   SCHOOL. 

This  department  of  the  public  schools,  is  in  excellent 
hands  and  has  been  very  successfully  administered  during 
the  past  year.  I  have  received  from  the  officers  of  the  Uni- 
versity who  recently  visited  it  and  made  careful  inquiry  into 
the  thoroughness  of  its  methods,  a  strong  indorsement  of  its 
excellence.  As  heretofore,  its  graduates  are  admitted  to  the 
University  without  examination. 

The  site  of  the  High  School  building,  is  an  unfortunate 
one  in  some  respects,  and  the  building  itself  is  not  well  suited 
to  its  purposes.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  opportunity  will  be 
offered  to  exchange  this  valuable  property  for  the  me^ns 
for  erecting  a  more  desirable  building  upon  some  site  that 
will  be  removed  from  the  din  of  active  business,  and  afford 
proper  space  for  the  exercise  and  recreation  so  essential  to 
the  health  and  comfort  of  pupils. 

The  statistical  facts  relating  to  this  department  of  tba 
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schools,  including  enrollment,  attendance,  promotions,  &c., 
are  given  in  the  general  tables  submitted  herewith. 

It  is  a  high  compliment  to  the  management  of  this  school 
that,  during  the  year  just  ended,  no  single  case  of  discipline 
has  been  sufficiently  serious  to  be  referred  to  this  office  by 
either  parents  or  teachers. 

In  a  brief  report  to  me  the  principal  of  the  school  makes 
the  following  suggestions  as  to  the  course  of  study  which  I 
commend  to  the  attention  of  the  proper  committee.  I  quote 
his  words  as  follows: 

"The  pupils  of  the  Ninth  Grade  can  I  believe,  more  profit- 
ably begin  the  study  Algebra  at  once;  while  the  review  of 
Arithmetic  can  better  be  postponed  till  the  pupil  shall  have 
reached  the  A  class  in  the  tenth  grade.  Geometry  will  then 
be  added  to  the  list  of  A  eleventh  studies." 

"The  review  of  American  History  in  the  B  class  of  the 
Ninth  Grade  is  taken  at  a  time  when  the  pupil  has  quite  re- 
cently finished  the  work  in  the  Grammar  School  and  is  hard- 
ly prepared  for  the  discussions  of  those  larger  questions  of 
historical  development  in  which  the  chief  value  of  such  a 
review  consists.  I  believe  we  may  profitably  substitute  a 
half  a  year  of  general  History  for  this  review." 

"If  the  review  of  Arithmetic  shall  have  been  deferred  till 
the  10th  Grade  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  again  review  this 
subject  in  the  12th  Grade.  Here  I  would  insert  a  term  of 
American  History,  as  the  experience  of  last  term  has  shown 
that  pupils  in  this  grade  are  mature  enough  to  profit  greatly 
by  such  a  review.^' 

"Many  of  the  pujiils  in  the  regular  courses  are  anxious  to 
stuay  French  or  German.  As  the  courses  are  now  arranged 
they  cannot  do  so  without  taking  them  as  extra  studies.  We 
have  seen  the  need  of  providing  a  course  which  shall  enable 
such  pupils  to  study  a  language  without  carrying  too  heavy  a 
burden.  I  would  therefore  advise  that  for  Rhetoric  in  the  B 
eleventh  and  English  History  in  the  A  eleventh  grade,  pupils 
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may  be  allowed  to  substitute  French  or  German,  and  that 
this  same  substitution  may  be  made  in  the  twelfth  Grade  for 
American  History  and  the  review  of  Algebra  and  Geometry. 
These  substitutions  must  be  confined  to  the  English  Course, 
since  the  present  course  is  best  adapted  to  the  wants  of  those 
who  are  preparing  for  College.'' 

It  is  plain  to  me  that  the  regular  High  School  course  of 
study  can  be  made  better  and  more  useful  to  those  who  pur- 
sue it  than  it  has  been  in  the  past.  Especially  does  this  seem ' 
^  feasible  in  the  Scientific  portion  of  the  work  in  which  there 
should,  in  my  opinion,  be  experiment  and  investigation  on 
the  part  of  pupils  instead  of  dogmatic  instruction  by  text- 
books and  teachers. 

The  Course  of  Study  for  girls  ought  to  include  careful 
training  in  the  Science  of  Education,  and  the  number  learn- 
ing this  science  should  by  no  means  be  limited  to  those  who 
intend  to  teach  in  Schools.  Progress^  Education  will  be 
slow  and  unsatisfactory  until  the  pre-school  life  of  children 
is  guided  and  directed  by  mothers  intelligent  concerning  the 
nature  of  childhood  and  the  laws  that  underlie  the  moral,  in- 
tellectual, and  physical  growth  of  children.  It  is  disgraceful 
to  education  in  the  nineteenth  century  that  it  ignores  and 
neglects  in  the  education  of  woman  the  kind  of  knowledge 
which  in  the  nature  of  things  most  concerns  her  happiness 
and  the  well-being  of  coming  generations.

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THE  TRAINING  CLASS  FOR  TEACHERS. 

The  tirst  year  s  work  in  this  department  of  the  schools  has 
been  eminently  successful.  At  the  competitive  examination 
held  on  August  29  |>ersons  received  certificates  of  entry  to 
the  training  class,  of  these  15  have  finished  the  course  pre- 
scribed, performed  their  half-years  practice  service  in  the 
schools,  and,  with  two  exceptions,  have  been  certified  com- 
petent to  teach  in  the  schools  of  Detroit.  The  thirteen  grad- 
uated candidates  have  already  received  appointments  in  our 
Public  Schools.  The  school  has  been  operated  strictly  upon 
the  following  plan  submitted  to  the  Board  and  adopted  by  it 
in  July,  1881. 

1.  Declare,  as  the  fixed  policy  of  the  Board,  that  in 
future,  except  perhaps  in  certain  special  departments,  no  per- 
sons  lacking  both  successful  experience  and  special  training 
for  school  work  jhall  be  appointed  to  positions  in  the  Corps 
of  teachers. 

2.  Appoint  a  Normal  teacher,  the  best  that  can  be  obtain- 
ed,  and  designate  a  suitable  room  in  the  High  School  or 
elsewhere  as  a  Normal  Class  room. 

3.  Let  the  duties  of  the  normal  teacher  be  as  follows: 

(A)  During  the  first  half-year  to  instruct  a  normal  class 
in  the  science  and  art  of  teaching. 

(B)  During  the  second  half-year  acd  thereafter  to  ob- 
serve and  supervise,  during  the  morning  hours,  the  practice 
work  of  the  class  instructed  during  the  previous  half-year, 
and  in  the  afternoon  to  instruct  a  new  class  in  the  science 
and  art  of  teaching. 

4.  Select  the  class  to  be  trained  from  the  graduates  of  the 
High  School  and  from  other  candidates  who  have  pursued  a 
course  of  study  equal  in  extent  and  value  to  the  High  School 
course,  and  make  the  selection  by  means  of  a  careful  compet- 
itive examination  which  shall  test  natural  fitness  as  well  as 
scholarship. 

5.  Make  an  examination  for  entry  to  the  training  class 
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annually  and  divide  the  class  selected  into  two  equal  divisions, 
one  of  which  shall  begin  the  normal  course  in  September, 
and  the  other  in  February. 

6.  Employ  the  time  of  each  class  as  follows: 

(A)  The  first  half-year  of  the  training  course  is  to  be  used 
in,  the  study  of  the  science  and  *  art  of  teaching  under  the 
tuition  of  the  Normal  teacher. 

(B)  The  second  half-year  of  the  course  is  to  be  spent  in 
teaching  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Detroit  by  appointment  of 
the  Board  of  Education  without  pay  and  under  the  supervis- 
ion and  instruction  of  the  same  teacher. 

7.  Make  the  whole  year  used  in  the  training  school  pro- 
bationary, but  assure  pupil-teachers  who  prove  themselves  eflB- 
cient  and  valuable,  of  regular  employment  and  of  precedence 
in  employment  over  members  of  any  subsequent  class. 

8.  Make  it  a  part  of  this  plan  that  not  more  than  about 
eighty  per.  cent  of  the  teachers  required  t5  fill  vacancies  as 
they  occur,  be  graduated  from  the  training  school  and  that 
remainder  be  selected  from  all  available  sources  and  appointed 
upon  their  record  of  extraordinary  excellence  and  approved 
experience. 

A  school  established  upon  the  plan  outlined  above  will  be 
self-sustaining.  The  amount  saved  to  the  city  by  the  service 
of  pupil-teachers  under  sni^ervision  will  meet  current  expenses 
and  speedily  pay  back  into  the  treusuary  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation the  amount  which  it  must  advance  for  the  first  half 
year's  salary  of  the  normal  teacher.  The  service  rendered  by 
pupil-teachers  will,  on  account  of  a  half-year's  special  instruc- 
tion and  the  constant  supervision  of  the  normal  teacher,  be  of 
much  greater  value  than  that  rendered  by  young  teachers  as 
now  appointed,  and  the  advantage  to  them  of  allowing  them 
to  pay  in  service  for  normal  instruction  is  too  evident  to 
need  discussion. 

This  enterprise  has  already  proved  itself  self-sustaining  and 
has  fully  met  the  expectations  of  those  who  planned  it.    It 
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is  now  plain  that,  without  destroying  its  self-sustaining  char- 
acter, a  second  teacher  who  shall  assist  the  present  teacher  in 
in  charge  by  helping  in  the  department  of  supervision  of  pupil 
teachers,  can  be  employed.  I  earnestly  recommend  that  this 
be  done.  The  entire  saving  eflfected  by  the  services  ren- 
dered by  the  class  in  their  capacity  as  pupil-teachers  should 
be  exhausted  in  making  the  school  as  eflScient  as  possible.  In 
other  words  it  is  only  justice  that  the  members  of  the  class 
should  receive  in  instruction  and  improvement  every  dollar 
earned  by  them. 

•  I  also  recommend  that  not  more  than  ten  candidates  be  re- 
ceived into  any  one  class  at  present,  in  order,  that  room  may 
be  left  for  the  appointment  of  a  fair  per  centage  of  teachers 
of  long  experience  and  excellent  record.  No  matter  how 
efficient  the  training  school  may  become,  it  will  nev^  be  safe 
to  fully  supply  losses  in  the  corps  with  young  and  inexperi- 
enced teachers. 

This  leads  me  to  call  special  attention  to  section  8  of  the 
plan  quoted  above.  The  doctrine  there  announced  and  adopt- 
ed by  the  Board  should  be  fully  carried  out.  So  far  as  ap- 
pointments outside  of  the  products  of  the  training  class  are 
made  the  very  best  teachers  obtainable  should  be  secured. 
Teachers  so  appointed  should  be  selected  upon  a  careful  ex- 
iiinination  of  their  merits  and  if  possible  upon  personal  know- 
ledge on  the  part  of  the  committee  or  the  superintendent  of 
their  actual  work  and  such  persons  of  long  experience,  large 
culture,  and  undoubted  record  should  not  be  required  to 
submit  to  formal  examination.  This  is  the  plain  spirit  and 
lueaning  of  paragraph  (8)  mentioned  just  above. 

OOKTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  following  are  the  rules  under  which  pupils  are  exclu- 
ded from  attendance  at  school  on  account  of  contagious  dis- 
eases existint?  at  their  homes. 
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SMALL   POX. 

Require  pupils  before  admission,  to  exhibit  a  physician's 
certificate  of  effectual  vaccination.  Exclude  all  pupils  com- 
ing from  houses  where  this  disetise  exists,  until  thirty  days 
after  the  Board  of  Health  have  removed  the  placard. 

SCARLET    FEVER. 

Exclude  all  pupils  comin<(  from  any  house  where  the 
disease  exists  until  twenty  days  after  the  removal  of  the 
placard. 

DIPTHERIA. 

Exclude  all  pupils  coming  from  the  house  where  the  disease 
exists  until  fifteen  days  after  the  removal  of  the  placard. 

MUMPS,    WHOOPING-COUGH,   AND   CHICKEN-POX. 

Exclude  the  patient  until  complete  recover3\ 

MEASLES, 

Exclude  all  pupils  coming  from  the  house  where  the 
disease  exists  until  the  recovery  of  the  patient  and  exclude 
the  patient  until  ten  days  after  recovery. 

CORPORAL     PUNISHMENT. 

I  am  able  to  report  a  continued  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  corporal  punishment  in  the  schools  of  this  city,  and 
I  earnestly  hope  that  this  decrejise  may  go  on  until  all  teach- 
ers have  learned  the  better  way.  I  do  not,  however,  at  the 
present  time,  deem  it  safe  to  forbid  all  recourse  to  this  form 
of  correction.  The  authority  of  the  teacher  must  be  main- 
tained and  it  is  better  that  a  lawless  and  rebellious  boy  be 
controlled  by  force  than  that  he  be  turned  out  to  swift  ruin 
upon  the  streets,  but  the  exercise  of  this  power  should  be 
hedged  in  by  strict  conditions  and  limitations  that  shall 
secure  justice  and  moderation  in  all  cases,  and  the  Board  of 
Education  should  not  fail  to  show  its  approbation  of  all 
teachers  who  are  wise  enough  to  manage  their  schools 
through  motives  higher  and  nobler  than  the  dread  of  physi- 
cal pain. 
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It  is  pleasant  and  encouraging  to  observe  that  the  predic- 
tions of  those  who  expected  that  suspensions  would  increase 
in  proportion  to  the  decrease  in  cases  of  corporal  punishment, 
have  not  been  fulfilled.  The  history  of  the  last  six  years  is 
that  these  two  forms  of  correction  have  decreased  with  nearly 
equal  pace. 

NIGHT   SCHOOLS. 

The  facts  of  enrollment,  attendance,  cost  of  tuition,  etc., 
in  the  evening  schools  for  the  past  two  years  will  be  found  in 
table  IX  of  this  report.  The  usefulness  of  such  schools  is 
no  longer  a  question.  The  experiment  of  an  evening  school 
for  girls  has  proved  an  unqualified  success,  and  its  results 
have  fully  justified  its  establishment  and  its  continuance. 

Tlie  chief  difficulty  in  the  matter  of  evening  schools  lies  in 
fcha  irregularity  of  attendance  on  the  part  of  some  who  gain 
admission. 

In  some  cities  the  practice  of  charging  a  small  fee,  say  of 
$1.00  for  entry,  such  fee  to  be  returned  to  pupils  if  their  at- 
tendance and  deportment  has  been  satisfactory  throughout 
the  term,  has  worked  well,  and  may  be  found  worth  a  trial 
here. 

SCHOOL   ACCOMMODATIONS. 

When  the  additions  to  the  present  accommodations  which 
have  alretwly  been  provided  for  by  the  Board,  are  completed, 
the  city  will  be  tolerably  well  supplied  with  school  buildings. 
One  building  of  say  eight  rooms  will  probably  be  needed  next 
year  in  the  region  lying  between  the  Tappan  and  the  Web- 
ster schools,  and  tiie  Board  will  be  able  to  direct  a  portion  of 
its  energies  to  the  improvement  of  several  old  buildings, 
notably  the  Jackson  and  the  Miami  Avenue,  which  sadly 
need  bettering. 

TRUANTS   AND   INCORRIGIBLES. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  need  of  some  provision  for 
the  persons  described  in  the  heading  of  this  paragraph. 
There  is  at  present  no  law  under  which  compulsory'  attend- 
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ance  can  be  enforced,  but  it  is  my  experience  that  a  large 
majority  of  the  parents  of  bad  boys  desire  their  reform,  and 
would  ^adly  delegate  their  parental  authority  to  any  one 
who  could  aid  in  the  work  of  reformation. 

Many  of  the  confirmed  street-boy  idlers  are  truants  from 
the  schools.  Their  parents  have  lost  all  control  over  them 
and  are  unable  to  secure  their  attendance  at  school,  and  even 
if  they  could  be  compelled  to  attend,  they  have  already 
become  unfit  and  dangerous  associates  for  other  children. 

Now  is  it  not  feasible  to  carry  out  a  plan  something  like 
the  following: 

Provide  at  some  central  point  a  comfortable  and  attractive 
ungraded  school  under  the  charge  of  some  large-hearted  and 
intelligent  teacher. 

Secure  the  assistance  of  the  police  department  in  looking 
up  and  bringing  to  their  several  schools  those  who  begin  a 
course  of  truancy. 

Send  such  truants  to  the  ungraded  school  described  above, 
whenever  it  is  plain  that  truancy  has  become  chronic, 
and  incurable  by  ordinary  means,  or  that  the  pupil  has  be- 
come dangerous  to  the  morals  of  his  school  associates. 

In  the  city  of  BufiVilo  much  good  is  accomplished  by  sim- 
ilar means  and  in  Cleveland  the  mere  establishment  of  an 
ungraded  school  for  trujints  without  aid  from  the  police  has 
proved  to  be  of  great  advantage. 

I  am  aware  that,  in  the  absence  of  legislation  all  this, 
would  require  the  consent  and  co-operation  of  parents,  but  I 
believe  that  little  difiiculty  will  be  experienced  in  securing 
such  consent  and  co-operation. 

In  reference  to  the  magnitude  of  the  evil  sought  to  be 
remedied,  I  venture  to  quote  from  my  report  of  1875. 

"This  matter  demands  immediate  attention  from  all 
friends  of  education  and  good  order.  Reckless  and  vicious 
hoys,  truants  from  school,  and  a  greater  number  who  make 
no  pretense  of  attending  school,  infest  the  streets  iu  many

quarters  of  the  city,  enticing  from  better  surroundings  those 
otherwise  well  disposed  and  forming,  in  efifect,  organizations 
for  the  training  of  future  criminals  and  pests  to  society. 
Unless  some  means  can  be  devised  to  bring  such  persons 
under  reforming  influences,  the  good  effects  of  all  efforts 
in  the  direction  of  free  education  will  be  to  a  considerable 
extent  neutralized.  This  element  is  one  whose  growth  is, 
from  the  nature  of  the  case,  cumulative  to  a  most  unfortu- 
nate degree,  each  addition  to  its  strength  adding  largely  to 
its  power  for  harm/' 

THE  COURSE  OF   STUDY. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  certain  desirable 
changes  in  the  High  School  course.  The  course  for  the  pri- 
mary and  grammar  schools  also  needs  careful  revision  and 
can  be  decidedly  improved.  Experience  has  shown  that  in 
certain  cases  a  re-apportionment  of  the  work  prescribed  for 
the  grades  and  classes  can  be  advantageously  made.  These 
changes  and  revisions,  including  the  establishment  of  a  two- 
years'  business  course,  and  certain  other  improvements  sug- 
gested by  the  action  of  the  Board  during  the  year,  are  entitled 
to  early  and  thorough  attention  during  the  present  vacation. 

MUSIC   AND  DRAWING. 

The  department  of  music  has  been  during  the  past  year  in 
excellent  condition,  and  very  satisfactory  progress  in  this  art 
has  been  made. 

The  teachers  have  shown  a  very  gratifying  interest  in  the 
course  of  instruction  in  Drawing,  which  has  been  continued 
in  teachers'  classes  during  a  large  portion  of  the  year,  and  the 
prospects  are  all  favorable  for  success  in  this  very  important 
and  practical  branch  of  study. 

Instruction  to  the  children  has  been  confined  to  the  last 
half  of  the  school-year  and  another  year  will  show  more  fully 
the  fruits  of  the  seed  thus  sown. 
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HALF-DAY    PRIMARY    SCHOOLS. 

By  directiou  of  the  Board  a  considerable  number  of  the 
first  ^ade  schools,  having  more  than  forty-five  pupils  in 
attendance,  have  been  divided  into  two  divisions  each,  one 
.attending  in  the  morning,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 
It  was  expected  that  such  a  course  would  at  first  be  the 
occasion  of  many  complaints  on  the  part  of  parents  who 
desire  to  be  relieved  as  much  as  is  possible  from  the  imme- 
diate charge  of  their  children,  and  of  others  who  would  con- 
sider a  half-day  session  too  brief  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  prescribed  work,  but  complaints  have  been  comparatively 
few,  and  the  testimony  of  nearly  all  teachers  is  that  more 
can  be  done  with  less  weariness  on  the  part  of  children  than 
under  the  whole-day  method.  I  believe  that  this  arrange- 
ment will  in  a  little  while,  fully  meet  public  approval  and 
become  an  acknowledged  improvement  upon  the  long  session. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  desire  to  testify  to  the  excel- 
lence of  the  present  corps  of  teachers.  Zeal  and  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  education  are  having  marked  ;ind  sutis- 
f actor}'  growth  in  the  corps  under  the  charge  of  this  Board. 
There  is  a  constantly  strengthening  spirit  of  inquiry  and 
earnestness,*  and  your  teachers  are  wide-awake  and  j)rogres- 
sive.  I  thank  them  for  their  hearty  and  intelligent  co-openi- 
tion  with  the  school  authorities  in  everj^thing  tending  to 
make  the  schools  better  and  therefore  more  useful. 

Returning  also  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  its  intelligent  sympathy  and  its  kind  forbearance 
with  me  in  my  performance  of  the  diflScult  duties  pertaining 
to  my  office, 
,    I  respectfully  submit  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TEACHERS 
AND  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  Board  of'Edtication: 

Oektlemek — Your  Committee  on  Teachers  and  Schools, 
respectfully  submits  its  annual  report.  Full  details  of  the 
work  in  the  schools  may  be  found  in  the  report  of  your  Super- 
intendent  with  its  interesting  and  exhaustive  tables,  and  it 
does  not  seem  important  that  this  Committee  should  go  over 
this  subject  in  detail. 

In  general  terms  your  Committee  w.ould  say  that  the  work 
haj  gone  on  through  the  past  year  satisfactorily.  The  teach- 
ers seem  inspired  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  interest  and 
enthusiasm  in  their  work.  There  have  been  no  disturbances 
or  troubles  in  the  schools  worthy  of  being  mentioned.  It 
has  been  the  constant  aim  of  your  Committee  to  advance  by 
every  means  in  their  power  the  eflBciency  of  the  corps  of 
teachers.  In  pursuing  this  aim  it  has  been  sometimes  neces- 
sary' to  make  changes  which  to  those  immediately  interested 
and  their  friends  have  doubtless  seemed  hai-sh  and  unjust. 
Your  Committee  can  only  say  that  in  all  such  cases  they 
have  not  acted  hastily,  but  with  such  deliberation  and  after 
such  investigation  as  circumstances  have  allowed.  They 
have  been  moved  by  no  other  purpose  than,  while  dealing 
with  entire  justice  to  the  teachers,  to  maintain  the  greatest 
possible  degree  of  efficiency. 

In  this  connection  it  will  not  be  improper  to  speak  of  the 
existing  schedule  of  salaries.  As  it  stands  at  present  no  other 
element  than  that  of  experience  enters  into  the  consideration 
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of  the  increase  of  salary  after  a  teacher  is  once  appointed. 
While  experience  is  a  good  thing,  and  worthy  of  considera- 
tion, it  is  not  the  only  thing  to  be  considered.  It  is  quite 
possible  for  a  teacher  to  have  had  years  of  experience,  without 
having  increased  much  in  real  ability  or  usefulness.  It  would 
seem  that  some  plan  should  be  adopted  by  which  merit  should 
be  taken  into  the  account  with  experience.  So  that,  while 
a  regular  increase  might  ^be  allowed  for  experience,  up  to  a 
certain  amount,  experience  alone  should  not  cnrry  a  teacher 
to  the  maximum  salary  paid,  unless  supplemented  by  some 
claim  for  merit.  Your  Committee  has  had  this  subject  under 
consideration,  but  it  is  not  without  its  difficulties,  and  no 
practical  result  has  yet  been  reached  by  them.  They  com- 
mend the  suQect,  as  one  of  importance,  to  their  successors. 

The  results  of  the  establishment  of  the  Training  Class  have 
"been  very  encouraging,  and  your  Committee  feel  that  that 
class  is  to  be  a  very  great  help  in  raising  the  standard  of  ex- 
cellence in  the  corps  of  teachers. 

Immediately  after  the  Christmas  holiday  vacation,  having 
made  extensive  inquiries  elsewhere,  your  Committee  decidt'd 
to  open  a  night  school  for  girls.  The  result  was  very  encour- 
raging  and  satisfactory.  The  details  of  attendance,  cost  etc., 
may  be  learned  from  the  superintendent's  report  and  the 
accompanying  tables.  The  result  was  so  gratifying  in  fur- 
nishing the  means  of  education  to  young  women  who  could 
not  otherwise  secure  them,  that  your  Committee  would 
recommend  the  continuance  of  the  school  during  the  coming 
fall  and  winter,  to  be  opened  as  early  and  continued  as  late 
circumstances  shall  seem  to  justify.  ^ 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  desire  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  to  the  good  results  to  be  realized  from  the 
formation  of  ^n  evening  class  in  drawing.  It  is  believed 
that  there  are  many  young  men  and  women  employed  in  the 
stores,  shops  and  factories,  who  would  be  glad  to  avail  them- 
selves of  instruction  in  this  very  useful  study. 
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The  importance  of  such  a  school,  and  the  value  of  such 
a  study^  in  a  city  so  largely  engaged  in  manufacturing  as  this, 
have  been  so  often  and  so  forcibly  stated  that  your  Committee 
do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  restate  them,  and  they  leave  this 
subject  with  the  earnest  recommendation  for  the  establish- 
ment, at  the  earliest  practicable  time,  of  an  evening  school 
for  the  study  of  industrial  drawing. 

Durmg  the  past  year  the  extraordinary  pressure  for  ad- 
mission to  the  primar}'  classes^  and  want  of  room,  as  a  measure 
of  relief,  and  to  accommodate  as  many  applicants  as  possible, 
half  day  sessions  were  inaugurated  in  all  primary  classes, 
where  more  than  forty-five  pupils  constituted  a  class.  This 
measure,  dictated  by  necessity,  has  demonstrated  that  as  good 
educational  results  are  attainable  for  younger  pupils  by  their 
shorter  daily  attendance  as  when  they  were  required  to 
devote  a  whole  day  to  school.  And  though  patrons  of  our 
schools  made  some  complaint  because  their  young  children 
were  part  of  the  day  thrown  on  their  own  care,  instead  of 
that  of  teachers,  your  Committe  feels  encouraged  to  con- 
tinue the  stated  arrangement,  without  feeling  to  risk  any 
bad  result,  in  the  child's  progress  in  his  studies.

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SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 


To  the  Board  of  Education: 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Real  Estate  and  School 
Buildings  submit  the  following  as  their  report  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1882,  showing  the  amount  of  work  done 
on  new  school  houses,  and  for  the  restoration  and  improve- 
ment of  old  ones:  During  the  summer  of  1881  a  wing  was 
added  to  each  end  of  the  Bishop  school  building,  and  steam 
heating  and  improved  ventilation  were  applied  to  the  old 
portion,  at  a  total  cost,  including  the  furnishing  of  the  new 
part,  of  $24,568.  This  work  was  planned  and  contracted  for 
by  our  predecessors.  The  building  was  completed  and  occupied 
in  September  last.  The  steam  heating  has  not  worked  satis- 
factorily, and  some  additional  expense  on  that  account  wll 
have  to  be  incurred. 

In  November  last,  your  Committee  proceeded  to  erect  a 
new  six-room  building  on  the  site  of  the  Fort  Street  East 
School,  now  called  the  Fimane.  The  building  was  completed 
and  occupied  in  April  last*  It.  is  of  wood  on  an  excellent 
brick  and  stone  foundation  with  very  great  improvements  in 
heating,  lighting  and  ventilation,  and  your  Committee  point 
with  pride  to  this  school  as  a  model  building  for  school  pur- 
poses. The  building  was  erected  by  the  day  and  its  construc- 
tion Carefully  watched.  It  is  heated  by  steam.  The  grade  of 
the  lot  wad  raised  about  three  feet,  the  front  of  it  turfed  and 
the  play-ground  graveled.    The  whole  is  thoroughly  sewered 
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and  newly  fenced.  The  cost  of  the  whole  improvement,  in- 
cluding the  furnishing  of  the  building,  was  $17,753. 

A  new  twelve-room  building  has  been  commenced  on  Willis 
Avenue,  to  be  built  of  brick  and  stone,  and  is  now  up  to  the 
second  story.  The  intention  is  to  have  it  completed  and 
.ready  for  occupancy  early  in  the  coming  school  year.  The 
building  is  to  be  heated  by  steam  and  special  attention  has 
been  paid  to  light  and  ventilation.  Your  Committee  hope  to 
produce  a  first-class  school  building. 

In  February  last  a  new  site  was  purchased  for  $3,500  on 
Elm  Street  near  Seventh,  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  move 
the  four-room  wooden  building  now  on  Willis  avenue,  plac- 
ing the  same  on  a  brick  and  stone  foundation,  and  building 
two  additional  rooms.  This  will  make  a  convenient  and 
substantial  six-room  building,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  enable  the 
Board  to  vacate  three  hired  buildings  in  that  neighborhood, 
which  are  not  adapted  for  school  purposes,  and  at  the  best, 
are  a  poor  substitute  for  properly  constructed  school  rooms. 

During  the  past  year  the  Everett  and  Wilkins  school  houses 
were  thoroughly  overhauled  and  much  improved.  Some  of 
the  rooms  on  the  upper  floors  were  re-arranged,  obstructions 
were  removed  from  the  stairways,  new  hard-wood  flooring 
was  laid  throughout,  and  the  ventilation  was  improved.  There 
was  spent  upon  these  two  building,  some  $4,500. 

A  new  slate  roof  was  put  upon  the  Duffield,  and  the  build- 
ing put  in  good  repair,  at  a  cost  of  $765. 

A  new  shingle  roof  was  put  upon  the  old  part  of  the  High 
School  building,  a  new  ceiling  in  the  Ninth  Grade  room,  and 
other  repairs  made,  at  a  cost  of  $500. 

The  roof  of  the  Webster  was  repaired,  and  ceilings  destroyed 
by  leakage  were  replaced.  The  boys'  water  closets  were  en- 
larged and  general  repairs  made,  costing  $610. 

The  Clay  was  raised  and  a  good  brick  basement  for  fur- 
naces and  fuel  built  underneath.     The  grade  of  the  lot  was 
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raised  to  correspond  with  the  grade  of  the  street,  and  the 
grounds  were  improved  and  properly  fenced;  total  cost  $650. 

The  closets  at  the  JeiBferson  were  enlarged  and  other  im- 
provements made,  at  a  cost  of  $230. 

A  new  shingle  roof  was  placed  on  the  Trowbridge  School, 
an  additionl  room  fitted  up,  and  the  whole  put  in  good  repair; 
cost  $250. 

All  the  buildings  owned  by  the  Board  received  more  or  less 
attention  during  the  long  Summer  Vacation,  as  they  seemed 
to  require  it.  Not  only  the  buildings  themselves,  but  side- 
walks and  fences  have  been  kept  in  thorough  repair,  and 
school  yards  have  been  graded  and  graveled,  so  as  to  make 
them  suitable  play-grounds  in  wet  and  muddy  weather.  The 
doors  of  school  houses  have  been  changed  where  necessary,  so  • 
that  all  now  swing  outward.  The  seats  in  over  seventy  school 
rooms  have  been  re-arranged  so  that  the  light  in  every  room, 
now  falls  upon  the  scholar  in  a  proper  manner,  except  where 
it  was  impracticable  in  consequence  of  the  faulty  construction 
of  the  building. 

The  total  expense  of  repairs  and  improvements  to  buildings 
and  grounds,  during  the  past  year  has  been  $15,101,  which 
includes  the  cost  of  all  plumbing,  repairs  to  steam  heating 
apparatus  and  boilers,  and  improvements  to  ventilation,  and 
re-arrangement  of  the  seats  for  better  lighting. 

Plans  have  been  adopted  and  work  has  been  already  com- 
menced on  repairs  and  improvements  to  school  buildings 
during  the  coining  summer  vacation.  These  include  import- 
ant improvements  to  the  Cass  School  house,  and  the  erection 
of  a  wing  to  meet  a  pressing  demand  for  more  school  accom- 
modations existing  there. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Board  select 
and  secure  lots  for  the  erection  of  new  school  houses  in  the 
outskirts  of  the  city,  where  a  demand  for  increased  school 
accommodations  is  beginning  to  be  felt. 
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We  would  also  recommend  that  the  established  policy  of 
the  Board  in  the  future  should  be  in  favor  of  two-storj'  school 
houses,  and  that  special  eflfbrt  be  made  throughout  all  the 
school  houses  to  change  wood  burning  stoves  and  furnaces 
to  those  consuming  coal,  as  a  matter  of  economy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Education: 

Gentlemen — ^The  Library  Commission  in  summing  up  the 
experience  of  their  first  year  of  service  are  able  to  bear  witness 
to  a  good  share  of  prosperity,  and  a  fair  promise  of  the  future 
growth  of  the  Library  in  size  and  usefulness. 

At  the  time  of  their  appointment  it  was  evident  that  with- 
out some  further  means  than  were  then  likely  to  be  secured 
by  existing  methods  of  supply,  the  Library  would  before  long 
become  helpless.  The  receipts  from  fines  and  penalties  under 
the  criminal  laws  of  the  State  had  fallen  oS  to  an  alarming 
extent.  It  was  difficult  to  know  why  this  was  so,  and  our 
experience  has  not  as  yet  done  much  to  enlighten  us.  We 
cannot  flatter  ourselves  that  crime  has  so  far  diminished  as 
to  show  in  our  large  population  of  to-day  a  less  amount  of 
violations  of  law  than  when  the  city  had  less  than  half  the 
same  number  of  people.  Nevertheless,  the  facts  as  shown  by 
the  report  of  the  Library  Committee  last  year,  indicated  be- 
yond doubt  a  very  remarkable  diminution. 

Immediately  on  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Education  turn- 
ing over  the  control  of  the  Library  to  the  Commission,  it  was 
organized  by  the  designation  of  James  V.  Campbell,  as  Presi- 
dent, and  Alfred  Chesebrough,  as  Secretary,  and  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  such  Committees  as  appeared  desirable.  Upon 
examination  it  was  found  that  the  immediate  management 
by  the  existing  librarian  and.  assistants  was  well  conducted, 
and  that  it  would  need  no  changes  beyond  what  might  be- 
come desirable  in  enlarging  audj  improving   tbej  Library 

• 
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facilities.  The  system  was  very  good  arid  very  well  adminis- 
tered under  the  regulations  matured  by  the  former  Com- 
mittees. 

The  first  step  necessary  was  a  consideration  of  our  financial 
condition.  In  this  we  were  greatly  aided  by  our  esteemed 
and  lamented  colleague,  the  late  Michael  Firuane,  President 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  for 
Wayne  County,  to  whose  diligence  and  assiduity  we  owe 
the  procurement  of  more  careful  collections  and  security  of 
the  criminal  court  funds.  It  is  no  more  than  due  to  his 
memory  to  say  that  we  found  him  in  all  respects  a  pleasant, 
diligent  and  valuable  associate,  who  was  useful  in  many  ways 
in  getting  our  affairs  into  successsful  operation. 

Having  discovered  that  an  increase  of  means  was  absolute- 
ly necessary,  and  that  we  could  probably  meet  all  our  necess- 
ities by  a  much  smaller  tax  than  is  generally  laid  for  library 
purposes  under  the  ordinary  state  systems,  the  aid  of  legisla- 
tion was  sought,  and  the  Legislature,  in  addition  to  some 
formal  amendments  rendered  necessary  to  harmonize  the 
school  and  library  systems,  made  provision  for  an  annual 
tax  of  one-fifth  of  a  mill  on  one  hundred  dollars  assessed 
valuation  of  property  in  the  city.  This  amount,  with  the 
fines  and  penalties  receivable  under  existing  laws,  will,  it  is 
believed,  enable  the  Commission,  with  economy,  to  provide 
for  needful  additions  and  improvements  to  the  building  and 
furniture,  as  well  as  enlarge  the  contents  of  the  library. 

As  soon  as  our  means  would  warrant  we  made  and  con- 
tinue making  additions  to  bring  the  library  into  a  respectable 
position  in  regard  to  current  literature,  as  well  as  to  fill  up 
deficiencies  already  existing,  which  there  were  no  funds  to 
supply  before.  In  making  these  additions  we  have  found  it 
desirable  to  be  very  sparing  in  the  purchase  of  merely  orna- 
mental works,  and  to  confine  our  purchase  of  such  books  to 
those  which  had  a  permanent  value  as  illustrating  such  phas^ 
and  forms  of  art  as  would  be  useful  and  instructive  hereafter. 
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We  have  also  thought  it  incumbent  on  us  to  pay  particular 
attention  to  the  importance  of  the  library  for  purposes  of 
circulation,  and  to  supply  as  far  as  possible  the  demand  for 
wholesome  as  well  as  entertaining  reading  to  those  desiring 
to  draw  books  for  home-reading,  who  must  generally  consti- 
tute a  very  large  proportion  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  library. 
We  have,  in  cases  when  the  demand  required  the  duplication 
of  copies  for  circulation,  endeavored  to  secure  for  that  pur- 
pose cheaper  copies  than  those  meant  to  be  preserved  perma- 
nently on  the  shelves,  and  in  this  way  have  been  able  to  save 
some  expense. 

We  also  found  the  poverty  of  the  fund  had  prevented  the 
procurement  of  any  considerable  number  of  current  periodi- 
cals for  the  reading  room.  We  have  established  a  periodical 
reading  room  on  the  main  floor,  by  setting  apart  such  space 
as  we  could  spare  on  the  west  side,  and  procuring  the  leading 
periodicals  of  this  and  other  countries,  with  suitable  tables, 
well  lighted  and  convenient  for  reference.  The  result  has 
been  satisfactory,  and  this  department  has  already  been  very 
largely  resorted  to,  and  proved  itJfelf  very  useful.  It  will  be 
improved  from  time  to  time  in  such  ways  as  experience  may 
indicate  as  desirable. 

In  accordance  with  the  views  of  the  old  Committee,  we 
have  made  provision  for  a  Chief  Assistant  Librarian,  to 
relieve  the  Librarian  of  a  large  share  of  his  more  mechani- 
cal duties,  and  to  assist  in  other  ways,  so  as  to  give  the 
Librarian  an  opportunity  to  devote  himself  more  fully  to  the 
special  duties  of  his  office.  The  work  had  become  very 
onerous,  and  much  of  his  time  had  been  used  up  in  servicen 
which  could  quite  as  well  h^ve  been  performed  by  some  one 
else,  at  the  sacrifice  of  matters  which  it  was  ver>'  essential  to 
have  looked  after.  It  was  also  deemed  desirable  to  have  a 
competent  person  to  take  charge  of  such  affairs  as  should  re- 
quire attention  during  any  necessary  absence  of  the  Librar- 
ian in  the  service  of  the  Commission  or  otherwise.    Mr.  L, 
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B,  Qillmore  was  selected  for  this  post,  from  his  considerable 
knowledge  of  books  as  well  as  his  business  experience,  and 
has  approved  himself  to  the  Commission. 

We  have  been  very  anxious  to  perfect  a  complete  Catalogue 
of  the  contents  of  the  Library,  and  it  is  in  as  good  a  state  of 
forwardness  as  we  could  expect.  We  have  made  temporary 
lists  of  the  books  and  other  acquisitions  recently  made,  but 
until  a  Catalogue  is  completed  we  shall  find  more  or  less  diffi- 
culty in  purchasing  books  which  ought  to  be  on  our  shelves, 
but  which  cannot  be  profitably  duplicated. 

We  shall  also  be  compelled  from  straightened  room  to 
push  on  towards  completion  the  arrangements  for  shelving. 
The  necessity  of  having  the  contents  of  the  Library  classified 
so  as  to  allow  new  additions  to  be  placed  in  the  classes  to 
which  they  belong,  without  continually  altering  their  posi- 
tion, would  make  this  completion  desirable  under  any  circum- 
stances. But  the  pressure  is  increasing  for  having  it  done 
as  soon  as  it  conveniently  may  be,  and  it  will  be  proceeded 
with  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  without  interfering  with  other 
interests.  The  building  is  deficient  in  room  for  business 
purposes,  and  for  the  reception  and  preservation  of  such 
articles  as  cannot  be  safely  placed  on  the  ordinary  shelves. 
We  have  had  our  attention  especially  called  to  the  lack  of 
space  for  collections  of  manuscripts  and  other  objects  of  re- 
search, and  we  have  had  reason  to  believe  that  valuable 
historical  and  art  treasures  are  likely  to  be  placed  in  our  cus- 
tody whenever  the  facilities  exist  for  their  safe  keeping  and 
security  from  loss  or  destruction. 

All  of  these  are  matters  which  cannot  be  dealt  with  has- 
tily, but  which  must  nevertheless  be  kept  in  view.  There  is 
a  large  amount  of  very  valuable  historical  material  awaiting 
a  safe  refuge,  which  will  add  greatly  to  the  value  and  repu- 
tation of  the  Library  if  it  can  be  secured,  as  it  probably  can 
be  in  due  time.  There  is  also  reason  to  expect  in  due  time 
the  collection  of  historical  and  other  portraits  and  works  of

art,  which  cannot  be  made  out  of  our  funds,  but  which  will 
be  extremely  desirable  and  appropriate  acquisitions,  whenever 
we  can  make  room  for  them.  Every  day  is  rendering  the 
preservation  of  such  matters  more  precarious  in  private 
hands,  and  the  feeling  is  growing  in  favor  of  having  a  public 
and  permanent  refuge  for  them. 

We  append  such  pecuniary  and  other  statistics  as  seem 
desirable  to  give  a  full  account  of  the  condition  of  the  Library, 
We  may  also  add  that  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants  have 
been  very  faithful  and  eflBcient,  and  that  their  services  have 
been  secured  on  very  economical  terms.

To  i?ie  Commisnionert  of  the  Detroit  Public  Libra/ry: 

Gentlemek — I  have  the  honor  herevrith  to  present  the 
annual  report  of  the  Librarian,  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1881. 

It  is  with  much  gratification  that  I  am  able  to  place  on 
record  the  fact  that  the  advancement  and  usefulness  of  the 
Library,  so  apparent  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  have 
been  more  than  fully  maintained  during  the  year  just  com- 
pleted— a  year  in  many  respects  one  of  the  most  momentous 
in  the  existence  of  the  institution.  It  is  unnecessary  that  I 
should  make  here  any  extended  reference  to  the  action  of  our 
Board  of  Education  in  placing  the  control  of  the  Library 
under  a  Commission,  and  the  judicious  selection  by  the  Board 
of  the  individual  members  composing  that  Commission;  or 
to  the  subsequent  wise  enactments  of  our  Legislature,  pro- 
viding by  the  levy  of  a  suitable  tax  for  the  support  of  the 
Library.  Had  the  results  of  the  tax  been  available  earlier  in 
the  year,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that,  favorable  as  this 
report  must  be  considered,  even  a  much  better  showing  could 
have  been  presented.  But  our  depleted  treasury  did  not 
begin  to  be  replenished  to  any  appreciable  extent  till  the 
month  of  August^ — thus  temporarily  curtailing  and  cramping 
our  plans.

The  Library  has  been  open  for  the  issuing  and  consulting 
of  books  three  hundred  and  three  days  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  books  issued  for  home  use  from  the  Library 
on  cards,  by  actual  count,  was  116,932. 

The  greatest  number  of  books  drawn  in  any  one  day  was 
(on  Saturday,  February  26) •  940;  and  the  least  number  was 
(on  Thursday,  August  4)  205;  the  number  consulted  in  the 
Library  during  the  year,  including  those  read  in  the  serial 
reading  department,  being  15,274.  This  latter  department 
was  not  opened  to  the  public  in  that  portion  of  the  Library 
devoted  to  the  purpose  till  the  latter  part  of  August;  nor  had 
all  our  periodicals  reached  us  till  even  later. 

The  number  of  notices  mailed  to  borrowers  detaining  books 
over  time  was  5,106. 

The  number  of  patrons  on  the  register  is  12,757.  Of  these 
1,368  were  added  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  cards  lost  during  the  year  was  eight  hund- 
red and  eighty-two. 

THE  BIKDIKG  AND  WEAK  AND  TEAB. 

A  book  binder  was  employed  at  the  Library  repairing  books 
fifty-three  and  one-half  days.    The  following  is  a  statement 
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of  the  binding  and  repairing  done  within  the  Library  and  at 
the  bindery:

The.  remarkable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  the  books  lost 
and  worn  out,  and  those  which  it  was  necessary"  to  have  re- 
paired, re-sewed  and  re-bound,  as  compared  with  former 
years,  is  a  subject  for  earnest  congratulation,  and  is  conclu- 
sive evidence  that  the  various  means  which  have  been  employed, 
during  the  last  eighteen  months,  to  check  the  wanton  injury 
arid  destruction  of  the  books,  are  having  the  desired  effect. 
Compare,  for  example,  with  the  foregoing  statement,  that  on 
the  same  subject  for  the  year  1879,  showing  the  number  of 
volumes  which  were  repaired,  re-sewed  and  re-bound  as  7,635; 
while  52  were  lost;  and  besides  these,  195  volumes  worn  out, 
and  369  volumes  partly  worn  out,  had  to  be  withdrawn  from 
circulation.  This  would  show  the  decrease  in  the  loss  and 
in  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  books,  during  the  year  just  closed, 
to  be  nearly  one-half — an  extraordinary  reform,  and  the 
more  noteworthy  when  it  is  added  that  the  soiling  and  other 
defacing  of  the  books  have  been  more  than  equally  dimin- 
ished, and  the  scribbling  in  them  almost  completely  put  a 
stop  to.  It  should  also  be  stated  in  this  connection  that  a 
large  number  of  the  volumes  repaired  during  the  year  1881, 
were  second-hand  books,  lately  purchased,  which  had  to  re- 
ceive special  restoration  before  they  could  be  put  upon  the 
shelves,  and  which  should,  in  fairness,  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  in  making  this  comparison.  But  the  continuance  of 
so  desirable  a  state  of  things  can  only  be  insured  in  the 
future  by  the  observance  of  a  like  attention  to  that  which 
has  been  lately  exercised,  on  the  part  of  the  Librarian  and 
the  Assistants,  to  the  various  details  connected  with  the 
subject. 
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CIRCULATION  OP  BOOKS. 

During  the  last  two  years  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in 
the  circulation  of  books.  A  consultation  of  the  statistics 
given  in  the  reports  of  other  Libraries  reveals  a  similar  de- 
crease in  the  circulation  of  nearly  every  library  in  the  United 
States  during  the  past  two  or  three  years.  The  principal 
causes  assigned  are  the  general  revival  of  business,  the  pros- 
perity of  the  country,  and,  consequently,  the  increased  em- 
ployment of  people  of  all  classes,  who  have  therefore  no 
longer  as  much  leisure  for  reading.  That  this  is  a  correct 
explanation  of  the  fact  is  also  sustained  by  the  diminution 
in  the  sales  of  books  in  most  departments  of  literature,  as 
reported  by  the  dealers.  The  few  accessions  of  books  to  our 
Library  within  the  time  mentioned,  excepting  the  last  four 
months,  will,  however,  in  our  case,  afford  an  additional  cause 
contributing  to  the  result.  Undoubtedly  also  the  restriction 
upon  the  circulation  of  books  of  an  objectionable  nature 
among  the  juvenile  readers,  and  the  permitting  them  to  draw 
but  one  book  per  week,  except  under  the  certificate  of  parent 
or  guardian,  have  had  an  influence  in  the  same  direction. 
We  are  happy  to  add,  a  still  further  cause  may  be  found  in 
the  better  character  of  the  reading  called  for,  together  with 
the  cutting  short  of  the  supply  of  the  trashy  novel.  A  vol- 
ume of  the  last-mentioned  class  is  generally  "devoured"  in  the 
course  of  a  few  hours,  when  it  is  returned  to  the  Library,  and 
another  of  its  kind  immediately  drawn  to  take  its  place;  while 
a  volume  of  solid  worth  cannot  easily  be  read  with  satisfac- 
tion in  twice  as  many  days.  And  here  let  me  ask  parenthet- 
ically— After  all  said  upon  the  subject,  may  we  not  believe 
that  merely  the  number  of  the  books  of  each  class  drawn,  is 
scarcely  a  criterion,  a  just  comparison  in  this  matter?  The 
number  of  hours  spent  in  each  class  of  reading,  if  that  could 
be  reached,  would  assuredly  be  a  more  correct  basis  for  our 
estimate.     Hence,  may  we  not  surmise  that  there  is  really 
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more  time  spent  in  the  reading  of  good  and  useful  books  than 
in  that  of  questionable  or  comparitively  worthless  ones  ?

As  to  the  character  of  the  books  circulated,  there  can  be 
no  question  that  a  great  improvement  has  taken  place.  A 
comparison  of  our  issue  with  that  of  other  libraries  gives  us 
now  no  occasion  to  be  ashamed.  Taking  the  English  adult 
fiction  proper,  and  that  part  of  the  juvenile  which  may  be 
considered  fiction,  together  with  the  proportion  of  the  Ger- 
man and  French  reading  which  should  be  placed  in  the  same 
class,  we  find  that  sixty-five  per  centum  of  the  books  issued 
by  us  for  home  use  are  fiction.  This  is,  indeed,  comparative- 
ly, a  most  favorable  showing.  The  fiction  circulated  by 
other  libraries  throughout  this  country  varies  from  seventy 
to  eighty-four  per  centum  of  the  entire  reading  issued  by 
them,  and  it  is  probable  that  with  some  even  a  higher  per- 
centage is  reached.  The  percentage  of  fiction  issued  by  the 
Boston  Library  is  seventy-seven;  while  that  of  the  Cincin- 
nati Library  is  eighty-two,  and  that  of  the  Toledo  Libraiy 
reaches  an  equally  high  rate.  So  that  in  both  the  last  men- 
tioned libraries  all  the  reading  circulated  exclusive  of  fiction 
is  Represented  by  a  paltry  eighteen  per  centum,  while  even 
Boston  does  not  circulate  more  than  twenty-three  per  centum 
of  reading  exclusive  of  fiction.  But  not  withstanding  the 
gratification  which  it  is  only  natural  we  should  feel  at  this 
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result,  we  are  not  yet  satisfied,  but  hope  with  the  continuance 
of  the  methods  we  have  adopted  and  the  careful  and  judicious 
introduction  of  others,  to  still  further  elevate  the  character 
of  the  reading. 

The  numerous  literary,  art,  and  scientific^  societies  and 
clubs  which  are  springing  up  in  our  midst  are  a  hopeful  sign. 
The  members,  chiefly  young  people,  or  belonging  to  early 
manhood,  are  among  the  most  interesting  frequenters  of  the 
Library,  and  are  the  most  constant  in  having  recourse  to  the 
Librarian,  seeking  answers  to  their  inquiries,  and  direction 
to  the  desired  sources  of  information.  Though  this  involves 
labor  which  is  often  wearisome  and  sometimes  oppressive, 
and  the  interrupting  of  other  iiijork,  there  is  an  ultimate  satis- 
faction in  performing  this  important  duty  which  is  sufficient 
reward;  and  I  have  frequently  encroached  on  my  own  time 
and  evening  hours ,  rather  than  disappoint.  I  have  recently 
drawn  up  a  course  of  reading  in  the  diflFerent  branches  of 
literature,  which  has  proved  most  acceptable  to  those  of  the 
adult  readers  among  whom  it  has  privately  circulated,  some 
requesting  that  it  be  printed  far  use  in  the  Library,  while 
they  made  manuscript  copies  for  their  personal  service;  and 
parents  have  conferred  with  me  as  to  the  usefulness  of  pre- 
paring similar  lists  for  juvenile  readers.  This,  it  appears  to 
me,  is  a  subject  worthy  of  consideration,  in  connection  with 
our  efforts  for  improving  the  tone  of  the  reading,  and  I 
doubt  not  will  receive  your  attention. 

From  the  imperfect  manner  in  which  the  statistics  of  the 
Library  were  formerly  kept,  we  are  unfortunately  unable  to 
give  any  very  accurate  comparisons  in  many  directions  which 
would  be  exceedingly  interesting.  Dissatisfied  with  the  sys- 
tem for  keeping  the  account  of  the  issue  of  books,  &c.,  I 
have  improved  upon  it  from  time  to  time,  and  finally  have 
introduced  a  different  method,  the  pursuance  of  which  will 
secure  as  nearly  as  possible  the  exact  record  of  the  issue 
both  as  regards  numbers  and  classification.

Also,  through  Mr.  Louis  Dillmann,  City  Clerk,  Detroit,  a 
handsome  lithographed  copy  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City,  on  the  death  of  President  Garfield. 

In  addition  to  the  periodicals  subscribed  for  by  the  Librarj*, 
the  following  were  presented  to  us  by  the  publishers  or  pro- 
prietors: The  Detroit  Evening  News;  The  Amphion;  The 
Detroit  Illustrated  News;  The  Industrial  World;  The  Uni- 
tarian Review;  Leonardos  Illustrated  Medical  Journal;  and, 
since  toward  the  close  of  the  year.  The  Port  Huron  Saturday 
Tribune. 

Many  of  the  above  enumerated  gifts  are  deserving  of  more 
than  merely  a  passing  mention.  Especially  so  is  the  valuable 
one  of  the  Commisioners  of  Patents,  London,  England,  con- 
sisting of  a  set  of  their  abridgements  of  specifications  of 
patented  inventions,  from  the  earliest  enrolled  to  those  pub- 
lished under  the  act  of  1852«    The  Commissioners  have  also 
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promised  to  supply  us  with  the  volumes  now  out  of  print,  as 
soon  as  they  are  published,  as  well  as  all  volumes  which  shall 
hereafter  be  issued  by  them.  This  gift  supplies  a  serious 
want  long  felt  in  our  Librarj-;  and  the  generous  and  prompt 
response  of  the  Commissioners  to  my  application  is  worthy 
of  all  praise  and  has  received  our  hearty  thanks.  The  Hon- 
orable Robert  C.  Winthrop  of  Boston  has  continued  to  send 
us  several  important  publications,  some  of  which  it  would  be 
difficult  if  not  impossible  to  acquire  by  purchase.  Among 
his  recent  gifts  are  a  quantity  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Annals  of  the 
Astronomical  Observatory'  of  Harvard  College,  Proceedings 
of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  &c.;  besides  a  number 
of  his  own  addresses  and  speeches,  including  a  fine  copy  of 
his  Yorktown  Centennial  Oration.  In  a  private  letter  lately 
received  by  me  from  Mr.  Winthrop,  he  expresses  a  warm  in- 
terest in  the  Library',  and  the  hope  of  soon  being  able  to  put 
up  another  parcel  for  us;  thus  fuUfiUing  his  former  generous 
assurances  to  me  that  he  would  continue  to  remember  us  in 
the  future.  Another  valuable  present,  of  especial  local  inter- 
est, is  that  given  by  Col.  W.  D.  Wilkins,  a  member  of  the 
Library  Commission,  and  consisting  of  volume  one  and  part 
of  volume  two  of  the  "  Democratic  Free  Press  and  Michigan 
Intelligencer,"  which  commences  with  the  date  of  May  5, 
1831.  This  was  accompanied  by  b,}^  entire  volume  and  eighty- 
five  extra  numbers  of  the  Saturday  Review,  and  the  gift  was 
justly  considered  of  such  importance  as  to  call  for  a  vote  of 
thanks  from  the  Commission.  Space  will  not  permit  further 
si)ecial  mention  of  the  gifts. 

ACCESSIONS  BY   PURCHASE. 

No  pains  have  been  spared  in  making  the  selections  of  the 
books  which  have  been  purchased  during  the  year.  As 
already  stated,  our  funds  were  not  available  till  about  the 
last  four  months.    Lists  of  our  more  pressing  desiderata  bad 
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been  made  in  advance,  however,  and  when  our  almost  empty 
treasurj'  began  to  fill,  we  were  prepared  to  deal  with  the 
subject  without  loss  of  time.  It  is  sad  to  have  to  state  that 
two  of  the  weakest  departments  in  our  Library  are  those 
which  should  be  among  the  strongest,  viz:  Arts  and  Sciences. 
Particular  attention  has  been  directed  therefore  to  those 
divisions,  with  the  intention  of  substantially  building  them 
up,  and  I  doubt  not  another  year  of  similar  work,  under  the 
present  management  of  the  Library,  will  see  most  of  the 
more  urgent  wants  in  the  fields  mentioned  supplied.  Phil- 
osophy, theologj',  sociology,  history,  biography  and  travels, 
have  had  rich  accessions.  The  additions  in  literature,  in- 
cluding philology,  have  been  of  the  most  interesting  and 
excellent  description,  every  department  receiving  due  recog- 
nition. Fiction  has  not  been  neglected,  but  has  been  liber- 
ally though  judiciously  supplied.  I  specially  mention  this, 
as  a  different  opinion  has  appeared  to  prevail.  It  is  undoubt- 
edly true  that  great  care  has  been  used  in  the  selection  of  the 
romance,  and  everything  which  could  be  considered  trashy 
or  worthless  has  been  rigidly  excluded.  Even  greater  care, 
if  possible,  has  been  exercised  in  dealing  with  juvenile  works, 
large  numbers  of  which  have  been  added  to  our  shelves.  As 
will  be  noticed,  this  division  is  more  extensively  used  than 
any  other,  excepting  fiction  proper.  It  wOuld  be  of  great 
interest,  did  space  permit,  to  particularly  mention  here  some 
of  the  more  important  of  the  books  purchased  within  the 
year.  Not  a  few  of  these  would  be  considered  valuable 
acquisitions  and  perhaps  varieties  in  even  our  largest  libraries. 
But,  as  is  only  proper,  the  practical  has  never  been  lost  sight 
of;  and  due  economy  has  been  observed  in  all  the  dealings 
of  your  Committee.  Besides  our  purchases  at  home  our  or- 
ders have  gone  East,  West  and  South,  in  the  United  States, 
and  even  Canada  has  been  called  on  to  supply  certayi  spec- 
ialties; while  an  order  to  London,  England,  brought  us  some 
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#niost  desirable  returns.  For  various  reasons  beyond  our 
control,  the  filling  of  our  order  for  German  books,  amount- 
ing to  $1,000,  has  been  delayed,  to  our  great  regret.  The 
selection  is  a  most  admirable  one,  and  we  are  now  in  daily 
expectation  of  receiving  this  purchase,  which  has  been  anx- 
iously looked  for.  In  this  connection  it  gives  me  pleasure  to 
be  able  to  testify  that  our  citizens  of  German  nationality  or 
descent  are  among  our  more  intelligent  readers,  and  will  not 
fail  to  appreciate  this  valuable  addition  to  their  literature. 

The  expansion  of  the  periodical  department  into  a  serial 
I  reading  room,  with  the  setting  apart  of  the  west  end  of  the 

Library  for  the  purpose,  was  accomplished  at  the  close  of  the 
summer,  and  has  proved  to  be,  as  anticipated,  a  useful  and 
popular  development.  It  has  been  well  patronized  from  the 
first,  and  the  number  of  readers  continues  steadily  to  increase. 
But  our  already  narrow  limits  have  been  thus  greatly  en- 
croached on,  and  increased  room  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  the  Library,  as  well  as  for  the  accomodation  of 
the  various  additions  to  our  literary  and  art  treasures,  becomes 
each  day,  a  more  pressing  necessity.  With  the  large  accessions 
1  of  books  which  are  constantly  pouring  in  upon  us,  the  building 

of  a  third  gallery  is  also  a  work  which  cannot  be  much  longer 
postponed.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  its  erection 
before  the  recent  classification  and  re-arrangement  ofthe  Li- 
brary, was  precluded  by  our  straightened  means,  as  it  prevented 
a  better  system  being  adopted,  and  compelled  an  undue 
crowding  of  the  books,  and  other  consequent  detriment  which 
we  now  begin  to  suffer  from. 

The  preparation  of  the  manuscript  for  our  new  catalogue, 
from  our  Library  slips,  has  been  entered  on,  and  as  fair  pro- 
gress made  upon  the  work  as  might  be  expected  under  the 
circumstances.  A  bulletin  of  the  books  added  to  the  Library 
during  the  year,  up  to  the  month  of  October,  has  also  been 
prepared,  and  is  now  ready  for  the  printer. 
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The  importance  of  the  recoramendatiou  of  the  formed 
Library  Committee,  in  the  last  annual  report,  that  an  assist- 
ant should  be  provided  the  Librarian  in  order  to  relieve  him 
of  certain  of  the  business  details,  and  enable  him  to  devote 
his  time  to  duties  of  a  higher  character,  has  been  recognized 
by  the  Commission,  and  Mr.  L.  B.  Gillmore  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  the  position,  with  the  immediate  care  of  the 
periodical  department,  he  entering  on  his  duties  on  the  6th 
of  September.  Mrs.  M.  Patton,  who  had  l)een  employed  for 
some  time  as  assistant  during  the  afternoon  and  evening, 
was  promoted  on  July  1st  to  full  time,  being  about  two 
hours  additional  time.  With  these  exceptions  the  corps  of 
employes  remains  the  same  as  that  of  last  year  with  respect 
to  number.  But  about  the  close  of  the  summer  we  lost  two 
of  our  most  experienced  and  useful  assistants,  in  the  persons 
of  Miss  Pattison  and  Miss  Teichner,  the  former  being  our 
first  assistant,  and  both  of  whom  had  been  connected  with 
the  Library  for  so  many  years  as  to  seem  almost  inseparable 
from  it.  However,  as  the  resignation  of  those  young  ladies 
was  under  the  most  pleasing  auspices,  being  antecedent  to 
their  entering  on  that  happiest  of  all  the  relations  in  life, 
we  can  only  oflFer  them  our  best  wishes  and  congratulations. 
Miss  Hurst  and  Miss  Freedman  were  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancies  caused  by  the  consequent  promotion.  The  large 
increase  in  the  duties  and  the  advance  in  the  character  of 
them  have  been  greatly  in  excess  of  the  slight  increase  in 
help,  so  that  we  still  fall  far  short  in  this  respect  of  any 
library  of  equal  size  and  like  duties. 

The  binding  has  continued  to  be  done  by  the  establish- 
ment of  Mr. Wm-  Suckert,  which  has  for  so  long  a  time  given 
the  Library  perfect  satisfaction,  at  very  economical  prices. 
An  assistant  from  the  same  house  continues,  as  heretofore,  to 
visit  our  bindery,  from  time  to  time,  to  do  the  repairs,  and  is 
quite  skillful  in  the  art  of  restoration. 
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It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  make  mention  of  numerous  and 
interesting  visits,  during  the  year,  from  strangers  from  other 
parts  of  our  country  and  from  abroad;  some  with  the  object 
of  inquiring  into  our  system  and  methods,  the  classification, 
and  the  other  various  topics  connected  with  an  institution 
such  as  ours.  Among  our  more  distinguished  visitors  were 
three  members  of  the  Canadian  Parliament,  who  called 
specially  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the  above  mentioned 
subjects,  with  reference  to  the  establishment  and  improve- 
ment of  libraries  in  Canada,  and  who  expressed  themselves 
as  greatly  pleased  with  all  that  was  shown  them.  Another 
visitor,  a  gentleman  from  the  east,  distinguished  for  his 
literary  and  scientific  attainments,  and  well  acquainted  with 
the  best  libraries,  after  a  close  examination  of  our  classifica- 
tion, accorded  it  the  highest  commendation,  and,  in  compar- 
ing it  with  that  of  one  of  the  largest  libraries  in  the  country, 
gave  ours  the  preference,  expressing  the  opinion  that  it  was 
much  superior.  This  compliment  to  the  classification  is  the 
more  valuable  from  the  fact  that  it  was  not  expressed  to  me 
personally,  but  reached  me  indirectly. 

The  absolute  quiet,  order  and  decorum,  as  well  as  polite- 
ness maintained  in  the  Library,  have  been  frequently  the 
subject  of  remark  by  visitors.  Conversation  is  conducted  in 
a  subdued  tone.  A  loud  word  even  is,  indeed,  a  rare  excep- 
tion, and  immediately  causes  attention  to  be  directed  to  the 
oflFender.  I  think  it  but  right  to  make  this  acknowledge- 
ment in  behalf  of  my  fellow  citizens,  as  I  understand  that 
these  are  characteristics  which  not  every  library  is  able  to 
boast  of. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  my  sense  of  obliga- 
tion to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Commission,  for  the  courtesy 
and  kindness  I  have  received  at  your  hands.  Your  apprecia- 
tion and  sympathy  have  often  made  a  pleasure  of  what  might 
otherwise  have  proved  a  dull  duty  or  wearisome  task;  and 
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•  wise  council  and  earnest  support  have  been  essential 
lents  in  producing  the  results  which  I  have  here  attempt- 
0  record.  For  all  this,  I  can  only  offer  you  my  sincere 
iks.

To  the  Honorable  the  Com/nwn  Council: 

Gentlemen- — The  Fire  Commission  has  the  honor  to 
submit  to  your  Honorable  Body  its  fifteenth  annual  report, 
comprising  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditures  and  tlie 
work  of  the  Commission  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  together 
with  the  reports  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  Supply  Agent, 
Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  Superintendent  of 
Hydrants  and  Reservoirs,  Veterinary  Officer,  Fire  Marshal, 
and  Assistant  Fire  Marshal,  as  provided  by  the  act  creating 
the  Board. 

The  reports  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Fire  Marshal, 
embracing  matter  of  a  statistical  nature  entirely,  are  made 
to  cover  the  last  calendar  year  as  has  been  the  practice 
heretofore. 

ORGANIZATION. 

At  this  time  there  is  in  service  in  the  Department,  fully 
manned  and  equipped,  the  following  apparatus: 

Nine  Steam  Fire  Engines. 

Two  Chemical  Engines. 

Three  Hook  and  Ladder  Trucks, 

Two  Supply  Wagons,

A  total  of  one  hundred  and  forty-two  officers  and  men. 

A  new  company  to  be  known  as  "Engine  Company  No. 
10"  will  be  organized  during  the  present  year  and  stationed 
in  the  house  now  in  course  of  construction  on  Sixteenth 
street. 

During  the  current  fiscal  year  the  Board  will  place  in 
service  the  Two- Wheeled  Chemical  Engine.  This  apparatus 
will  be  run  as  a  tender  to  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  3 
in  the  northern  district  of  the  city.  The  Board  is  confident 
that  with  the  aid  of  this  engine  many  fires  that  ordinarily 
would  require  one  or  more  streams  ot  water  to  subdue,  can 
be  extinguished  without  calling  a  steamer  into  8<Tvice. 

A  Protective  Company  for  the  saving  of  goods  and 
valuables  threatened  with  destruction  by  fire  and  damage  by 
water,  will  be  organized  at  an  early  day.  A  company  of 
this  kind  has  long  been  needed  as  auxilliary  to  this  Depart- 
ment.    The  cost  of  maintenance  is  comparatively  light. 

The  Board  adheres  to  the  policy  of  rewarding  faithful  and 
meritorious  men  by  promotion  as  often  as  vacancies  occur, 
and  all  new  appointments  are  made  "on  trial  for  sixty  days." 

At  the  expiration  of  the  probationary  period  the  officer 
commanding  a  company  to  which  a  sixty-day  man  has  been 
assigned,  makes  a  written  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer  as  to 
the  qualifications  of  the  appointee.  This  report  is  transmitted 
to  the  Board  by  the  Chief  Engineer  with  such  recommend- 
ation as  the  case  merits,  and  the  appointee  is  then  confirmed 
or  dropped  from  the  rolls.  This  system  lias  not  only  enabled 
the  Board  to  get  accurate  information  concerning  every 
appointee  but  has  given  every  man  a  standing  in  the  De- 
partment which  could  be  secured  in  no  other  way.  Men 
who  realize  that  their  appointment  is  due  solely  to  individual 
merit  are  generally  to  be  found .  to  be  good  firemen.     All 
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appointments  are  made  from  the  substitute  list.  When 
members  of  the  regular  force  are  off  duty  for  any  cause  their 
places  are  filled  by  "substitutes."  In  this  way  new  men  are 
made  familiar  with  the  workings  of  the  Department.  Under 
this  system  a  training  school  for  firemen  is  raantained  with- 
out expense  to  the  Board.  The  Fire  Commission  is  pleased 
to  report  that  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Fire  Engineers,  held  at  Richmond,  Va.,  in 
September,  1881,  this  system  was  highly  commended. 

For  the  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Department  the  Board 
entertain  the  highest  regard.  For  their  vigilance  and  fidelity 
in  the  discharge  ot  their  arduous  duties;  for  their  bravery  as 
evinced  on  many  occasions  since  the  last  report  they  have 
added  to  the  reputation  of  the  Detroit  Fire  Department. 

EQUIPMENT. 

Since  the  last  report  was  made  to  your  Honorable  Body 
there  have  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Department  the 
following  apparatus: 

One  first-class  double  plunger  pumps  Amoskeag  Steam 
Fire  Engine. 

This  engine  is  now  in  service  as  ''No.  8.'' 

One  four-wheeled  Hose  Carriage  with  all  the  latest  im- 
provements. 

One  one-horse  eighty  gallon  tank  Babcock  Chemical 
Engine. 

One  Protective  Wagon. 

Three  Exercising  Wagons. 

There  has  also  been  purchased  two  Prunty  Nozzles  for 
throwing  spray  streams  which  have  proven  of  great  value  in 
what  are  known  as  cellar  tires.  The  superiority  of  the 
Siamese  connection  for  concentrating  three  streams  into  one 
having  been  attested  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Pk)ard,  they 
have  been  added  to  the  regular  equipment  of  the  Department. 

The  Board  still  believes  in  the  policy  of  keeping  a 
sufficient  number  of  engines  in  reserve  to  be  used  in  case 
of  emergency.     These  engines  are  fully  equipped  and  ready 
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for  instant  service  should  occasion  require.     At  the  present 

time  there  are  three  reserve  engines  in   this  Department. 

One  of  them,  however,  will  soon  go  into  active  service  as 

''Engine  No.  10." 

There  is  now  in   service  in  the  Department  21,850  feet 

of  iirst  class  canvas  rubber  lined  hose,  an  equipment  of  about 

1,800   feet  for  each  company  including  the  reserve  engines. 

All  of  this  hose  is  servicable,  having  been  purchased  within 

a  few  years  as  follows:

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

During  the  past  year  a  portion  of  the  line  having  been 
in  use  over  10  years  was  rebuilt.  The  telegraph  is  now  in 
good  working  order  and  the  tacilities  for  securing  alarms  are 
as  good  as  those  of  any  Department  in  the  country. 

The  telephone  and  District  telegraph  are  now  frequently 
and  successfully  used  tor  giving  fire  alarms. 

The  City  Hall  watchman  system  is  still  continued  and 
has  proved  of  great  value  to  the  Department.  A  watchman 
is  constantly  on  duty  in  the  tower.  In  discovering  night 
fires  immediatley  following  their  outbreak  the  watchmen 
have  assisted  in  reducing  the  losses  very  materially. 

HORSES. 

Without  good  horses  the  Department  cannot  be  efficient; 
the  few  minutes  succeding  the  outbreak  of  a  tire  are  of  vital 
importance  to  the  fireman,  and  tlie  speed  with  which  the 
apparatus  reaches  the  scene  of  a  fire  aflfects  to  a  great  extent 
the  work  of  the  force.  A  good  Department  horse  must  be 
powerful  as  well  as  active  to  meet  all  the  requirements. 
Until  given  a  trial  the  usefulness  of  an  animal  cannot  be 
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determined.     The  peculiar  service  the  horses  of  the  De- 
partment are  required  to  perform  and  the  alternate  periodB 
ot  more  than  ordinary  activity  and  r^st  to  which  they  are 
subjected,  not  only  tends  to  unfit  them  for  duty  but  rendere 
them   liable  to  many  troubles  that  would   not  be  accom- 
paniment to  other  business.     All  that  can  be  done  to  keep 
the  horses  in  condition  is  done.     The  stables  are  kept  dean; 
care  is  taken  in  feeding;  special  attention  given  to  shoeing; 
each  animal  exercised  at  regular  hours  daily  and  the  Vet^- 
nary  Officer  required  to  see  that  no  horse  is  continued  in 
active  service  when  out  ol  condition.     Despite  these  pre- 
cautions the  horses,  with  now  and  then  an  exception,  Boon 
give  way  under  the  ^  heavy  work  of  the  service.     From  the 
report  of  the  Veterinary  Officer  submitted  herewith  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  diseases  affecting  the  limbs  and  ieetare 
most  common  in  the  Department.     The  feed  supplied  the 
horses  is  the  best  that  can  be  procured,  and  bought  from  the 
producer  direct.     The  average  cost  per  horse  for  hay,  oats, 
feed   and  bedding,  has  been  but  twenty  cents  and  one  and 
one  sixth  of  a  mill  per  day  during  the  past  year. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Board  has  established  at  Engine 
House  No.  5,  on  Alexandrine  avenue,  an  Infirmary.  When- 
ever a  horse  becomes  unfit  for  service  he  is  at  once  ordered 
to  the  Infirmary  where  after  removing  his  shoes  he  is  placed 
in  a  large  and  roomy  box  stall  remaining  there  until  again 
fit  for  duty.  The  Infirmary  is  in  charge  of  one  of  the  most 
experienced  drivers  in  the  Department  who  devotes  his  entire 
time  to  the  care  of  the  sick  and  injureiJun^|^Since  the 
establishment  ot  the  Infirmary  much  better  sTRS?®  ^** 
attended  the  treatment  of  disabled  horses  than  fortnerl 


BUILDINGS. 
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There  is  now  in  process  of  construction  an  Engine  IT 
on  Sixteenth  street  at  the  head  of  Walnut  street  for     i  .  ^^ 
an  appropriation  was  made  in  the  fiscal  year  just  closed       i  ^ 
the  last  report  to  your  Honorable  Body  this  Board  anno' 
its  determination  to  defer  the  erection  ol  the  Engine  Tr  ^ 
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until  a  sufficient  number  of  streets  were  paved  in  order  that 
the  apparatus  might  have  a  free  and  unobstructed  thorough- 
fare to  all  parts  of  the  district  in  which  it  would  be  located. 
The  recent  paving  ot  Ash  and  Sixteenth  streets  warranted 
the  Board  in  erecting  the  Engine  House  and  making 
provision  to  station  a  company  therein  as  soon  as  completed. 
The  new  house  will  finished  about  November  first  of  the 
present  year  and  will  be  as  substantial  as  the  other  houses 
in  the  Department. 

During  the  year  more  or  less  repairs  have  been  made 
to  the  various  houses  at  a  cost  of  $2,996.43.  The  buildings 
are  now  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

The  Protective  Company  will  be  stationed  in  the  Supply 
House  on  Hastings  street.  To  make  the  house  available  for 
this  company  the  interior  will  have  to  be  remodeled.  This 
work  is  now  in  progress. 

WATER 

Since  the  last  report  thirty-nine  new  hydrants  have  been 
located.  At  present  there  are  few  if  any  localities,  where 
water  pipes  are  laid,  that  are  not  fully  protected.  There  are 
now  several  sections  of  the  city  without  an  adequate  supply 
for  hydrant  purposes.  The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  has  been  called  to  this  fact,  and  as  soon  as 
that  Board  extends  the  mains  the  necessary  number  of 
hydrants  will  be  located  to  meet  this  deficiency.

FIRES  AND  LOSSES. 

The  Chief  Engineer's  Report  for  the  calendar  year  1881, 
is  presented  herewith.  The  losses  by  fire  last  year  were 
numerous  and  disastrous  The  year  was  notable  for  the 
many  extensive  conflagrations  that  occured  not  only  in  the 
large  cities  but  in  the  tillages  and  small  places  all  over  the 
country.  With  these  facts  in  mind  it  is  a  source  of  gratifi- 
cation to  this  Board  to  invite  attention  to  the  exhibit  of 
the  Chiet  Engineer. 

The  aggregate  loss  by  fire  in  the  city  of  Detroit  in  the 
year  1881  was  $150,011.00.  While  this  amount  exceeded 
by  $72,392.00  the  total  loss  ot  the  preceding  year,  the  fact 
that  the  number  of  fires  was  greater  is  proof  that  the  De- 
partment was  luUy  as  successful  as  in  past  years  in  saving 
property  fiom  destruction.  Two  fires  in  1881  involved  more 
than  one  half  of  the  entire  loss  for  the  year. 

Of  the  fires  last  year  twenty  were  clearly  of  incendiary 
origin. 

The  Fire  Marshal  in  three  cases  discovered  evidence  that 
warranted  the  arrest  of  the  suspected  guilty  parties  and 
they  were  duly  apprehended.  One  of  these  persons  was  ac- 
quitted; the  second  escaped  because  of  a  refusal  of  the  Police 
Justice  to  issue  a  warrant  and  subsequently  commenced  suit 
against  the  Fire  Marshal  for  damages  for  causing  his  arrest. 
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The  third  person  was  convicted,  but  up  to  this  time  has 
not  been  punished,  a  new  trial  having  been  granted  and 
pending  the  second  trial  the  detendant  was  adjudged  insane 
by  the  Probate  Court. 

Burning  chimneys  called  out  the  Department  thirty-tour 
times  last  year.  In  the  maprity  of  cases  there  was  no 
occasion  for  services  of  the  apparatus.  The  Board  again 
renew  its  request  to  your  Honorable  Body  to  so  amend  the 
present  ordinance  in  relation  to  cleaning  chimneys  by 
making  some  provision  for  the  punishment  oi  persons  who 
allow  their  chimneys  to  bum  out. 

The  Board  here  takes  occasion  to  thank  the  Metropolitan 
Police  Commission  lor  many  courtesies  extended  during  the 
year,  and  for  the  eflScient  aid  rendered  by  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  force  on  numerous  occasions. 

In  this  connection  the  Board  would  respectfully  call  the 
attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  fact  that  during 
past  iiilteen  years  the  increase  in  the  force  and  apparatus  oi  the 
Department  has  not  been  as  great  as  the  rapid  growth  and 
development  of  the  City  would  have  warranted.  But  the 
Board  has  believed  and  believes  now  that  events  have 
demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  its  policy  of  not  enlarging  the 
Department  except  at  stated  periods  when  the  time  for  its 
increase  actually  arrived.  At  this  time  the  City  is  enjoying 
a  season  of  prosperity  that  is  unprecedented  in  its  history. 
The  outlying  districts  are  fast  being  built  up  and  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  our  engines  which  are  now  able  to  reach 
these  sections  in  the  event  of  fire,  will  be  too  remote  to  be  of 
sufficient  service.  To  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  the 
City  the  Board  is  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  at  least  two 
additional  engine  companies  will  necessarily  have  to  be 
established  within  the  coming  few  years. 
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THE  FIRE  MARSHAL. 

The.  report  of  the  Fire  Marshal  for  the  calendar  year 
1881,  is  presented  herewith,  and  will  show  the  character  of 
the  work  performed  by  that  oflScer,  the  importance  of  the 
position  and  the  value  of  the  services  rendered  in  the  way 
of  enforcement  of  the  laws  for  fire  prevention  and  public 
safety.  The  statistics  submitted  by  the  Fire  Marshal  show 
the  extent  of  the  building  operations  in  the  city  during  the 
past  year.  In  1881  the  Fire  Marshal  issued  1,555  permits 
for  the  erection  of  new  buildings  valued  at  $2,159,869.00, 
and  for  repairs  and  alterations  costing  $442,413.00.  The 
total  amount  expended  during  the  year  in  the  city  of  Detroit 
for  new  buildings  and  repairs  to  old,  was  $  2,602,971.00  or 
$  1,  006,  861.  00  more  than  the  amount  expended  in  1880. 
All  of  this  work  was  performed  under  the  personal  super- 
vision  of  the  Fire  Marshal,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  laws  governing  the  erection  of  buildings. 

Until  the  office  of  Fire  Marshal  was  created  there  were 
no  means  of  forming  even  an  approximate  estimate  of  the 
number  of  buildings  annually  erected  or  the  cost  of  the 
same.  Submitted  herewith  is  a  tabulated  statement  showing 
the  number  of  buildings  erected  and  repaired,  together  with 
the  cost  of  the  improvements,  since  the  establishment  of  the 
present  building  department:

For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  apparent  that  the  rapid 
increase  of  the  business  of  the  Fire  Marshal's  office  would 
sooner  or  later  require  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  as 
contemplated  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature  creating  the  office, 
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and  during  the  past  year  the  illness  of  the  Fire  Marshal 
necessitated  the  immediate  making  of  such  an  appointment. 
The  Secretary  of  this  Board  was  accordingly  nominated  and 
confirmed  by  your  Honorable  Body.  The  Assistant  Fire 
Marshal  now  relieves  the  head  of  the  ofSce  of  much  of  the 
incidental  work  and  otherwise  aids  in  facilitating  the 
business  of  the  Department. 

BUILDING  INSPECTION. 
In  the  winter  of  1881  a  system  of  examination  of  the 
larger  class  of  buildings  was  inaugurated  with  a  view 
to  securing  a  more  rigid  compliance  with  the  ordinance  for 
the  prevention  of  fire.  The  second  of  these  annual  exam- 
inations has  just  been  completed.  It  was  found  that  careless- 
ness and  a  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  general  rules  for 
prevention  of  fire  caused  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  to 
be  ignored  by  our  merchants  and  manufacturers  and  their 
employes.  In  the  majority  of  cases  large  establishments 
were  found  to  be  in  imminent  danger  of  destruction  by  fire 
in  consequence  of  this  neglect  to  properly  store  goods  of  a 
combustible  nature,  make  proper  disposition  of  ashes  or  oiled 
rags,  have  stoves  and  other  heating  apparatus  securely 
arranged,  adopt  measures  to  prevent  the  rapid  spread  of  fire 
or  make  provision  for  the  escape  of  people  employed  or  living 
in  the  buildings.  Much  has  already  been  accomplished  to 
correct  these  abuses  and  the  work  of  examination  will  be 
continued.  Aside  from  the  enforcement  of  the  ordinance 
this  Board  has  no  power  to  take  necessary  steps  to  secure 
the  safety  of  life  and  property.  There  has  been  considerable 
legislation  both  State  and  municipal  with  a  view  to  securing 
absolute  safety  not  only  in  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  the 
regulation  of  the  use  of  old  structures  and  the  exercise  of  the 
necessary  caution  to  prevent  loss  of  life.  Yet  the  existing 
laws  do  not  secure  the  desired  results.  The  Fire  Marshal  is 
the  superintendent  of  the  construction  of  new  buildings;  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  has  the  authority  to  condemn  any 
building   that  may  be  regarded   as  unsafe;  the   Board   of 
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Building  Inspectors  has  superviiory  powers  over  buildings 
used  for  public  assemblies,  and  an  ordinance,  defective  in  its 
construction,  gives  the  Board  of  Health  the  right  to  take 
such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  preserve  the 
life  and  health  of  employes.  In  the  opinion  of  this  Board 
the  existing  laws  should  be  enforced  with  less  circumlocution 
than  is  now  required. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  we  should  have  a  better 
building  law  than  the  existing  one.  Outside  the  fire  limits 
the  Fire  Marshal  has  not  suflScient  authority.  There  should 
be  added  to  the  present  law  amendments  to  compel  owners 
to  place  proper  means  of  egress  on  every  building  used  as 
manufactories  or  for  public  assemblies  now  in  the  city  and 
those  erected  hereafter;  elevators  placed  in  buildings  should 
be  made  of  iron  or  brick,  and  enclosures  made  fire-proof 
throughout,  and  also  the  roof  over  such  elevators,  and  be  so 
constructed  as  to  be  readily  opened  in  case  of  fire.  Outlets 
to  public  halls  and  other  buildings  where  people  assemble 
should  be  at  least  twenty  feet  in  width,  the  number  of  such 
outlets  to  be  determined  by  the  Fire  Marshal.  Similar 
independent  outlets  should  be  provided  to  reach  the  rear 
doors.  There  are  any  number  of  buildings  in  this  city 
exposed  to  the  perils  of  fire  and  unprovided  with  the  means 
of  saving  life.  Hundreds  of  working  people,  men,  women 
and  children,  are  crowded  into  cheap  and  dangerous 
buildings,  where,  if  fire  occurs,  they  find  themselves  caught 
in  a  trap,  and  are  obliged  to  face  the  peril  of  jumping  from 
the  windows  or  await  the  arrival  of  the  Department.  The 
demand  of  business  is  causing  buildings  to  be  carried  to  a 
great  height.  Detroit  already  has  several  of  this  class  of 
structures,  used  chiefly  as  manufactories,  and  sliould  a  fire 
occur  in  one  of  them  the  result  cannot  be  foretold.  The 
interior  ot  tliese  buildings  should  be  so  constructed  that  fire 
could  be  confined,  for  a  tune  at  least,  to  one  section.  Legis- 
lation is  needed  to  enable  the  Fire  Marshal  to  compel 
builders  to  make  these  large  buildings  less  dangerous  to  the 
community. 
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THE  STORAGE  AND  TRANSPORTATION  OF 
EXPLOSIVES. 

The  storage  and  transportation  through  the  city  of 
explosives  is  fraught  with  great  peril  to  life  and  property. 
The  existing  ordinances  give  the  Board  full  authority  to 
take  such  measures  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  prevent 
fire  from  this  source.  While  doubtless  fully  alive  to  the 
danger,  shippers  and  dealers  in  combustibles  are  not 
disposed  to  pay  very  much  attention  to  the  requirements  of 
the  law.  Hence  the  tendency  to  conceal  the  character  of  the 
of  the  goods  stored  on  their  premises  daily  exposes  the  city 
to  a  sweeping  conflagration,  and  at  the  same  time  renders  the 
peril  of  the  firemen  greater  than  it  ordinarily  would  be. 
As  far  as  it  is  possible  or  expedient  to  do  so  the  Board 
causes  this  -law  to  be  enforced,  but  without  a  complete  system 
of  inspection  and  supervision,  requiring  the  employment  of 
a  number  of  inspectorei,  and  the  consequent  expenditure  of  a 
large  sum  of  money,  this  matter  cannot  be  given  the  atten- 
tion it  should  receive. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Board  has  adopted  a  plan  by 
which  the  officers  of  the  Department  are  enabled  to  know 
daily  the  quantity  and  location  of  kerosene  oil  and  naphtha 
received  in  this  city,  either  for  transshipment,  or  consigned 
to  local  dealers.  Two  members  of  the  Department  detailed 
for  the  purpose,  visit  the.  various  docks  and  warehouses,  and 
ascertain  the  quantity  of  oil  stored  there,  together  with  its 
destination,  and  the  probable  date  of  removal.  The  reports 
of  the  inspectors  are  made  in  triplicate,  one  of  which  is  filed 
with  the  Fire  Marshal,  and  the  others  with  two  of  the  execu* 
tive  officers  of  the  force.  In  this  manner  the  Department 
derives  full  and  satisfactory  information,  which,  in  the  event 
of  fires,  especially  at  night,  would  be  of  great  value.  At  the 
same  time,  any  flagrant  violation  of  the  ordinance  that  may 
be  discovered  is  promptly  looked  after.  The  report  of  the 
Assistant  Fire  Marshal  gives  the  result  of  this  work  in 
detail. 
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THE  FIRE  LIMITS. 

The  Fire  LimitB  remain  the  same  as  at  the  last  report.  One 
attempt  to  amend  the  ordinance  was  vetoed  by  the  Mayor, 
and  a  proposition  of  the  same  character  is  now  under  consid> 
oration  by  your  Honorable  Body.  If  there  is  to  be  any  im- 
mediate legislation  on  this  subject  it  should  be  for  the  purpose 
of,  1 — extending  the  fire  limits,  and  2 — to  change  the  bound- 
ary lines  from  alleys,  farm  and  imaginary  lines,  to  streets  and 
avenues.  The  present  boundaries  are  not  satisfactory.  On 
some  of  our  principal  thoroughfares  the  limits  run  back 
one  hundred  and  twenty  and  in  some  cases  two  hundred  feet 
from  the  curb.  Thus  large  wooden  buildings  to  be  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes  are  erected  just  outside  the  line, 
thereby  endangering  the  property  included  in  the  fire  limits, 
and  exposing  thickly  settled  sections  of  the  city.  As  to 
changing  the  boundary  lines,  the  Board  can  advance  no 
stronger  argument  than  that  of  the  Mayor  in  his  last  annual 
message  to  your  Honorable  Body:  "The  fire  limits  should  be 
arranged  in  a  solid  district,  radiating  from  the  center  of  the 
city,  and  when  it  is  necessary  to  extend  them  they  should 
always  be  bounded  by  streets,  or  spaces  at  least  fifty  feet  in 
width."  In  the  opinion  of  this  Board  amendments  to  the 
fire  limits  ordinance  for  the  accommodation  of  a  few  persons 
is  contrary  to  public  policy.  The  frequent  extension  of  the  fire 
limits  will  certainly  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  city  at  large. 
The  increasing  number  of  fires  annually  is  a  matter  in  which 
the  public  is  directly  interested,  for  these  numerous  burnings 
not  only  jeopardize  the  property  of  the  whole  people,  but 
necessitates  increased  expenditure  for  the  maintainance  of  the 
Department.  Detroit  is  " a  woodtn  city" ;  property  owners 
build  to  secure  tenants,  without  regard  to  the  fire  hazard. 
As  a  consequence  our  city  is  filling  up  and  spreading  out 
with  pretentious  buildings  made  of  highly  combustible  mate- 
rial that  are  bound  to  burn  when  they  once  take  fire,  and  in 
burning  to  endanger  all  buildings  in  their  vicinity.  This 
Board  believes  that  the  territory  embraced  in  the  fire  limits 
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shonld  be  annually  extended,  until  the  fire  limits  are  co-ex- 
tensive with  the  limits  of  the  city.  The  territory  bounded 
by  the  easterly  line  of  the  Brueh  farm,  and  the  westerly  side 
of  the  Cass  farm,  should  be  included  in  the  fire  limits  at 
once. 

Ordinance  for  the  prevention  of  fire,  remains  as  at  the 
time  of  the  last  report  except  that  it  has  been  so  amended 
as  to  prevent  the  enlargement  of  established  wood  and  lumber 
yards  within  the  fire  limits.  This  amendment  was  necessary 
to  prevent  the  continual  evasion  of  the  ordinance  by  persons 
who  sought  to  enlarge  their  wood  or  lumber  yards. 

FIRE  PROTECTION  FOR  SUBURBAN  TOWNS 
AND  VILLAGES. 

The  townships  of  Hamtramck  and  Springwells,  situated 
just  beyond  the  eastern  and  western  limits  of  the  city  are 
without  fire  protection  of  any  description.  The  town  author- 
ities have  never  made  any  provision  to  prevent  the  destruc 
tion  of  their  property  by  the  flames.  Fires  there  are  of  fre- 
quent occurence,  and  this  Department  is  invariably  called 
upon  for  aid.  The  failure  of  these  towns  to  seek  to  protect 
their  own  interests  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board 
entitle  them  to  any  assistance  from  this  Department,  and 
consequently  no  apparatus  is  allowed  to  pass  beyond  the  city 
limits,  except  under  certain  conditions.  To  those  citizens  of 
the  neighboring  towns  who  are  willing  to  pay  for  any  service 
that  may  be  rendered  in  the  event  of  a  fire  on  their  premises, 
the  Board  give  the  privilege  of  making  a  contract  for  such 
service.  Any  other  privileges  in  the  way  of  telegraph  boxes 
hydrants,  &c.,  are  invariably  paid  for  by  the  persons  receiving 
the  benefits  of  the  same.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that 
while  the  interests  of  the  taxpayers  are  fully  protected,  no 
advantage  is  taken  of  the  citizens  of  the  suburbs  in  their 
distress. 
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TSE  ELECTRIC  LIGHT. 


In  November  last  this  Board  transmitted  to  your  Honor- 
able Body  a  communication  from  the  Fire  Marshal,  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  great  danger  was  to  be  apprehended 
from  the  appliances  used  in  furnishing  the  electric  light,  and 
suggesting  that  the  city  government  be  urged  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  remove  such  causes.  The  views  ot  the 
Fire  Marshal  were  fully  concurred  in  by  this  Board.  This 
communication  was  promptly  acted  upon,  the  result  being 
the  adoption  of  *'  an  ordinance  authorizing  and  regulating 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  light,  the  erection,  laying  and 
operating  of  poles,  etc.,  in  the  public  streets  by  the  Electric 
Light  Company."  The  ordinance  was  vetoed  by  the  Mayor  for 
the  reason  that  in  his  opinion,  the  aerial  system  of  transmitting 
the  powerful  current  of  electricity  required  for  lighting  pur- 
poses, by  wires  trained  on  poles  through  the  city,  was  extremely 
dangerous  to  life  and  property  from  fire."  After  being 
amended  in  several  particulars  the  ordinance  became  a  law  in 
March  of  the  present  year.  Every  precaution  that  could  then 
be  suggested  to  lessen  the  fire  risk  was  exacted  of  the  Electric 
Light  Company,  by  the  terms  of  the  ordinance. 

In  January  last  an  imperfect  connection  set  fire  to  the 
building  occupied  by  C.  R.  Mabley,  on  Woodward  avenue. 
A  few  weeks  later  a  similar  accident  occurred  at  the  estab- 
lishment of  Thomas  Murphy,  on  west  Congress  street.  Other 
incipient  fires  have  been  caused  in  this  city  by  the  electric 
light  wires. 

The  use  of  electricity  for  illuminating  purposes  is  a  sci- 
ence; and  science  must  produce  such  appliances  as  will  allow 
its  use  without  endangering  life,  or  jeopardizing  property. 
Until  that  time  arrives  public  policy  requires  suflScient  legis- 
lation to  grant  this  community  perfect  safety. 
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THE  USE  OF  EXPLOSIVES  FOR  HEATING 
PURPOSES. 

Within  a  few  years  gasoline  and  oil  stoves  have  come  into 
very  general  use  in  this  city.  That  they  are  a  source  of  fire 
as  is  shown  by  the  records  of  the  Department.  In  the  hands 
of  persons  inexperienced  in  their  use,  they  are  unsafe  at  any 
time;  let  them  become  leaky  or  defective,  and  an  explosion 
is  sure  to  follow.  The  fire  ordinance  should  be  so  amended 
as  to  give  to  the  Fire  Marshal  power  to  regulate  the  use  of 
stoves  of  this  description. 

FINANCE. 

In  accordance  with  its  custom  the  Commission  submits 
herewith  detailed  statements  showing  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882,  together 
with  a  list  of  warrants  issued;  the  amount  of  each,  and  to 
whom  and  for  what  paid. 

Appended  is  a  tabulated  exhibit  of  the  expense  of  running 
each  company  and  a  general  analysis  of  expenditure. 

As  usual,  the  expenses  attending  the  maintainance  of  the 
Department  were  kept  down  to  the  appropriation.  The  City 
Treasurer  is  ex-oflicio  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  the  appro- 
priations are  retained  in  his  custody,  and  all  disbursements 
made  by  warrant  on  him.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Fire  CornmisHtoners  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my 
Fifteenth  Annual  Ileport  of  the  operations  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  Detroit,  under  the  Fire  Commission,  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1881,  comprising  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  cause  of  each  fire  and  alarm  during  that 
period,  the  valuation  of,  and  insurance  on  property  damaged, 
and  the  actual  loss  entailed  by  each  fire. 

During  the  year  the  Department  has  responded  to  two 
hundred  and  thirty  alarms;  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  of 
which  were  caused  by  fires;  an  increase  of  thirty-nine  alarms 
and  twenty-one  actual  fires  over  the  previous  twelve  months. 
The  total  loss  for  the  past  year  has  been  $150,011,  an 
increase  of  $72,392  over  the  total  loss  of  1880.  While  the 
increased  number  of  fires  would  naturally  entail  a  propor- 
tionate increase  in  the  aggregate  loss,  it  should  be  here  stated 
that  last  year  the  Department  had  to  contend  against  two 
disastrous  fires  which  caused  a  loss  of  $85,912,  or  more  than 
one-half  of  the  total  loss  for  the  year.  The  fires  referred  to 
were  the  burning  of  Frost's  wooden  ware  works  and  Croul's 
tannery  in  May,  and  the  drug  store  of  James  E.  Davis  & 
Co.,  in  July.  At  the  last  mentioned  fire  Mi-chael  McQueen, 
pipeman  of  Engme  Co.  No.  S,  was  buried  beneath  falling 
debris  and  almost  instantly  killed— the  first  fatal  accident 
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to  a  member  of  the  Department  since  1867.  It  will  be 
seen  that  while  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  fires  (which  is  to  be  expected  considering  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  city)  the  total  loss  exclusive  of  the  two 
fires  mentioned  was  $8,323  less  than  last  year.  I  give  this 
comparison  to  demonstrate  that  but  for  the  promptness  of 
the  Department  in  responding  to  alarms,  the  importance  ot 
having  first-class  equipment,  and  the  good  work  pertbrmed 
by  the  officers  and  men  under  my  command,  the  aggregate 
loss  last  year  might  have  been  much  heavier. 

The  fire  at  Frost's  works  originated  in  the  boiler  room  of 
the  planing  mill — an  old  wooden  structure  of  large  dimen- 
sions, and  situated  on  the  river  some  distance  from  the 
nearest  engine  house,  and  owing  to  a  delay  in  giving  the 
alarm  the  entire  structure  was  enveloped  in  flames  before 
the  Department  was  called  out.  That  the  property  of  Croul 
Bros.,  adjoining  would  burn,  was  inevitable  from  the  outset, 
and  the  men  and  horses  of  the  Department  were  badly 
burned  in  endeavoring  to  save  the  entire  property  from 
destruction. 

The  Davis  fire  was  caused  by  an  explosion  on  the  third 
floor  and  before  an  alarm  could  be  given  the  second  and 
third  floors  were  in  flames.  Although  the  building  was 
flUed  with  an  inflammable  stock  the  fire  was  confined  to  the 
two  upper  floors. 

At  this  time  I  very  respectfully  renew  my  request  of 
January  31st,  1879,  that  a  Protective  Company  be  organized 
as  a  part  of  this  Department.  Such  a  company  will  be  of 
great  advantage  in  saving  property  from  being  damaged  by 
water.  With  it  I  believe  our  annual  loss  can  be  very  mate- 
rially reduced. 

1  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  one  two-wheeled 
Chemical  Engine,  to  be  located  in  Truck  House,  No.  3,  and 
run  in  connection  with  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  3, 
and  manned  by  the  members  of  that  company.  This  appa- 
ratus could  be  run  in  the  outlying  districts  of  the  city  and 
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witli  it  I  believe  much  property  could  be  saved  in  the  course 
of  a  single  year. 

I  here  take  occasion  to  thank  you  lor  tlie  uniform  kind- 
ness and  courtesy  with  which  your  Honorable  Body  has 
treated  me  during  the  past  year.

buperintendent  Hydrants  and  Reservoirs. 


Detroit,  June  30, 1882. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen:— The  following  is  a  complete  report  of  the 
extension  and  repairs  to  the  Hydrants  and  Reservoirs  belonging 
to  the  Department  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1882: 
Thirty-nine  hydrants  have  been  placed  in  new  locations,  nearly 
all  of  which  are  well  drained.  Fifteen  broken  iron  hydrants 
have  been  replaced  with  new;  nine  new  iron  hydrants  have 
taken  the  places  of  wooden  box  hydrants  and  eight  have  been 
repaired.  Of  wooden  box  hydrants,  twenty-one  have  been 
placed  in  new  locations  where  proper  drainage  could  not  be 
found  for  better  ones;  five  wooden  boxes  have  been  repaired, 
and  thirteen  boxes  and  twenty-seven  covers  have  been  placed 
on  wooden  box  hydrants.  Two  new  valves,  eight  iron  covers, 
thirty-nine  wooden  covers,  and  forty-seven  necks  have  been 
placed  on  reservoirs.  One  reservoir  has  had  entire  new  top 
timbers  and  planking.  In  addition  to  the  above,  numerous 
small  repairs  have  been  made  to  hydrants  and  reservoirs  which 
will  be  found  in  the  detailed  report  annexed  hereto.  I  would 
respectfully  state  that  the  reservoir  recommended  in  my  last 
report  to  be  placed  on  the  corner  of  Seventeenth  street  and 
Grand  River  avenue  has  been  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  lay- 
ing of  an  eight  inch  pipe  to  the  said  location  by  the  Water 
Commissioners.  Upon  this  pipe  three  new  iron  hydrants  have 
been  set,  giving  that  neighborhood  complete  protection.

Gentlemen:  —  As  required  by  law  I  have  the  honor  to 
transmit  herewith  a  detailed  report  of  the  business  transacted 
in  this  office  during  the  year  1881. 

There  were  issued  1,095  permits  for  the  erection  of  1,310 
new  buildings,  and  460  permits  to  make  alterations  to  474 
old  structures. 

The  total  amount  collected  as  fees  fixed  by  statute  was 
$447.60,  which  sum  was  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  and  I  hold  his  vouchers  for  the  same. 

Following  is  a  tabulated  statement,  showing  the  number  of 
permits  issued,  the  estimated  cost  of  the  improvements,  and 
the  amount  received  for  fees,  for  each  month  during  the  year:

At  the  time  of  making  my  last  annual  report,  one  case  of 
arson  was  undisposed  of.  The  complaint  was  finally  quashed, 
owing  to  an  informality  and  the  then  prosecuting  attorney 
declined  to  ask  for  a  renewal  of  the  proceedings.  Since  that 
time  three  arrests  have  been  made  for  similar  crimes.  In  one 
case  the  accused  person  was  acquitted;  in  the  second  ihe  police 
justice  preferred  not  to  issue  a  warrant;  and  in  the  third — that 
of  Hiram  McCain — the  accused  was  convicted.  The  verdict, 
however,  was  afterwards  set  aside  by  the  recorder.  Subse- 
quently one  of  the  counsel  for  the  defendant  petitioned  the 
Probate  Court  to  have  him  declared  incompetent  and  an  order 
to  that  effect  was  made  on  the  9th  of  the  present  month.  Thus 
the  case  rests  at  present. 

Complaints  were  made  in  the  Recorder's  Court  against 
thirty-three  persons  for  violating  ordinances  relative  to  fire 
protection.  Of  these  twenty-three  were  convicted,  eight  were 
acquitted  and  two  complaints  were  withdrawn.  Thirteen  were 
fined  and  ten  discharged  under  suspended  sentence.  In  each 
full  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law  was  secured. 

On  account  of  the  increasing  labors  of  my  office,  and  in 
order  that  the  fullest  possible  accommodation  might  be  afforded 
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to  the  public,  and  also  to  proTide  for  any  contingency,  the 
secretary  of  your  honorable  body  was,  during  the  summer, 
created  Assistant  Fire  Marshal.  The  wisdom  of  the  selection 
is  shown  by  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  him. 

The  selection  of  several  members  of  the  Department  to 
perform  the  duties  of  Building  Inspectors  has  resulted  favorably 
to  the  city,  and  to  their  eflForts  may  be  attributed,  to  a  great 
extent  at  least,  a  reduction  of  the  fire  risk.  Their  work  has 
been  performed  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  and  for  a  full 
account  of  which  reference  is  had  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Tryon. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  renewed  obligations  I  am  under 
to  your  honorable  body  for  counsel  and  advice;  and  also  to  the 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Department  for  continued 
courtesies.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen-  -I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  work  of  this  office  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  members  of  the  Department  detailed  to  make  the 
annual  fire  survey  commenced  work  November  15,  1881,  and 
stopped  on  the  first  day  of  May,  following.  The  work  was  in 
the  hands  of  foremen  Wirth  and  Carroll  of  the  Chemical  Com- 
panies, and  assistant  foremen  O'Neil,  Weitzel  and  Kelly,  of  the 
Hook  and  Ladder  Companies.  That  they  discharged  their 
duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner  is  attested  by  the  figures  here- 
with presented. 

The  total  number  of  buildings  examined  was  nine  hundred 
and  ten. 

The  number  and  character  of  the  violations  of  the  ordin- 
ance for  the  prevention  of  fire  reported,  are  as  follows:

Since  the  last  report  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  adopt  some 
system  by  which  the  necessary  facts  relative  to  the  ^storage  of 
kerosene  oil  and  naphtha  could  be  ascertained.  This  work 
having  been  assigned  to  this  office,  and  foreman  Wirth  of 
Chemical  Companj-  No.  1  and  steersman  Nash  of  Hook  and 
Ladder  Company  No.  1,  detailed  for  duty  as  inspectors,  a  plan 
was  adopted  and  the  work  of  inspection  entered  upon  May  1st 
last.  The  inspectors  make  daily  visits  to  the  warehouses  where 
oils  are  received  and  personally  examine  the  premises.  Reports 
are  made  in  triplicate,  one  copy  l^eing  filed  with  the  Assistant 
Chief  Engineer,  another  with  the  foreman  of  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  No.  1,  and  the  third  in  this  office.  These  reports  are 
daily  consolidated  and  thus  the  Department  oflBcers  are  at  all 
times  informed  as  to  the  location  of  oils  and  explosives  received 
at  this  port,  either  for  transhipment  or  consigned  to  local 
dealers.  Since  this  system  was  inaugurated  but  one  case  of 
flagrant  violation  of  the  ordinance  has  been  reported  by  the 
inspectors.  This  was  promptly  submitted  to  the  Fire  Marshal 
who  commenced  proceedings  against  the  offending  parties  in 
the  Recorder's  Court.     The  case  is  still  pending. 

The  number  of  barrels  of  kerosene  oil  and  naphtha,  and  the 
place  of  storage  reported  by  the  inspectors  from  May  1st  to  this 
date  was,  as  follows: 
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Kerosene  oil  in  warehouse 188  barrels. 

Kerosene  oil  on  dock 1,022  barrels. 

Naphtha  on  dock 9  barrels. 

Kerosene  oil  in  street 2  barrels. 

Total 1,171  barrels. 

That  much  good  in  the  way  of  fire  prevention  can  be 
accomplished  by  a  thorough  system  of  inspection  has  already 
been  demonstrated.  Carelessness  and  a  lamentable  ignorance 
of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  are  found  where  the  least 
expected,  hence  the  inspecting  officer  seldom  enters  a  building 
without  finding  many  sources  of  danger  from  fire.  It  is  a 
pleasure,  however,  to  be  able  to  note  that  with  but  ver>'  few 
exceptions,  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  prompt 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  by  persons 
found  violating  the  same.

During  the  year  the  Department  has  lost  four  horses,  bv 
death,  as  follows:  first,  Sept.  10,  1881,  horse  Turk,  of  typhoid 
fever;  second,  January  24.,  1882,  horse  Jerry,  of  asphyxia; 
third,  March  6,  1882,  horse  No.  136,  from  marasmus,  killed  aa 
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incurable.     AutopHy  revealed  the  cause  in  atrophy  of  the  liver; 
fourth,  April  14,  1882,  horse  No.  162,  killed  by  a  fall. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  the  establishing  an  infirmary 
for  the  better  accommodation  of  sick  and  lame  horses,  has 
already  proven  the  wisdom  of  the  innovation.  Removed  from 
the  bustle  and  excitement  of  an  alarm  of  fire,  a  condition  so 
necessary  to  the  animal  of  a  nervous  temperament;  or  those 
laboring  from  an  attack  of  pulmonary  or  other  diseases  requir- 
ing roomy,  well  ventilated  stalls,  free  from  all  disturbing 
influences,  which  alone  such  accommodations  afford  are  neces- 
sary to  the  speedy  recovery  of  such  animals.  With  this  change 
the  horses  are  designated  by  numbers  instead  of  by  name  as 
heretofore.  Being  new  it  has  for  the  time  being  caused  a  little 
confusion,  which  I  believe  may  be  remedied  by  numbering  each 
stall  at  the  infirmary,  and  keeping  a  book  in  which  the  number 
of  the  horse,  and  stall  occupied  shall  be  recorded,  and  the  time 
of  leaving  the  same  entered  upon  the  book.

Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  alterations 
and  repairs  to  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  lines  during  the  year 
ending  June  30th,  1882. 

The  old  poles  have  been  removed  and  replaced  with  higher 
And  larger  poles  upon  the  following  lines,  viz:  Shelby  street 
from  Michigan  avenue  to  Larned  street;  Michigan  avenue  from 
Cass  avenue  to  Shelby  street;  Cass  avenue  from  Grand  River  to 
Michigan  avenue;  Grand  River  from  Crawford  street  to  Cass 
itreet;  Crawford  street  from  Fulton  street  to  Grand  River 
avenue;  Fulton  street  from  Crawford  street  to  alley  east  of 
Third  avenue;  and  up  this  alley  to  the  alley  notth  of  Canfield 
avenue.  This  change  made  it  possible  to  remove  our  lines 
from  the  alley  west  of  Cass  avenue  where  they  were  con- 
tinually in  trouble  owing'  to  the  constant  running  of  wires 
upon  the  telegraph  company's  poles;  and  our  lines  are  much 
improved  by  the  change. 

New  lines  of  poles  have  also  been  set  on  Twentieth  street 
from  Michigan  avenue  to  the  railroad  crossing;  on  Michigan 
avenue  from  Twentieth  street  to  May  bury  avenue;  in  the  alley 
west  of  Maybury  from  Michigan  avenue  to  Ash  street;  on 
Twenty-third  street  from  Dalzelle  street  to  Lafayette  Place;  on 
Dalzelle  street  from  Foundry  street  to  Twenty-third  street 
The  above  changes  have  enabled  us  to  remove  our  lines  from 
trees  and  other  causes  of  trouble  and  have  been  of  great  benefit 
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to  the  fire  alarm.  During  the  presen^year  the  work  of  remov- 
ing and  replacing  all  short  poles  should  be  continued  for  the 
benefit  of  the  "talking  circuit,"  for  although  it  has  been  much 
improved  by  the  changes  of  last  year  it  is  still  in  need  of  many 
changes  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city.  No  extension  of  lines 
on  boxes  have  been  made  during  the  year  but  something  should 
be  done  possibly  during  the  year  to  cover  the  rapidly  growing 
outskirts,  especially  the  territory  lying  west  of  Third  avenua 
and  north  of  McLean  street.

HARBOR  MASTER'S  REPORT. 

Patrolman  J.  W.  Moore,  detailed  as  Harbor  Master,  reports 
that  the  property  under  his  charge  consists  of  a  boat  house,  har- 
bor master's  office,  boat,  oars,  mast  and  sail,  twenty-three  life  pre- 
servers, and  dragging  apparatus  for  the  search  of  dead  bodies. 

All  the  property  except  the  boat  is  in  good  condition,  and 
that  needs  immediate  repairs. 

During  the  year  the  river  was  searched  for  nine  bodies,  four 
of  which  were  recovered.  He  was  called  upon  to  perform  har- 
bor master's  duties  fifty-six  times  during  the  year;  in  fifty-three 
cases  he  had  jurisdiction,  and  in  three  cases  no  jurisdiction. 
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There  are  twenty-three  life  preservers  under  his  charge  be- 
longing to  the  city,  nineteen  of  which  are  placed  along  the  river 
front  at  intervals,  for  immediate  use  in  case  of  emergency,  and 
four  are  held  in  reserve.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  : 

During  the  current  year  of  1881,  my  services  have  been 
required  and  given  upon  several  occasions  at  the  request  of 
the  Superintendent,  in  prosecutions  for  assault  upon  some  offi- 
cer in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  in  aiding  some  officer 
charged  with  unlawful  exercise  of  authority  vested  in  him,  and 
it  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  in  almost  every  case,  the  in- 
telligence and  official  integrity  of  the  subordinates  of  your 
force  have  been  fully  maintained  upon  an  investigation  of  the 
cases  referred  to. 

The  rapid  increase  of  population  of  this  city,  and  the  cor- 
responding increase  of  territory  to  be  more  carefully  protected 
by  the  force  under  your  control,  it  seems  to  me,  demand  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  your  force. 

An  organization  however  complete,  a  diligence  however 
great,  or  an  energy  of  purpose  however  earnest,  are  insufficient 
to  fully  enforce  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  this  city,  where 
such  enforcement  involves  the  suppression  of  gambling  houses, 
houses  of  prostitution,  the  observance  of  the  Sunday  law,  the 
regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  and  other  various  police  and 
sanitary  measures,  unless  a  sufficient  number  of  well  paid,  intel- 
ligent, and  honest  men,  in  the  proper  execution  of  their  duty, 
shall  be  sustained  by  the  best  public  sentiment. 

To  do  this,  it  is  submitted,  further   means    should    be   fur 
nished  you. 

Your  efforts  in  the  execution  of  the  delicate  duties  devolv- 
ing upon  you  as  Police  Commissioners,  exhibit   a   harmony  ol 
action,  and  a  diligence  and  earnestness  of  purpose,   which  will 
fully  sustain  you  in  the  request  for  an  increase  of  means.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  my 
annual  report : 

The  health  of  the  members  of  the  force  has  been  unusually 
good  during  the  past  year.  No  death  has  occurred,  nor  has 
there  been  any  case  of  serious  illness. 

During  the  past  year  a  properly  organized  Board  of  Health 
has  come  into  existence,  and  with  the  newly  appointed  and 
efficient  Health  Officer  to  supervise  and  direct  matters,  the 
sanitary  detail  of  the  force  can  be  made  even  more  useful  than 
in  the  past.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  present 
detail,  with  Sergeant  Burger  as  its  head,  be  continued. 

I  congratulate  you  and  the  citizens  generally,  that  the  city 
of  Detroit  is  now  singularly  free  from  the  wide  spread  pesti 
ience,  small-pox.  Certainly  no  city  in  the  northwest  has  suf- 
fered as  little  as  this  city  has,  and  I  attribute  this  exemption 
to  the  wise  measures  adopted  and  carried  into  execution  last 
summer  by  the  temporary  Board  of  Health,  whereby  the  citi- 
zens were  so  thoroughly  revaccinated.

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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


2o  the  Honorable  the  Common  CouncU : 

Gkntlkmbn — The  Poor  Commission  beg  leave  to  submit 
their  second  annual  report  herewith  : 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  relief  has  been  granted  to 
850  families,  numbering  3,349  persons.  Full  details  are  given 
in  the  statements  of  the  Superintendent  and  Secretary  hereto 
annexed.  The  Commission  feel  that  the  systems  and  practices 
inaugurated  the  previous  year  have  borne  good  results,  and  the 
present  finds  the  department  in  better  shape  than  ever.  A  well 
appointed  ambulance  has  been  added  to  the  department  during 
the  year,  and  found  to  be  of  great  utility.  While  the  ambu- 
lance is  more  particularly  designed  for  use  in  carrying  the  sick 
and  injured  poor,  it  can  also  be  called  into  requisition  by  any 
citizen  through  messenger  or  by  telephone  to  the  office  of 
the  Commission,  for  use  anywhere  within  the  city  limits 
at  a  nominal  charge.  The  order  system  has  been  changed 
and  improved  upon.  All  orders  for  groceries  and  provisions  are 
now  issued  negotiable  at  any  grocery  store  in  the  city,  instead 
of  being  drawn  upon  a  specified  store-keeper,  as  heretofore. 
Upon  the  back  of  the  order  is  printed  a  list  of  the  most  neces- 
sary articles  to  be  furnished,  and  the  store-keeper  who  honors 
the  order  is  required  to  make  affidavit  of  the  exact  goods  sup- 
plied. No  liquors  of  any  kind  can  be  obtained  on  these  orders, 
and  store-keepers,  when  presenting  them  to  the  Poor  Commis- 
sioners for  payment,  are  required  to  make  affidavit  of  that  fact 
also.  The  present  order  system  appears  to  work  admirably, 
and  the  Commission  confidently  believe  the  deserving  poor  were 
never  more  promptly,  liberally  and  satisfactorily  cared  for. 
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The  Commission  refer  to  the  advantageous  wood  contracts 
made  daring  the  past  two  years,  and  the  general  satisfaction 
on  the  part  of  the  poor  resulting  therefrom.  The  burial  con- 
tracts have  also  been  satisfactory  in  every  way.  Thorough  and 
minute  investigation  is  made  of  every  case  applying  for  aid; 
and  to  still  further  learn  about  the  affairs  of  all  applicants,  a 
visitor  is  employed  during  the  summer  months  to  visit  every 
person  helped  during  the  previous  winter,  with  a  view  of  keep- . 
ing  track  of  such  persons,  and  better  acquainting  ourselves  with 
their  general  conduct,  habits  and  occupations.  Following  out, 
and  believing  that  prompt  medical  relief  is  not  only  humane, 
but  frequently  the  means  of  preserving  health  and  preventing 
many  from  becoming  charges  upon  the  city,  the  Commission 
feel  confident  that  the  change  recently  made  by  ordinance  of 
your  honorable  body  relative  to  the  city  physicians  devot- 
ing their  whole  time  to  the  poor,  and  having  a  dispensary  and 
clerk  adjoining  this  office,  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 
The  change  will  result  in  more  prompt  and  closer  examination 
into  cases,  and  we  venture  to  predict  will  also  result  in  the  find- 
ing of  applicants  for  relief  on  account  of  sickness  who  are  not 
in  need  of  it.  The  Commission's  financial  showing  this  year  is 
again  gratifying,  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  poor  fund  be- 
ing $7,800.23.  This  year,  however,  the  Commission  will  have 
to  meet  an  additional  outlay  in  the  shape  of  the  entire  expenses 
of  the  department,  including  salaries  of  all  employ6s,  rent  of 
offices  in  the  market  building,  and  cost  of  medicines  furnished 
the  sick  poor.  In  this  connection,  it  must  also  be  remembered 
that  there  is  an  ever-increasing  demand  for  help  in  a  growing 
city  like  Detroit.  In  conclusion,  the  Commission  refer  with 
pleasure  to  the  faithful  manner  in  which  the  officers  of  the 
Department  have  discharged  their  duties  during  the  year.

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CITY  PHYSICIAN  ORDINANCE. 

Appbovbd  May  31,  1882. 


An  Ordinance  to  amend  Chapter  12  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1878. 

It  is  hereby  ardaified  by  the  People  of  t/ie  City  of  Detroit  : 

Section  1.  That  Chapter  12  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1878  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Sbotion  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June  of  each  year,  two  outdoor 
physicians  to  be  called  "City  Physicians,"  and  one  suitable 
inside  assistant,  who  shall  be  located  near  the  office  of  the  Poor 
Commission  in  its  city  dispensary,  to  attend  to,  prescribe  and 
dispense  the  necessary  medicines,  and  who  shall  be  qualified  to 
treat  in  any  emergency  such  patients  as  may  be  designated  by 
order  of  the  Poor  Commission,  Board  of  Health,  or  executive 
officers  thereof.  Each  of  these  shall  be  of  good  standing  in  their 
profession,  and  shall  possess  and  exercise  the  powers  and  duties 
hereinafter  prescribed. 

Sec.  2.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  the  City  Physicians  and  inside  assistant  shall  each  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  provided  for  in  the  city  charter. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  City  Physicians  and 
assistant,  when  directed  by  the  Poor  Commission,  Board  of 
Health,  or  the  executive  officers  thereof,  to  attend  any  sick,  dis- 
abled or  infirm  person  who  may  be  a  charge  upon  the  city,  and 
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the  outdoor  physiciaDS  ahall,  when  required,  attend  patients  for 
and  at  the  pest  house  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

Sbc.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Physicians  and 
assistant  to  vaccinate  without  charge  any  inhabitant  of  the  city 
of  Detroit  not  previously  vaccinated  within  five  years,  who  may 
apply  for  that  purpose;  and  they  shall  also  give  certificates  of 
vaccination  to  such  children  as  may  have  been  vaccinated  by 
them. 

Skc.  5.  The  City  Physicians  shall  be  furnished  by  the  city 
with  a  suitable  office  as  near  to  the  office  of  the  Poor  Commis- 
sion and  to  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  as  can  be  arranged. 
The  city  shall  provide  and  furnish  such  rooms,  and  shall  provide 
for  a  suitable  dispensary  therein,  and  shall  furnish  the  necessary 
apparatus,  medicines  and  instruments  for  the  proper  treatment 
of  the  city  poor  under  the  care  and  management  of  the  Poor 
Commission;  and  the  Board  of  Health  shall  provide  said  dispen- 
sary with  the  necessary  bovine  virus  for  vaccination,  and  the 
pest  house  with  the  necessary  medicines,  nurses  and  attendance. 

Sbc.  6.  Said  City  Physicians  and  assistant  shall  not  engage 
in  any  private  practice,  and  shall  give  their  entire  time  to  their 
duties  for  the  city,  and  one  of  the  outdoor  physicians  shall  be  in 
the  office,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Poor  Commission,  Board  of 
Health,  or  executive  officers  thereof  during  the  night  time,  and 
one  shall  visit  the  various  city  and  other  hospitals  where  charges 
upon  tha  city  are  being  treated,  and  report  weekly  the  condition 
of  the  said  charges  to  the  Poor  Commission,  on  blanks  to  be 
furnished  by  said  Commission  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  V.  Each  of  said  outdoor  City  Physicians  shall  receive 
as  full  compensation  for  his  services  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  tl,250 
per  annum,  and  the  indoor  assistant  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  not 
less  than  t600  per  annum,  payable  monthly. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  outdoor 
City  Physician  who  has  not  received  a  diploma  from  a  .respect- 
able medical  college,  and  unless  such  person  shall  have  had  at 
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least  five  years'  experience  as  a  phyflieian  and  a  resident  of  the 
city  of  Detroit;  and  the  assistant  shall  be  possessed  of  a  similar 
qualification. 

Skc.  9.  All  complaints  against  the  City  Physicians  and 
assistant  shall  be  made  to  the  Poor  Commission,  who  will,  with 
the  Board  of  Health,  investigate  the  same,  and  if  fonnd  neces- 
sary, re  j)ort  the  result  to  the  Common  Council  with  their  opinion 
thereon. 

Skc.  10.  In  cases  of  the  desired  absence  or  inability  from 
any  cause  of  a  City  Physician  or  assistant  to  attend  to  his  duties, 
he  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Health,  provide  a 
competent  physician  to  fill  his  place;  provided,  that  if  such 
absence  is  for  a  longer  period  than  two  weeks  the  consent  of 
the  ('Ommon  Council  must  be  obtained. 

Skc.  11.  In  addition  to  the  duties  hereinbefore  <lcsi^nated 
and  prescribed,  the  outdoor  City  Physicians  shall  be  health 
inspectors,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  and  comply 
with  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  prescribed  by  the  Common  Council,  Board  of  Health,  or  the 
Poor  Commission. 

Skc.  12.  This  ordinance  shall  take  immediate  effect.

Osntlbmbk — In  accordance  with  section  16  of  the  Act  estab- 
Ibhing  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  have 
the  honor  to  submit  herewith  their  eighth  annual  report,  exhibiting 
the  amount  expended  in  the  various  departments  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Board,  from  January  Ist,  1881,  to  January  Ist,  1882. 

ImprovementB,  and    General  Road  Fund. 

From  the  criticism  passed  upon  the  Board,  it  is  evident  that  the 
public  is  not  as  familiar  with  the  relative  position  of  the  Board,  with 
that  of  other  departments,  as  the  law  governing  them  provides.  It  is 
true  that  the  act  establishing  the  Board  confers  in  express  terms  cer- 
tain powers,  but  in  defining  such  powers  the  Supreme  Court  held  that 
they  were  subordinate  to  the  powers  of  the  Common  Council,  and 
when  conflicting  therewith  were  invalid  and  of  no  effect;  or  in  other 
words,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  are  held  in  all 
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matters  subject  to  the  Common  Council,  and  thereby  have  no  discre- 
tion except  in  suggesting  for  the  approval  of  said  Council  all  im- 
provements contemplated,  and  consequently  are  compelled  to  await 
the  action  of  and  compliance  by  said  Council  before  proceeding 
therewith. 

In  many  instances  improvements  are  asked  for,  but  owing  to  the 
inability  of  the  Board  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  same,  much  blame 
is  attached,  when  on  the  other  hand,  if  discretionary  powers  were 
vested  in  the  Board,  the  work  would  not  only  be  expedited,  but  also  a 
saving  of  expenditures  might  be  effected. 

The  charges  preferred  against  the  Board,  attributing  incompe- 
tency of  its  members,  are  not  only  unjust  but  without  parallel,  and  to 
verify  the  fact  the  Board  challenge  a  comparison  of  the  -working  of 
the  same,  not  only  with  the  various  departments  of  this  city  but  of 
any  other  city.  The  streets  of  the  city  of  Detroit  are,  to  a  certain 
extent,  paved  with  wood,  and  with  the  removing  of  the  pavement  by 
the  different  Boards  and  gas  companies  for  laying  pipes  therein,  and 
also  by  others  for  making  repairs  thereto,  and  not  replacing  the 
blocks  as  they  were  originally,  have  caused  not  only  depressions 
therein,  but  decay  and  wear  in  consequence  have  rendered  the  older 
paved  streets  impassable,  thereby  necessitating  a  heavy  expenditure  to 
put  them  in  a  passable  condition.  Of  improvements  of  this  nature 
the  Board  have  caused  to  be  repaired  118,320  square  yards,  which 
cost  $23,300.79,  or  about  56  per  cent,  of  the  whole  of  the  appropri- 
ation for  the  General  Road  Fund,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  sum  of 
$2,159  was  expended  for  repairing  stone  pavement,  making  a  total  of 
$25,459.79,  or  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  whole  appropriation  for  re- 
pairing both  wood  and  stone  pavement.  With  this  amount  and  the 
sum  of  $5,930.29,  diverted  therefrom  for  meeting  liabilities  of  other 
municipal  Boards,  and  losses  on  account  of  delinquent  and  erroneous 
taxes,  makes  the  whole  amount  absorbed  for  these  two  purposes 
$31,390.08,  or  about  75  percent,  of  the  whole  appropriation,  leaving 
only  25  per  cent,  to  meet  the  expenditures  required  for  other  pur- 
poses pertaining  to  the  General  Road  Fund. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  but  25  per  cent,  of  the  whole  appropri- 
ation remains  to  meet  the  expenses  incidental  to  this  fund  aside  from 
the  two  purposes  above  mentioned.  From  this  25  per  cent,  the  Board 
built,  under  the  direction  of  the  Common  Council,  stone  crosswalks 
amounting  to  $9,488.47,  against   $1,433.47   expended    for  the  same 
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purpose  in  1880,  making  the  amount  expended  for  this  purpose  $8,055 
in  excess  of  that  expended  in  1880.  Now,  having  absorbed  $40,878.55 
of  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  but  $1,221.45  of  the  whole 
appropriation  remains,  which,  with  the  credit  balance  January  1st, 
1881,  amounted  to  $22,214.22.  From  this  amount  the  Board  expended 
for  stone  intersection  sidewalks,  $2,086.40;  for  plank  intersection  side- 
walks, culverts,  etc.,  $8,124.55;  cleaning  snow  from  sidewalks  in 
front  of  city  property,  $677.52;  repairing  bridges,  $975.24;  plank 
crosswalks,  $1,325.25;  advertising  and  printing,  $473.87;  inspectors 
of  paving,  $841.50;  paving  intersections  of  streets  and  alleys,  $6,610.12; 
paving  of  intersections  of  streets  contracted  for  in  1880,  $509.12,  and 
for  various  incidental  purposes,  $992.97,  making  an  aggregate  of 
$2^616.54,  being  $402.32  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  and  balance 
on  hand. 

This  the  Board  believe  to  be  a  correct  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  General  Road  Fund  January  Ist,  1882,  so  far  as  the  expenditures 
are  concerned;  but  whether  or  no  it  will  receive  the  credit  of  the  whole 
appropriation,  is  a  matter  of  which  the  Board  has  no  knowledge;  but, 
approximating  the  loss  on  collection  of  taxes  on  a  basis  of  former 
years,  it  is  believed  that  the  amount  received  for  this  purpose  will  be 
about  $2,000,  or  5  per  cent,  less  than  the  amount  that  should  be  re- 
ceived; but  presuming  that  the  whole  amount,  $63,092.77,  is  collected, 
togetner  with  $2,139.93  collected  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
$620.01  balance  of  delinquent  taxes,  1879,  credited,  and  $218.62  de- 
linquent sidewalk  assessments  transferred,  added  thereto,  will  make 
the  aggregate  which  this  fund  is  entitled  to,  amount  to  $66,071.33,  and 
leave  a  credit  balance  above  the  expenditures  of  $1,354.79. 

Funds. 

As  regards  the  moneys  appropriated  for  public  improvements,  the 
funds  of  each  are  separate  and  distinct;  and  although  there  may  be  a 
sufficiency  of  money  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  demands  for  public 
improvements,  yet  if  not  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  requiring  the  same, 
is  held  sacred  and  not  applied  to  any  purpose  except  that  for  which 
it  was  raised,  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  when,  if  there  be  any 
surplus,  it  is  transferred  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

This  disposition  of  the  surplus  funds  requires  full  estimates  for 
improvements  for  the  ensuing  year,  without  deriving  any  benefit  from 
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balances  which  do  accrue  and  might  be  applied  if  carried  forward 
from  year  to  year  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  appropriated. 
If  this  latter  course  was  pursued,  instead  of  accumulating  a  fund  to 
meet  the  bonded  indebtedness  maturing  years  hence,  it  would  materi- 
ally lessen  the  taxes  to  meet  the  present  demands  of  the  public. 

Taxes. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  year  estimates  are  prepared  show 
ing  the  amount  required  to  meet  current  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year. 
These  estimates  are  generally  cut  down  from  20  to  33  per  cent.,  and 
in  addition  thereto  there  is  a  loss  on  account  of  erroneous  taxes  of 
five  per  cent.,  thereby  crippling  on  the  start  the  movements  of  the 
machinery  by  curtailing  the  necessary  supplies.  In  a  business  point 
of  view,  the  deficiency  arising  from  this  course  should  be  provided 
for,  but  instead  of  which  these  delinquent  taxes  are  merged  into 
other  matters  and  lost  sight  of,  except  occasionally  we  hear  of  city 
bids,  but  for  what  year  no  one  knoweth.  Inasmuch  as  specific  sums 
are  appropriated  annually,  a  showing  should  be  made  of  the  whole 
amount  collected,  the  amount  of  unpaid  taxes  on  real  estate  and  per- 
sonal property,  and  the  amount  of  erroneous  assessments  for  each  year, 
thereby  preventing  the  misleading  of  the  public  in  the  supposition 
that  the  whole  amount  appropriated  has  been  absorbed  for  the  pur- 
pose intended.  If  this  course  is  deemed  impracticable  by  the  finance 
department,  then  a  deficiency  fund  should  be  established  to  meet  the 
losses  sustained  in  the  non-collection  of  taxes.  By  giving  this  fund 
the  benefit  of  the  interest,  charges,  etc.,  accruing  on  delinquent  taxes, 
and  a  nominal  appropriation  annually,  it  would  not  only  prevent  mis- 
understanding, but  give  each  fund  the  full  amount  appropriated. 

Detroit  covers  an  area  of  territory  measuring  4.071  miles  by  3.068 
miles,  and  the  streets  and  alleys  therein  paved  measure  96.20  miles, 
and  to  keep  them  in  passable  condition  it  costs,  on  a  basis  of  the  whole 
number  of  miles,  $26.41^^  per  mile,  or  2l-ffi^if  cents  per  square  yard, 
for  actual  repairs  made. 

The  street  pavement  is  mostly  wood,  and  as  time  advances  the 
cost  of  keeping  them  in  repair  must  naturally  increase.  The  repairing 
of  street  pavement  is  a  question  of  much  moment,  and  should  receive 
the  consideration  by  your  honorable  body  which  the  importance  of  the 
same  demands.     Property>owners  contend  that  in  re-paying  streets 
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the  extraordinary  cost  of  the  same  is  burdensome,  and,  inasmuch  as  it 
is  a  public  convenience,  the  same  should  not  only  be  kept  in  repair, 
but  re-paved  at  the  expense  of  the  public  at  large.  In  many  in- 
stances persons  who  are  burdened  with  this  expense  have  no  vehicles, 
and,  consequently,  do  not  use  the  streets;  but  this  matters  not,  for  on 
re-paving  the  same  they  are  compelled  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  same  by 
direct  assessment  on  their  lots.  This,  it  is  claimed,  is  not  only  unjust, 
but  from  decisions  made  by  courts  in  other  cities,  is  illegal.  There  is 
a  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  original 
paving,  but  to  compel  them  to  replace  the  same  from  time  to  time  is 
not  only  burdensome,  but  in  many  instances  distressing '  and  causes 
loss  of  property. 

It  is  said  that  the  city  has  been  most  liberal  in  supplying  the 
demands  of  the  Board  with  money  in  meeting  the  requirements  for 
public  improvements,  and  imputing  to  the  Board  recklessness  in  the 
expenditure  of  the  same.  This  charge  the  Board  pronounces  to  be 
without  foundation.  In  submitting  estimates  for  the  various  public 
improvements  the  Board  asked  in  the  aggregate  for  $226,900,  and  the 
Board  of  Estimates  allowed  $154,270,  reducing  the  whole  amount 
$72,630,  or  about  32  per  cent,  less  than  asked  for.  In  the  General 
Road  Fund  the  Board  asked  for  $64,450,  and  the  Board  of  Estimates 
allowed  $42,100,  reducing  the  amount  $22,350,  or  about  35  per  cent, 
less  than  actually  required.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  instead  of  being 
most  liberal  in  responding  to  the  wishes  of  the  Board,  the  Board  has 
been  most  parsimoniously  dealt  with,  and,  in  consequence  were  com- 
pelled to  labor  under  many  disadvantages  in  discharging  their  various 
trusts.  When  the  vast  expanse  of  territory  over  which  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  is  called  to  supervise  and  meet  the  requirements  of 
125,000  people  scattered  in  every  direction,  appealing  for  additional 
attention,  is  taken  into  consideration,  it  is  asked  why  so  much  fault- 
finding? Is  it  expected  that  with  a  limited  capital  and  35  per  cent, 
less  than  the  actual  cost,  the  Board  can  meet  the  demands  of  such  a 
multitude  of  people  without  complaint?  On  one  side  is  the  Common 
Council  and  the  people  demanding  the  expenditure  of  the  appropria- 
tions, and  on  the  other  side  the  Board  of  Estimates  stand  firm  in  cur- 
tailing the  requirements  of  the  Board  in  meeting  these  demands. 
How  enviable  the  situation!  Notwithstanding  the  many  imputations 
t^ast  upon  the  Board,  the  improvements  made  during  the  past  year, 
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the  cleanliness  of  the  city,  and  its  freedom  from  malarial  disease,  will 
bear  witness  that  instead  of  deserving  censure,  should  reflect,  under 
the  disadvantages  existing,  credit  on  those  who  have  the  matter  in 
charge. 

Public  Buildings. 

During  the  past  year  the  upper  floor  in  the  structure  known  as 
the  Central  Market  building  has  been  converted  into  offices,  to  be  oc- 
cupied by  the  Health  Officer,  Belle  Isle  Commissioners,  Poor  Commis- 
sioners, and  Inspector  of  Boilers.  In  addition  to  constructing  these 
offices  in  thi^  building,  the  boiler  purchased  for  electric  light  purposes 
was  placed  therein,  and  pipes  for  heating  purposes  attached  thereto 
and  connected  with  the  radiators,  thereby  affording  heat  for  the  whole 
building. 

In  this  building  the  floor  above  that  on  which  the  offices  are  lo- 
cated could  be  so  utilized  as  to  afford  sufficient  room  and  offices  for 
the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Superior  and  Recorder's  Courts. 
To  make  the  same  of  easy  access,  an  elevator,  run  by  steam  or  hy- 
draulic power,  should  be  placed  therein. 

The  whole  amount  expended  in  litting  up  the  offices  in  this  build- 
ing, and  placing  the  heating  apparatus  in  said  building,  amounted  to 
$5,940.11. 

At  the  Hospital  grounds,  in  the  township  of  Grosse  Point,  a 
building  intended  for  a  pest  house  or  hospital,  for  the  reception  of 
small-pox  cases,  was  constructed,  and  is  now  occupied  by  the  lessee 
of  the  farm  as  a  residence. 

The  distance  of  these  grounds  from  the  city,  in  the  opinion  of 
those  versed  in  such  matters,  renders  the  building  impracticable  for  the 
purpose  intended,  and  must  so  remain  until  more  satisfactory  facilities 
are  obtained  for  reaching  the  locality.  This  building,  with  the  necessary 
appendages  thereunto  belonging,  cost  $3,334.74. 

A  shed  to  protect  horses  against  the  inclemency  of  the  weather 
was  constructed  on  the  grounds  occupied  by  the  Poundmaster  in  the 
Western  District.     This  shed  cost  about  $28. 

Belle  Isle  Park. 

For  the  convenience  of  so  much  of  the  public  as  visit  this  island 
in  small  boats,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  construct  a  new  dock  in 
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place  of  the  old  dilapidated  structure  near  the  beach  in  front  of  the 
Lorimer  House,  so  called.  The  spiles  for  this  structure  were  cut 
from  trees  standing  on  the  island,  and  the  labor  performed  by  laborers 
under  the  supervision  of  tjie  Board.  In  addition  thereto,  the  Board 
caused  a  portion  of  the  dock,  at  which  a  larger  class  of  vessels  land, 
to  be  re-planked,  and  several  spring  piles  to  be  driven,  thereby  ren- 
dering the  same  safe  from  accident.  The  Board  also  caused  a  space 
of  ground  on  the  northerly  shore  of  the  island  to  be  enclosed  with  a 
board  fenco,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  a  suitable  place  (for  those 
who  so  desired)  for  bathing,  without  exposure  to  public  gaze.  To 
make  these  improvements  it  cost  1974.56. 

Public  Sewers. 

Owing  to  the  incapacity  of  the  outlets  and  sewers  in  Cass  and 
Second  streets,  new  outlets  and  sewers  were  necessarily  constructed 
therein.  These  sewers  are  different  in  their  design  from  those  hereto- 
fore constructed,  thereby  adding  material  strength  as  well  as  capacity 
thereto.  They  consist  of  two  cylinders  joined  together,  with  an 
arched  covering,  and  affording  a  capacity  of  two  outlets  in  one  for 
drjinage  purposes.  Also,  instead  of  leaving  the  surface  of  the  street 
in  a  condition  for  settling,  the  arches  form  a  foundation  for  solidity 
heretofore  unsurpassed. 

The  sewers  in  Fort,  Beaubien  and  Russell  streets,  for  the  same 
reason,  were  removed,  and  sewers  of  greater  capacity  and  depth 
were  built  therein. 

During  the  past  year  ten  public  sewers  were  commenced,  and, 
except  the  Second  street  sewer,  were  all  completed.  This  sewer,  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1882,  was  completed  as  far  as  Lamed  street, 
and  will  be  extended  under  existing  contracts  to  Congress  street,  and 
in  Congress  street  to  Fourth  street.  The  sewers  completed  measure 
in  length  7,473  lineal  feet,  and  cost  140,019.86,  or  an  average  of 
♦^•35^oVt>  P^''  lineal  foot. 

Lateral  Sewers. 

Notwithstanding  the  adverse  decisions  in  relation  to  the  powers 
of  the  city  over  alleys  in  ordering  improvements  to  be  made  therein, 
there  has  been  no  relaxation  on  the  part  of  the  public  in  demanding 
facilities  for  drainage,  nor  a  want  of  promptness  on  the  part  of  the 
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people  in  meeting  the  cost  of  the  same.  During  the  year  forty-six 
(against  thirty-six  in  1880)  Lateral  Sewers  were  contracted  for  and 
completed. 

These  sewers,  if  continuous,  would  measure  four  miles  and  eleveii 
hundred  and  sixty-one  feet,  or  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  seven- 
teen and  a  half  feet  in  excess  of  Lateral  Sewers  built  in  1880. 

The  whole  cost  of  Lateral  Sewers  constructed  in  1880  was  $12,- 
315.32  or  an  average  of  69^  cents  per  lineal  foot.  The  cost  of  the 
Lateral  Sewers  built  this  year,  amounted  to  $21,561.08  or  an  average 
of  a  fraction  over  96  cents  per  lineal  foot,  being  an  advance  over  the 
cost  of  Lateral  Sewers  built  in  1880  of  about  thirty  per  cent.  This 
is  owing  principally  to  the  enhanced  cost  of  labor  and  material. 

The   total   length   of  Lateral  Sewers  now  tributary  to  public 
sewers,  including  the  above,  is  ninety-seven  miles  and  eleven  hundred 
and  ninety  feet,  and  cost  $520,480.87  or  an  average  of  about  $1.0if 
per  lineal  foot.     These  sewers  in  capacity  measure  15x20  and  18x24 
and  afford  all  the  drainage  necessary  for  private  purposes. 

Receiving  Basins. 

Forty  stone  Receiving  Basins  and  ninety-three  pipe  or  grate 
basins  were  constructed  during  the  past  year.  The  amount  expended 
for  this  purpose  was  $7,174.26. 

To  construct  these  basins,  it  required  7,691  feet  of  12  inch  sewer 
pipe,  39  feet  of  8  inch  pipe,  99  feet  of  9  inch  pipe,  40  feet  of  15  inch 
pipe,  75  feet  of  18  inch  pipe,  22  feet  of  6  inch  pipe,  502  curves,  63 
branches,  8  elbows,  121  traps,  284  barrels  of  sand  and  570  barrels  of 
water  lime;  also  93  sewer  grates,  9  sewer  covers  and  bases,  2840  brick, 
and  in  addition  thereto  the  necessary  flagging  for  stone  basins. 

In  addition  to  the  Receiving  Basins  aforementioned,  the  Board 
caused  to  be  constructed,  a  sewer  intersecting  Receiving  Basins  on 
Arch  street,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets.  This  sewer  is  325 
feet  in  length  and  cost  $341.25  or  at  the  rate  of  $1.05  per  lineal  foot. 

The  Board  also  expended  during  the  past  year  for  cleaning, 
repairing  and  transferring  Receiving  Basins,  $2,449.56;  for  repairing 
sewers,  $1,243.49;  for  filling  in  trenches  and  leveling  dirt  over  Lateral 
Sewers,  $390.05;  printing  and  advertising,  $259.02;  Superintendent 
of  Repairs,  &c.,  $1,095.50;  Inspectors  of  Lateral  Sewers,  $915.00;  and 
for  tools  and  nails,  $98.42;  aggregating  $6,792.29  in  addition  to  the 
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amount  expended  for  oonstmoting  Receiving  Basins,  making  $13,- 
966.55,  being  the  whole  amount  expended  for  General  Sewer  pur- 
poses. 

The  General  Sewer  Fund,  upon  which  the  Board  heretofore  relied 
to  meet  the  cost  of  repairs  and  building  Receiving  Basins  has  been, 
owing  to  a  doubt  as  to  its  legality,  abandoned,  and  to  meet  the  cost 
of  maintaining  sewers  and  building  basins,  an  appropriation  therefor 
must  necessarily  be  made.  The  expenditures  for  this  purpose  average 
about  $14,000.00  annually.  In  the  estimates  made  for  1881,  the 
Board  included  therein  the  sum  of  $15,000.00,  but  owing  to  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  fund  in  which  this  amount  was  classed,  the  appro- 
priation was  stricken  off. 

Receiving  Basins. 

The  following  is  a  table  showing  the  whole  number  of  receiving 
basins,  grates,  etc.,  and  where  located:

Paving. 

Although  niach  experience  has  been  had  in  this  city  in  pav  ing 
matters,  still  a  diversity  of  opinion  exists  as  to  what  constitutes  a  sat- 
isfactory pavement.  It  is  considered  that  stone  is  the  most  durable, 
but  while  being  durable,  the  question  arises  is  it  the  most  economical? 

Take  stone  and  trim  the  same  so  as  to  form  a  level  surface;  it  will 
cost  at  least  two-thirds  more  than  wood,  thus  showing  that  woodpave- 
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ment  can  be  laid  three  times  for  the  amoant  which  it  would  cost  to 
pave  with  stone  once. 

Thus,  in  a  business  point  of  view,  parties  who  are  compelled  to 
pay  for  the  pavement  naturally  incline  toward  the  lesser  amount  on 
the  outset,  holding  that  the  interest  on  the  difference  in  the  cost  will 
aid  materially  if  not  wholly  in  re-paving  with  wood.  As  evidence  of 
this  fact,  the  Board  would  cite  the  cost  of  re-paving  Wood  bridge 
and  Congress  streets.  Woodbridge  street  was  re-paved  with 
Medina  stone,  and  cost  $2.29  per  square  yard,  and  Congress  street  was 
re-paved  with  cedar  block  pavement,  and  cost  96  cents  per  square  yard, 
being  about  140  per  cent.^ess  than  it  costs  to  pave  with  Medina  stone. 

Streets  Paved. 

The  wood  pavement  on  Woodbridge  street,  between  Woodward 
avenue  and  Shelby  street,  was  taken  up  and  the  street  re-paved  with 
Medina  stone.  This  street  measured  in  length  684.61  lineal  feet,  con- 
tained 2,376.72  square  yards,  and  cost  $5,463.56,  or  an  average  of  about 
$2.29-^^^^  per  square  yard.  The  cobble  and  limestone  pavement  on 
Congress  street,  between  Shelby  and  First  streets,  was  taken  up,  and 
the  street  paved  with  cedar  block  pavement.  This  street  measured 
1,017.70  feet  in  length,  contained  3,302 ^f^  square  yards,  and  cost 
$3,198,  or  an  average  of  about  96^^q^5^  cents  per  square  yard.  Nine 
streets  were  graded  and  paved  entire,  and  in  addition  thereto  a  por- 
tion of  John  R  street  was  graded  and  paved. 

These  streets  measure  in%  length  10,122^\fy  feet,  or  31,7463«i^ 
square  yards,  and  cost  about  $1.24^^^^  per  square  yard.  The  total 
number  of  square  yards  of  streets  paved  and  re-paved  is  37,426.55,  of 
which  28,387.99  square  yards  were  cedar  blocks,  and  9,038.56  square 
yards  cobble  and  Medina  stone,  and  cost  $48,136.67,  or  an  average  of 
about  $1.25-}^^  P^^  square  yard.  The  length  of  streets  paved  and 
re-paved  this  year  is  2^^/^  miles. 

The  total  length  of  streets  paved  and  re-paved  is  109^^^^  miles, 
and  cost  $3,470,190.05,  or  an  average  of  about  $5.99  jV\r  per  lineal  foot. 

Alleys. 

Six  alleys  were  paved  with  cobble  stone  pavement.  The  number 
of  square  yards  contained  therein  is  4,386 j^^,  and  cost  $5,418.04,  or 
an  average  of  about  $1.2S'fipp  per  square  yard. 
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The  total  length  of  alleys  paved  this  year  is  2,246^  lineal  feet, 
and  with  the  alleys  hitherto  paved  measure  10^^^  miles,  and  cost 
$183,764.47,  or  an  average  of  about  $3.18^^  P^^  lineal  foot.

Repairing  Pavement. 

The  wood  pavemeDt  which  has  been-  laid  aboat  ten  or  twelve 
years,  of  which  fourteen  -^^  miles  was  laid  in  18Y1,  is  now  in  a  con- 
dition to  require  extraordinary  repairs,  and  the  sum  annually  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose  is  insufficient  and  must  necessarily  be 
increased. 

During  the  past  year  118,330  square  yards  of  wood  pavement 
was  repaired,  of  which  30,867  square  yards  was  in  the  Eastern  Dis- 
trict and  87,463  square  yards  in  the  Western  district. 

The  whole  cost  for  repairing  this  pavement  amounted  to 
$22,637.54  or  an  average  of  about  19  yV^y  cents  per  square  yard. 

Stone  Pavement. 

15,371  square  yards  of  stone  pavement  was  repaired  during  the 
past  year  and  cost  $2,822.25  or  an  average  of  about  18-^V  cents  per 
square  yard. 

The  Board  would  call  your  attention  to  the  following  extract 
contained  in  the  City  Engineer's  report  for  1880,  and  recommend  your 
favorable  consideration  of  the  same. 

"Considerable  complaint  is  made  because  of  the  necessity  for 
re-paving  and  renewing  so  frequently  the  street  pavements  of  the 
city.  There  is  no  question  but  what  this  necessity  is  due  in  a  large 
extent  to  the  wearing  and  cutting  of  the  pavements  by  the  use 
thereon  of  narrow  tires  on  the  many  vehicles  in  daily  use  for  the  pur- 
pose of  heavy  trucking. 

"I  believe  that  the  cause  of  complaint  can  be  substantially 
removed  and  the  life  of  our  pavements  lengthened  by  the  passage 
and  enforcement  ofa  stringent  ordinance  regulating  and  prescribing  the 
width  of  tires  to  be  used  on  vehicles  for  hauling  freight  and  all  bulky 
articles.  This  matter  is  very  important,  and  I  submit  it  for  your 
serious  consideration." 

Grading  Unpaved  Streets. 

The  unpaved  streets  are  worked  and  leveled  each  spring  so  as  to 
render  the  same  passable  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  season. 

The  work  is  performed  by  day  labor,  with  the  aid  of  the  shovel 
and  the  hoe  as  implements.  As  heretofore  suggested  the  Board  is  of 
the  opinion  that  for  work  of  this  nature  a  Steam  Road  Roller  with  a 
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weight  of  fifteen  tons  is  indispensable.  Had  the  Board  such  a 
machine,  it  would  greatly  facilitate  not  only  the  working  of  unpaved 
streets,  but  also  be  of  much  service  in  laying  foundations  of  road 
beds  preparatory  to  paving  the  same. 

During  the  past  year,  about  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  miles 
of  unpaved  streets  were  worked  and  leveled,  and  cost  $16,157.34  or 
an  average  of  about  $96.75  per  mile. 

« 

Gleaning  Paved  Streets. 

In  this  department  much  agitation  has  been  had  as  to  the  mode 
of  performing  the  work,  many  believing  that  the  work  on  streets,  as 
now  performed,  is  not  only  expensive,  but  ineffective,  and  suggest  a 
change  from  day  labor  to  the  •  use  of  sweeping  machines,  alleging 
that  for  quick  and  thorough  cleaning  of  the  streets  they  are  an  indis- 
pensable aid.  It  is  stated  that  in  Washington,  with  one  of  these 
machines  drawn  by  one  horse  and  served  by  one  man,  an  area  of 
5,400  square  yards  of  street  can  be  cleaned  in  one  hour,  which  would 
otherwise  undoubtedly  require  twelve  or  fifteen  men.  In  order  that 
the  sweepings  may  be  cleaned  away  with  rapidity,  many  wagons 
with  a  retinue  of  laborers  to  load  them  will  be  required.  If  it  will 
require  fifteen  men  to  perform  this  amount  of  work  in  an  hour,  the 
cost  of  the  same  will  be  about  $1.87,  or  if  paid  on  the  same  basis  as 
such  work  cost  this  year  it  would  amount  to  $2.21;  when  on  the 
other  hand,  to  perform  the  same  work  with  a  machine  the  cost  of  the 
same  will  amount  to  about  30  cents,  or  $1.57  and  $1.91  less  than  by 
day  labor. 

This  fact  being  significant  of  the  difference  between  day  labor 
and  the  machine  for  this  purpose,  does  not  require  comment  as  to 
what  course  to  pursue. 

During  the  past  year  the  paved  streets  were  cleaned  from  three 
to  ten  times  each,  and,  approximating  the  distance  by  the  number  of 
times  cleaned,  they  measured  371yVi^(^  miles,  and  cost  $22,504.84  or 
an  average  of  about  $60.53^  per  mile,  or  about  ^VlAr  ^^  ^  ^^^^  P^i* 
square  yard.

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For  the  construction  and  repair  of  plank  intersection  sidewalks, 
crosswalks,  culverts,  etc.,  etc.,  the  lumber  was  purchased  by  the  Board 
under  contract  and  the  labor  performed  by  men  in  the  employ  of  the 
Board.  The  quantity  of  lumber  used  for  this  purpose  measured 
406,631  feet  find  cost  $5,005.98,  or  an  average  of  about  $12.31  per 
thousand  feet. 

Wood  and  Iron  Lamp  Posts. 

During  the  past  year  there  wore  erected  46  iron  lamp  posts  and 
320  wood  lamp  posts. 

The  whole  number  of  lamp  posts  now  in  use  is  3,503,  of  which 
1,869  are  iron  and  1,724  are  wood. 

Russell  Street  Cemetery. 

The  remains  of  1,668  persons  were  disinterred  and  removed  from 
this  cemetery  to  the  Hospital  burial  grounds  in  Grosse  Point,  and  in- 
terred therein.     The  amount  expended  for  this  purpose  was  $1,952.04.

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APPENDIX. 


Extract  firom  a  Treatise  on  OleaDsing  Streets. 

As  information  tending  to  advance  interest  in  the  cleansing  of 
streets  is  desirable,  the  following  extract,  applicable  to  our  streets, 
from  a  treatise  by  H.  Perry  Boulnois,  of  England,  relative  to  streets^ 
i«  appended: 

STBBBT   CLEANSING. 

"Clean,  well-swept  streets  not  only  add  materially  to  the  pros- 
perous appearance  of  a  city,  but  they  also  have  a  very  marked  influ- 
ence "upon  its  health,  and  upon  the  morals  of  its  inhabitants;  wet  and 
muddy,  badly  formed,  ill-drained  streets,  cause  dampness  in  the  sub- 
soil of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  vicinity,  and  a  humidity  in  the  at- 
mosphere, both  of  which  tend  to  produce  a  low  standard  of  health  in 
their  neighborhood^  irrespective  of  the  wet  surface  through  which 
pedestrians  have  to  pass  whenever  they  are  obliged  to  cross  such  streets. 
Dusty  streets,  too,  are  very  injurious,  from  the  fact  of  persons  inhal- 
ing the  gritty,  silicate-loaded  air  arising  from  them;  such  an  atmos- 
phere is  known  to  produce  disease  of  the  lungs,  even  when  it  is  free 
from  the  dust  arising  from  horse  droppings  or  other  organic  impuri- 
ties. "  Professor  Tyndall,  in  his  experiments,  has  proven  that  dusty 
air  is  alive  with  the  germs  of  the  bacteria  of  putrefaction,  while  the 
pure,  fresh  air  which  he  gathered  on  a  mountain  peak  in  the  Alps  is 
innocent  of  such  germs,  and  is  absolutely  powerless  to  produce  any 
organisms."  Persons  living  in  streets  that  are  improperly  swept  or 
watered  are  unable  to  open  the  doors  or  windows  of  their  houses 
with  impunity  by  reason  of  the  dust. 

"Street  cleansing  is  effected  either  by  hand  or  by  machinery. 
As  to  which  is  the  most  economical,  much  depends  upon  the  value  of 
labor,  and  also  upon  the  condition  of  the  streets  to  be  dealt  with; 
but  in  point  of  time,  and  as  a  general  rule,  the  value  of  a  sweeping 
machine  is  undoubted. 
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"In  the  city  of  Paris,  an  area  of  about  13,000,000  square  yards 
of  streets  arc  cleansed  between  three  and  six  o'clock  a.  m.  in  the  sum- 
mer months,  and  four  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  winter.  This  work,  in 
connection  with  the  collection  of  the  horse  refuse,  employs  2,200  men, 
950  women  and  30  boys,  besides  190  sweeping  machines. 

CLEANING   SNOW   FROM   SIDEWALKS. 

"The  easiest  and  quickest  method  of  effecting  a  thorough 
cleansing  of  sidewalks  from  snow  is  by  an  application  of  salt,  and 
then  to  sweep  off  the  slush  that  is  engendered.  Medical  men  and 
others,  however,  assert  that  the  practice  of  putting  salt  with  the 
snow  is  to  make  a  freezing  mixture,  which  is  detrimental  to  the 
health  of  persons  walking  on  such  mixture. 

STREET  SPRINKLING. 

**  The  effective  sprinkling  of  streets  during  the  summer  months  is 
an  important  matter,  not  only  on  sanitary  grounds,  but  also  from  the 
fact  that  considerable  damage  may  be  caused  in  the  neighboring 
stores  and  dwellings  if  something  is  not  done  to  prevent  the  clouds 
of  deleterious  and  decaying  refuse,  of  which  the  dust  is  composed, 
from  being  blown  about.  In  the  city  of  London  alone  the  watering 
of  the  streets  and  roads  employs,  in  addition  to  a  staff  of  surveyors, 
inspectors  and  foremen,  about  1,500  men,  and  an  equal  number  of 
horses  and  carts;  and  in  order  to  lay  the  dust  effectually,  about 
30,000  tons  of  water  must  be  spread  upon  the  streets  every  day,  the 
cost  of  this  work  being  nearly  $1,000,000  per  annum,  upon  an  average 
of  120  days,  when  watering  becomes  necessary. 

"  One  of  the  methods  for  watering  streets  is  to  run  a  lead  pipe 
along  the  side  of  the  curb,  on  each  side  of  the  street  to*be  sprinkled, 
small  gratings  or  shields  being  fixed  in  the  pipe  at  intervals  of  twelve 
inches,  and  the  remaining  space  filled  with  asphalt.  Small  holes  are 
then  bored  in  the  pipe  through  the  openings  in  the  shields.  The 
pipe  is  connected  with  the  water  main  in  the  street,  and  is  provided, 
with  the  necessary  stop-cocks,  etc.  On  the  water  being  turned  on, 
four  jets  are  thrown  in  different  directions  upon  the  surface  of  the 
street.  The  expense^^of  this  method,|it  is  stated,  is  about  $4,000 
per^mile,'.but^  the  J  expense  afterward  should  not  exceed  the  wages  of 
one  man,  atfabout^  $2  per  day,  to^  manipulate  the  necessary  work, 
and  the  interest  on  the  outlay  and  depreciation  of  pipes,  etc. 
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*'  In  Paris  and  other  continental  cities  the  sprinkling  is  effected 
by  hose  and  reels,  or  by  portable  iron  tubes. 

"It  is  stated  that  a  water  cart  will  sprinkle  twice  a  day  a  superfi- 
cial area  of  23,849  yards.  Sprinkling  streets  with  a  largely  diluted 
disinfectant,  such  as  ^Sanitas,'  in  the  liquid  form,  is  frequently  of 
great  benefit,  and  where  it  can  be  afforded  it  should  be  occasionally 
done,  especially  in  the  narrow  streets  and  more  crowded  districts  of 
a  city." 
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ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Hon,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  CUy  of  DetroU: 

GENTiiEMEN — I  herewith  most  respectfully  submit  to  your  Hon- 
orable body  ihy  report  for  the  year  ending  January  Ist,  1882: 

STBBET   PAVEMENT. 

This  branch  of  public  improvement  has  not  been  as  extensive 
this  year  as  others,  owing  partially  to  the  length  of  time  in  which  it 
took  to  perfect  the  specifications  for  doing  the  work,  and  also  for  the 
reason  that  on  commencement  of  the  work  the  bids  for  several  streets 
were  rejected  and  had  to  be  re-advertised.  The  class  of  work  per- 
formed this  year  by  the  contractors  under  the  supervision  of  your 
Honorable  body,  has  been  first-class.  There  were  submitted  from 
this  office  fourteen  estimates  for  the  paving  of  streets,  all  of  which 
were  contracted  for.  Of  this  number  ten  were  completed  and  two 
partially.  The  other  two  were  not  commenced,  owing  to  the  lateness 
of  the  season,  and  the  fact  that  the  law  required  that  the  work  should 
be  completed  before  the  Ist  day  of  November. 

The  total  length  of  streets  contracted  for  was  2^^^^  miles;  of 
this  amount  2^^/^  miles  were  completed,  leaving  Of^^^^  of  a  mile 
unfinished. 

The  pavement  this  year  has  been  the  same  as  former  years,  cedar 
blocks  on  sand  foundation,  divided  as  follows:  6,180^^^  lineal  feet 
being  wood  entire,  and  5,958^^0^  lineal  feet  wood  center  and  stone 
gutters,  and  684^jj^  lineal  feet  of  Medina  stone.  The  stone  pavement 
on  Congress  street,  from  Shelby  street  to  First  street,  was  taken  up 
and  replaced  with  cedar  blocks.  The  grade  of  this  street  was  also 
changed  under  the  direction  of  your  Honorable  body,  which  made 
a  decided  improvement  in  the  appearance  thereof.  The  pine  block 
pavement  (Stowe  patent)  on  Woodbridge  street,  from  Woodward 
avenue  to  Shelby  street,  was  taken  up  and  replaced  with  Medina 
stone.     This  improvement  was  very  much  needed. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  miles  of  pavement 
laid  each  year  since  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works:

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  actual  total  miles  of  pave- 
ment in  this  city  at  the  present  time  65^^^  miles  have  been  put  down 
since  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  There  are  at 
the  present  time  several  of  our  principal  streets  which  require  atten- 
tion, and  should  be  re-paved,  as  it  will  not  pay  to  spend  any  more 
money  on  them  for  repairs.  Of  the  streets  I  allude  to,  Woodward 
avenue,  from  Adams  avenue  to  Willis  avenue,  is  in  a  very  bad  condi- 
tion, and  should  be  re-paved  the  coming  season.  The  width  of  the 
pavement  on  this  avenue  should  be  increased  from  46  to  50  feet 
A  width  of  50  feet  can  be  obtained  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  distance  without  affecting  the  shade  trees  on  the  avenue  or  doing 
any  serious  damage  to  the  property.  The  width  of  the  pavement  at 
present,  with  the  exception  of  the  portion  between  Adams  avenue 
and  High  street,  is  36-40  and  42  feet,  which,  on  account  of 
the  double  track  for  the  street  railway,  leaves  but  room  for  one 
vehicle  to  travel  between  the  curb  and  street  railway  track.  The 
grade  of  this  avenue  should  also  be  changed.  Gratiot  avenue,  from 
Randolph  street  to  Dequindre  street,  should  be  repaved.  I  would 
recommend  that  this  avenue  be  re-paved  with  Medina  stone;  likewise 
Croghan  street,  from  Randolph  street  to  St.  Aubin  avenue.  This 
street  is   at   present   paved  with   Sandusky  quarry  stone,  and  was 
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put  down  in  1 866.  I  would  recommend  that  this  street  be  re-paved 
with  Medina  stone,  and  that  the  grade  of  the  street  be  changed  so  as 
to  provide  better  drainage,  the  present  grade  being  altogether  too  flat 
and  not  sufficient  to  carry  the  water  off  thoroughly. 

Grand  River  avenue  will  require  re-paving  within  a  short  time, 
although  f(»r  the  present  the  avenue  has  been  made  quite  passable  by 
the  repairs  made  to  the  same.  The  jury  in  the  matter  of  opening 
Woodbridge  street,  from  Tenth  street  to  the  city  limits,  having  re* 
ported  favorably  to  the  same,  and  the  proceedings  having  been  con- 
firmed by  the  Recorder's  Court,  the  city  has  now  got  control  of  the 
same,  and  as  soon  as  the  obstructions  in  the  line  of  this  improvement 
are  removed  it  should  receive  immediate  attention.  The  new  Union 
Depot  Company  having  purchased  all  the  ground  between  Wood- 
bridge  street  and  the  river,  from  Twelfth  street  to  Seventeenth-and- 
one-half  street,  and  having  commenced  operations  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  same  and  erection  of  depot  buildings,  which,  when  com- 
pleted, will  bring  an  immense  amount  of  travel  on  this  street.  I 
would  recommend  that  this  street  be  also  paved  with  Medina  stone. 
By  so  doing  it  will  greatly  relieve  other  streets  in  this  vicinity. 

I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  body  to  the 
necessity  of  an  ordinance  regulating  the  width  of  tires  on  vehicles 
used  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  freight  and  all  bulky  articles.  On 
the  27th  of  May,  1880,  an  ordinance  in  relation  to  this  matter  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Common  Council  from  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and 
City  Attorney,  which  was  read  first  and  second  time  by  its  title  and 
laid  on  the  table.  This  ordinance  with  some  amendments  should  be 
passed,  and  I  would  recommend  that  your  Honorable  body  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  this  matter. 

Alleys  Paved. 

Estimates  were  made  and  submitted  from  this  office  for  the  pav- 
ing of  six  alleys,  all  of  which  were  contracted  for  and  completed  ex- 
cept one.  This  one,  although  paved,  has  not  been  in  proper  condition 
to  be  accepted  by  your  honorable  body,  owing  to  the  bad  weather  in 
which  the  work  was  finished,  and  will  have  to  remain  until  spring  be- 
fore it  can  be  put  in  proper  shape. 

The  total  length  of  alleys  contracted  for  is  2,246-^  lineal  feet, 
or  -ff^  of  a  mile.    The  total  length  of  alleys  paved  up  to  date  is 
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10^^,^^  miles  (not  including  alleys  repaved),  making  a  total  length  of 
paved  streets  and  alleys  up  to  date  of  OS^*^  miles.  The  paving  of 
the  alleys  of  the  city  is  very  essential,  both  as  to  cleanlmess  and  for 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  same.  I  think  that  some  law  should  be 
enacted  by  which  the  Board  of  Public  Works  would  have  more  co»- 
trol,  and  could  enforce  the  paving  of  alleys  when  they  deemed  it  neces;^ 
sary. 

Streets  and  Alleys  Opened.  ^ 

The  proper  description  of  the  property  to  be  taken  and  assess- 
ment districts  have  been  furnished  to  the  City  Attorney,  together 
with  the  necessary  maps,  etc.,  for  opening  of  streets  and  alleys,  as 
follows:  For  opening  streets,  seventeen  (17);  for  opening  alleys, 
three  (3). 

For  the  opening  of  streets  the  jury  reported:  Favorable  ver- 
dicts, ten;  unfavorable,  six;  proceedings  still  pending,  ten.  In  the 
matter  of  opening  alleys:  Favorable  verdicts,  two;  description  not 
adopted  by  the  Common  Council,  one.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
streets  opened  during  the  last  two  years: 

McLean  street,  from  eastern  terminus  to  Fourth  street. 
Moran  street,  from  Gratiot  avenue  to  rear  line  of  P.  C. 
Wilkins  street,  from  eastern  terminus  to  Dequindre  street. 
Miller  street,  from  western  terminus  to  Seventh  street. 
Howard  street,  from  Twenty-first  street  to  Twenty -second  street. 
Lincoln  avenue,  from  Eirby  street  to  Holden  Road. 
Farnsworth  street,  from  St.  Aubin  avenue  to  E.  city  limits. 
Porter  street,  from  western  terminus  to  Twelfth  street. 
Mother  street,  from  western  terminus  to  St.  Aubin  avenue. 
Thirteenth  street,  from  Howard  street  to  Marquette  street. 
Marquette  street,  from  Sixteenth  street  to  Twenty-second  street. 
Arch  street,  from  Crawford  street  to  Grand  River  avenue. 
McGraw  avenue,  from  eastern  terminus  to  Grand  River  avenue. 
Woodbridge  street,  from  Eleventh  street  to  W.  city  limits. 
Frank  street,  from  Crawford  street  to  Fourth  street. 
Rose  street,  from  Eighteenth  street  to  Twentieth  street. 
Harper  avenue,  from  W.  L.  of  Brush  Farm  to  E.  city  limits. 
Warren  avenue,  from  Gass  avenue  to  Twelfth  street. 
Maria  street,  from  Fourth  street  to  Third  avenue. 

The  total  amount  of  damages  awarded  by  Jury  in  the  opening  of 
streets  for  the  past  two  years  was  $55,335.53;  of  this  amount  the  City's 
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proportion  is  one-half,  or  $27,667.76.  In  addition  to  this  amount  the 
City  has  to  pay  for  Sheriff's  charges,  $2,164.31;  for  advertising,  &c., 
$2,342.52,  making  a  total  of  $4,506.83,  to  which  add  one-half  of  the 
damages  awarded,  makes  the  total  amount  which  the  City  has  to  pay 
$32,174.59. 

The  present  street  opening  law  is  very  difficult  of  execution  and 
very  expensive  to  the  City.  It  is  also  very  complicated,  and  that  por- 
tion relative  to  the  opening  of  alleys*  or  private  ways  has  heen  declared 
unconstitutional,  therefore  all  alleys  opened  in  the  future  must  be 
opened  as  public  ways,  and  all  the  costs  and  one-half  of  the  damages 
must  be  paid  by  the  City  out  of  the  street  opening  fund.  This  law 
should  be  rectified  as  soon  as  possible,  so  as  to  make  the  mochis 
operandi  more  simple  and  less  expensive  to  the  tax-payers. 

Public  Sewers. 

Ten  contracts  were  entered  into  during  the  past  year  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  for  the  construction  of  public  sewers.  Of 
this  number,  eight  have  been  completed,  and  two  remain  unfinished. 
The  total  length  of  sewers  completed,  is  6061  lineal  feet,  or  l^VW 
miles.  There  were  also  added  1128  lineal  feet,  or  ^ViAr  ^^  ^  ^^^  ^^ 
sewers  for  receiving  basins,  which  make  a  total  of  \-ff^  miles.  With 
the  completion  of  the  Fourth  street  sewer,  (the  outlet  of  which  is  in 
Second  street),  to  Michigan  avenue,  there  should  be  something  done 
to  provide  the  people  of  that  locality  with  deeper  and  better  sewers. 

The  total  length  of  public  or  main  sewers  in  the  City,  at  the  close 
of  the  year  1880,  was  1&^{f^  miles.  There  have  been  added  during 
the  past  year  l^(ftj^,  making  a  total  of  76^^  miles.  The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  miles  of  sewers  built  each  year,  since  the 
organization  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.

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Lateral  Sewers. 


There  have  been  constructed  during  the  past  year  forty-six  lateral 
sewers,  aggregating  22,281  lineal  feet  in  length,  or  4^^  miles. 

The  total  contract  price  for  building  lateral  sewers,  $21,561.08, 
or  a  fraction  over  ninety-six  cents  per  lineal  foot,  which  is 
about  thirty  per  cent,  of  an  incrdtise  %n  the  price  paid  the  year  previ- 
ous. The  reason  of  this  increase  was  the  advance  in  price  of  material 
and  labor  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  also  built  during  the  year  1,717  lineal  feet,  or  ^^jf  of 
a  mile  of  private  lateral  sewers,  making  the  total  length  of  lateral 
sewers  built  ^-f^jf  miles.  The  surveys  and  diagrams  for  these  sewers 
are  made  in  this  office,  and  the  work  is  done  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  total  length  of  lateral  sewers  built  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
1880  was  93^^  miles;  adding  4^yj^  miles  built  during  the  season  of 
1881,  makes  a  total  of  9S^^^  miles. 

Assessment  Rolls. 

Ninety-eight  special  assessment  rolls,  relating  to  the  construction 
of  lateral  sewers,  were  made  and  submitted  to  the  Conmion  Council 
during  the  year  1881,  forty-six  being  for  the  construction  of  new  lateral 
sewers,  twenty  for  connecting  lots  not  formerly  assessed,  and  thirty- 
two  were  refunding  rolls.  One  hundred  and  forty-five  special  assess- 
ment rolls  were  made  and  submitted  to  the  Common  Council  for  con- 
structing and  repairing  wood  and  stone  sidewalks,  as  follows:  Eighty- 
nine  for  constructing  new  plank  sidewalks,  twenty-one  for  repairing 
old  plank  sidewalks,  and  thirty-five  for  constructing  new  stone  side- 
walks. 

Sidewalks. 

A  new  ordinance  having  been  adopted  the  past  year,  regulating 
the  construction  and  repairing  of  sidewalks,  also  defining  the  limits 
in  which  it  is  necessary  to  put  down  stone  sidewalks,  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing table,  showing  the  streets,  location  and  width  of  stone  walks, 
as  required  by  said  ordinance: 
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Stone  OrosBwalks. 

One  hundred  and  twelve  stone  crosswalks  were  measured  the  past 
year,  representing  a  total  length  of  4,874^^  lineal  feet,  divided  as 
follows:  Seventy-four,  measuring  3,1563^yV  lineal  ^eet,  being  in  the 
Western  District,  and  thirty-eight,  measuring  1,^18^^  lineal  feet,  in 
the  Eastern  District. 

Bdaps  and  Plans  Furnished. 

There  has  been  furnished  from  this  office  plans  and  specifications 
for  completing  and  finishing  the  second  floor  of  the  new  Market 
building;  also  plans  and  specifications  for  building  the  Hospital  build- 
ing, on  ground  owned  by  the  city  in  Grosse  Point,  the  work  in  both 
cases  being  done  under  the  supervision  of  your  Honorable  body.  The 
boundary  line  of  the  several  wards  of  the  city  having  been  changed 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  new  maps  had  to  be  furnished 
to  the  City  Assessor,  showing  the  new  wards,  of  which  there  were 
two  sets,  one  for  the  office  and  the  other  for  field  work.  There  has 
also  been  copies  made  of  the  new  Boulevard,  as  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Boulevard  Commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  filing  in  the  Regis- 
ter's office,  and  also  with  the  City  Clerk  and  Township  Clerks  of  the 
several  townships  through  which  the  Boulevard  will  run. 

Qrade  of  Streets. 

In  compliance  with  the  law  creating  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 

the  grade  has  been  established  by  the  Board  on  the  following  named

The  grade  of  a  street,  when  adopted,  is  copied  into  a  book  pre- 
pared for  the  purpose.  It  is  then  signed  by  your  Honorable  body  and 
becomes  a  record.  It  is  my  intention  to  have  the  levels  taken  so  that 
the  grade  may  be  established  on  all  of  the  streets  as  fast  as  the  other 
duties  of  this  office  will  permit. 

Records. 

The  plat  book  in  this  office  is  very  much  worn,  and  is  not  large 
enough,  and  I  have  in  course  of  compilation  a  new  plat  book  for  u.se 
in  this  office,  which  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  binding  within  a 
short  time.  The  book,  when  finished,  will  be  very  valuable  to  this 
office,  as  it  will  contain  copies  of  all  plats  now  on  record,  and  will  be 
large  enough  for  all  time  to  come.

Gbntlbhjsk — I  herewith  submit  the  twentieth  annual  re- 
port of  the  Detroit  Hduse  of  Correction  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1881;  ako  a  summary  of  its  business  from  its 
organization,  as  shown  by  the  trial  balance  of  each  annua]  re- 
port.

The  advance  in  prices  of  provisions  daring  the  year  has  in- 
creased the  cost  of  maintenance;  this,  with  a  forced  redaction 
in  the  prices  of  many  of  the  articles  manufactured  by  uSy  has 
redaced  the  net  returns,  per  capita,  as  compared  with  the  previ- 
ous year,  yet  I  think  the  general  results  attained  will  be  found 
satisfactory. 

Every  practical  means  deemed  applicable  for  the  reforma- 
tion of  the  inmates  has  been  brought  to  bear  on  them;  a  quiet 
obedience  to  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  a  reasonable  atten- 
tion to  duty  are  only  required.  No  oppressive  tasks  are  given 
to  the  inmates,  nor  is  captious  conduct  on  the  part  of  those  in 
oharge  permitted.  In  this  way  better  opportunities  are  given  to 
rekindle  the  latent  sparks  of  manhood  (often  nearly  crushed  out 
by  adverse  circumstances)  than  if  we  were  fettered  by  imprac- 
tical theories  or  the  demands  of  the  contract  system  of  labor. 

It  is,  however,  I  think,  beyond  question  that  the  present 
practice  of  imposing  short  sentences  for  frequent  offenses  can 
never  produce  the  desired  results,  as  such  sentences  are  often 
sought  as  a  respite  to  recruit  the  physical  condition  of  vagabonds 
and  prostitutes,  and  thus  the  convicts  go  forth  with  renewed 
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energies  to  commit  greater  deeds  of  outrage  on  law,  order^  and 
decency.  This  will  be  seen  by  a  glance  at  the  number  of  re- 
commitments recorded  here  and  elsewhere,  which  will  show  the 
utter  inefficacy  of  the  laws  for  the  suppression  of  crime. 

This  institution  is  neither  a  hospital  for  the  sick  nor  an 
asylum  for  the  insane,  and  yet,  from  the  number  of  aged,  de- 
crepit and  imbecile  creatures  of  both  sexes  that  are  annually 
committed  to  it,  and  frequently  from  our  county  house,  this 
would  seem  to  be  the  original  design  of  the  institution.  Now, 
no  means  could  be  devised  more  abhorrent  to  every  principle  of 
humanity,  or  detrimental  to  good  order,  than  such  practices;  and 
just  so  long  as  our  statutory  enactments  permit  them,  all  efforts 
for  the  reformation  of  this  class  of  criminals  will  be  as  fruitless 
as  the  spasmodic  attempts  of  impractical  philanthropists. 

Deeply  impressed  with  these  views  from  my  short  experi. 
ence,  and  in  the  light  thrown  on  this  question  by  men  of  re- 
puted eminence,  I  would  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  so 
framed  that  its  provisions  shall  correct  these  evils,  providing  for 
its  administration  in  such  a  manner  as  to  inspire  a  wholesome 
fear  and  respect. 

Although  the  rate  of  mortality  has  been  large,  a  reference 
to  the  Physician's  report  will  show  the  pause,  not  due  to  want  of 
proper  sanitary  arrangements,  but  originating  before  the  admis- 
sion of  the  prisoners.  Otherwise  the  general  health  of  the  in- 
mates has  been  good. 

The  monotony  of  the  unoccupied  time  of  the  inmates  is  re- 
lieved by  a  free  use  of  standard  reading  matter  from  our  library, 
and  frequently  by  concerts  and  readings  given  by  ladies  and 
gentlemen  of  Detroit. 

Our  Sunday  service  ot  worship  at  9  a.  m.  is  conducted  as 
usual  by  clergymen  of  the  different  city  churches.  Our  Bible 
class  in  the  afternoon,  for  all  the  men  that  desire  to  attend,  is 
led  by  Mr.  W.  H.  !Strong;  the  Sunday-school  for  the  women 
being  conducted  by  Mrs.  S.  P.  Wilcox,  Mrs.  Anthony  and  other 
ladies,  who  are  all  untiring  and  zealous  in  their  efforts  in  this 
direction.     To  those  above  named  and  referred  to,  I  beg  to  ten 
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der  my  sincere  thanks,  and  to  the  officers  and  employes  my  fall 
appreciation  of  their  ohe^ul  co-operation.  To  yoa,  gentlemen, 
with  my  sincere  thanks,  permit  me  to  express  the  assurance  that 
I  will  ever  strive  to  merit  a  continuance  of  your  approval  and 
courteous  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  state  I  am  ready  to  pay  over  to  the 
city  $35,000,  whenever  duly  authorized.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Detroit  House  of  Correction : 

Gentlkhen — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report  as 
Physician  to  the  Detroit  House  of  Correction  for  the  year  1881* 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  we  have  passed  another 
year  free  from  all  contagious  diseases. 

In  January  I  took  the  precaution  to  vaccinate  all  the  in- 
mates, and  have  since  vaccinated  every  new  comer  upon  his 
arrival. 

The  following  is  a  complete  list  of  those  who  died,  with  the 
(Jates  of  admission,  the  places  where  sentenced  from,  the  sen- 
tence, the  date  of  their  death,  and  the  cause  of  the  same : 


Several  of  those  had  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital  ward  imme- 
diately upon  their  arrival,  where  they  remained  until  their  death. 
There  was  one  birth  in  the  institution  during  the  year. 
My  daily  visits  were,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
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With  regard  to  the  food  of  the  prisoners^  I  can  say  that 
they  have  always  been  well  fed,  with  plenty  of  good  and  whole- 
some food,  properly  prepared. 

The  prisoners  are  all  of  them  obliged  to  take  their  bath 
regularly,  and  every  hygienic  measure  that  is  found  conducive  to 
health  and  strength  is  adopted  and  carried  out. 

I  feel  it  my  duty,  though  a  rather  unpleasant,  and,  possibly, 
ungrateful  one,  to  call  attention  to  the  undeniable  fact,  that 
many  of  the  prisoners  f»ent  to  the  institution  during  the  year 
were,  &t  the  time,  not  at  all  fit  subjects  for  the  prison.  Lunatics, 
but  recently  let  out  of  lunatic  asylums,  apparently  during  mere 
transitory  lucid  intervals;  invalids,  who  had  to  be  instantly  sent 
to  the  hospital  ward  to  die,  sometimes  in  a  few  days,  in  one  in- 
stance the  very  next  day  after  his  admission  to  the  prison;  des- 
titute old  men,  from  60  to  89  years  old,  some  of  them  blind,  and 
often  too  helpless  and  decrepit,  and  mentally  and  physically  in}- 
becile,  to  be  fit  inmates  of  any  other  place  than  an  hospital. 

In  conclusion,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  again  gratefully  ac- 
knowledging the  never-failing  kindness  and  courtesy  which  I  at 
all  times  experienced  at  the  hands  of  all  the  officers  and  matrons 
of  the  institution.

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TEACHER'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  Detroit  Houst  of  Oorredion : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Edacational  Department  of  the  House  of  Correction, 
under  my  charge. 

The  school,  I  need  hardly  insist,  is  here  recognized  and  fos- 
tered as  an  integral  portion  of  the  system  of  discipline  adopted 
in  this  institution  with  such  notable  success.  Its  influence,  it  is 
felt,  belongs  to  that  class  of  forces  whose  potency  is  admittedly 
as  far  reaching  as  the  religious  principles  upon  which  rest  our 
moral  government,  and,  indeed,  the  whole  social  fabric.  Every 
effort,  therefore,  is  made  with  us  to  kindle  enthusiasm  amongst 
the  prisoners  in  their  studies,  and  it  has  been  a  source  of  re- 
newed gratification  the  past  year  to  witness  the  fine  spirit  of 
emulation  prevailing  throughout  the  classes  and  divisions  em- 
braced in  the  school.  The  minds  that  enter  here  are  largely  of 
a  type  remarkable  for  an  almost  primitive  innocence  of  letters, 
notwithstanding  our  boasted  dissemination  of  knowledge,  and 
the  acquirement  of  the  simplest  rudiments  is  carefully  enjoined 
upon  them  as  essential  to  a  higher  development;  but  the  mem- 
bers are  not  restricted  to  mere  elementary  forms,  for  special 
courses  of  study  are  prescribed  and  encouraged  in  mathematics, 
whilst  even  the  modem  languages  at  times  find  congenial  culti- 
vation. 

The  practical  results  of  these  methods  are  of  daily  exem- 
plification, and  the  advancement  of  our  pupils  in  the  primary 
branches  were,  on  a  recent  occasion,  the  commendation  of  a 
department  of  the  general  government  at  Washington,  though 
the  instance  brought  to  its  notice  was  by  no  means  exceptional 
as  to  progress.

It  has  already  been  pointed  out  that,  in  this  establishment, 
the  conditions  to  success  in  the  intellectaal  processes  are  en- 
tirely favorable,  provided  the  efforts  at  knprovement  are  charac- 
terized by  earnestness  and  industry,  and  I  am  happy  to  bear 
cordial  testimony  to  the  unmistakable  existence  of  these  noble 
qualities  in  its  scholars. 

I  may  be  permitted,  in  conclusion,  to  give  expression  to 
my  hope  and  trust  that  your  honorable  body  will  find  sufficient 
warrant  in  this  limited  statement  of  results  accomplished  in  our 
institution,  to  continue  to  cherish  and  support  such  an  import- 
ant factor  in  the  complete  restoration  of  the  moral  and  intel- 
lectual faculties  as  our  present  school  facilities  afford. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  about  180,  and  the  school 
evenings  have  been  as  heretofore — ^Tuesday  and  Thursday.

To  the  Honordble  the  Common  Council: 

Gbntlemen — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter,  the  undersigned  submits  to  your  honorable  body  his 
annual  report  of  the  business  transacted  in  the  Recorder's  Court 
of  the  City  of  Detroit,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1881. 

It  appears,  by  comparison  with  former  reports,  that  the 
business  of  the  Court  during  the  year  exceeds  that  of  any  pre- 
ceding year  about  twenty  per  cent. 

Public  attention  has  been  recently  attracted  to  the  large 
number  of  murders,  and  assaults  with  intent  to  kill  and  murder. 
The  figures  herewith  presented  show  a  considerable  increase  over 
previous  years.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  convict  of  assault 
with  intent  to  kill;  the  verdict  generally  is  guilty  of  an  assault 
only.  The  number  of  convictions  of  the  former  offense  during 
the  last  year  nearly  equals  the  aggregate  for  the  past  seven 
years.  The  necessity  of  a  statute  providing  for  a  felonious 
assault  as  an  intermediate  crime,  is  apparent,  I  think,  to  all  per- 
sons familiar  with  this  class  of  cases.  ^ 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  work  of  the  Court  relative 
to  disorderly  houses  of  all  kinds.     It  has  resulted  in  their  sup- 
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preflsion  Id  a  number  of  instances,  and  has  compelled  others  to 
carry  on  their  places  in  a  less  ^en  violation  of  public  decency. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  those  officers  of  the  city  familiar  with 
the  present  street  and  alley  opening  law,  that  it  is  too  expensive 
and  cumbersome.  It  would  seem  to  be  desirable  to  have  a  law 
drafted  under  the  direction  of  your  honorable  body,  applicable 
to  Detroit  alone,  to  be  presented  at  the  next  regular  session  of 
the  Legislature. 

Without  further  digression,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing: 

The  whole  number  of  persons  against  whom  proceedings 
were  had  is  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-one  (1,631),  of 
which  number  two  hundred  and  seventeen  (217)  were  charged 
with  offenses  against  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  and  one 
thousand  four  hundred  and  fourteen  (1,414)  with  violations  of 
the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

The  following  is  a  classification  of  the  offenses  against  the 
laws  of  the  State,  the  number  of  persons  charged,  and  the  dis- 
position of  each  case:

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CLASSIFICATION  OF  SENTENCES,  ETC. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
for  offenses  against  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  is  seventy-five 
(76),  as  follows;  To  the  State  Prison,  eighteen  (18);  to  the 
Detroit  House  of  Correction,  twenty-four  (24);  to  the  Ionia 
House  of  Correction,  twenty-seven  (27);  to  the  State  Re- 
form School,  six  (6).  The  aggregate  time  for  which  persons 
were  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  is  seventy-one  (71)  years;  to 
the  Detroit  House  of  Correction,  twehty-five  (25)  years  and 
eight  (8)  months;  to  the  Ionia  House  of  Correction,  eighty-one 
(81)  years^;  to  the  State  Reform  School  at  Lansing,  twenty-five 
(26)  years  and  four  (4)  months;  grand  aggregate,  two  hundred 
aud  three  (203)  years. 

Fines  and  costs  and  executions  were  imposed  and  collected 
for  offenses  against  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  contempt  of 
court,  as  follows:  George  A.  Shaw,  assault,  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars;  Emerson  J.  Gibson  and  Richard  R.  Lansing,  keeping^ 
gaming  room,  each  fifty  (50)  dollars;  Thomas  Fitzgerald,  keep- 
ing gaming  room,  fifty  (50)  dollars  fine  and  ten  (10)  dollars 
costs;  Belle  Regan  and  John  Hayes,  petit  larceny,  fifty  (60)  and 
twenty-five  (25)  dollars  respectively;  James  E.  Annes,  con- 
tempt of  court,  three  (3)  dollars;  John  M.  Daily,  surety  for 
Edward  Bums,  on  execution,  three  hundred  (300)  dollars;  total,^ 
six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (638)  dollars,  which  I  deposited  in 
the  County  Treasury,  and  took  the  Treasurer's  receipts  therefor. 

The  Governor  of  the  State  pardoned  two  persons  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  by  this  Court. 

Trials  were  had  in  four  cases  in  which  the  juries  disagreed. 

OFFENSES  AGAINST  ORDINANCES. 

As  heretofore  stated,  the  number  of  persons  against  whom 
complaints  were  filed  for  offenses  against  the  ordinances  of  the 
city,  is  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  fourteen  (1,414). 

The  following  is  a  classification  of  the  offenses,  the  number 
of  persons  charged,  and  the  disposition  of  the  cases:

STREETS  AND  ALLEYS. 

Proceedings  were  had  during  the  year  for  the  opening, 
widening  and  extending  of  streets  and  alleys,  as  follows: 

Fabnswobth  street,  from  St.  Aubin  avenue  to  easterly 
limits  of  the  city.  January  12,  1881,  verdict  of  second  jury  in 
favor  of  opening,  rendered  January  8,  confirmed. 

PoBTEB  street,  from  its  present  westerly  terminus  (west 
line  of  Lognon  farm)  to  Twelfth  street.  January  10,  verdict  of 
jury  in  favor  of  opening  confirmed. 

MoTHEB  street,  from  its  present  westerly  terminus  westerly 
to  St.  Aubin  avenue.  January  12,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of 
opening  confirmed. 

An  Alley  in  the  block  bounded  by  Brush,  Beaubien, 
Brewster  and  Wilkins  streets.  January  8,  verdict  of  jury  in 
favor  of  opening  confirmed. 

An  Alley  in  the  block  bounded  by  Hale,  Scott,  Riopelle 
and  Orleans  streets.  January  13,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of 
opening  confirmed. 

An  Alley  in  the  block  bounded  by  Alfred,  Division,  Beau- 
bien and  St.  Antoine  streets.  January  11,  a  jury  render  a  verdict 
in  favor  of  opening;  tfanuary  14,  motion  for  new  trial  on  part 
of  certain  respondents  granted.  May  16,  petition  dismissed  on 
motion  of  City  Attorney,  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  "  Schehr" 
case  having  decided  against  the  opening  of  private  alleys. 

Prospect  street,  from  Gratiot  avenue  to  Marion  street. 
March  28,  verdict  of  jury  against  opening  confirmed. 

Abch  street,  from  Crawford  street  to  Grand  River  avenue. 
March  28,  verdict  of  jury  against  opening  confirmed. 

Thirteenth  street,  from  the  north  line  of  Michigan  Cen- 
tral Railroad  southerly  to  Howard  street.  March  28,  verdict  of 
jury  in  favor  of  opening  confirmed. 

Mabqubtte  street,  from  Sixteenth  street  to  Twenty-second 
street,     April  5,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of  opening  confirmed. 
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Mabul  street,  from  Fourth  street  easterly  to  the  west 
line  of  Third  street.  March  28,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of 
opening;  April  26,  verdict  set  aside  and  new  trial  ordered;  June 
22,  verdict  of  jury  against  opening;  June  26,  verdict  confirmed. 

McGkaw  aA'enue,  from  Tillman  avenue  to  Grand  River 
avenue.     June  25,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of  opening  confirmed. 

Canfibld  street,  from  the  east  line  of  the  Woodbridge 
Farm  easterly  to  Grand  River  avenue.  June  28,  verdict  of  jury 
against  opening  confirmed. 

Lbdtabd  street,  from  Fourth  street  to  Grand  River  avenue. 
July  5,  verdict  of  jury  against  opening  confirmed. 

Bbush  street,  from  the  north  line  of  Erskine  street  norther- 
ly to  the  south  line  of  Brady  street.  June  29,  verdict  of  jury 
against  opening  confirmed. 

Abch  street,  from  Crawford  street  to  Grand  River  avenue. 
July  18,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of  opening  confirmed. 

Fbank  street,  from  the  east  line  of  Crawford  street  to 
Fourth  street.  December  2,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of  opening 
confirmed. 

Habpbb  avenue,  from  the  west  line  of  the  Brush  farm  east- 
erly to  the  easterly  limits  of  the  city.  December  J,  verdict  in 
favor  of  opening  rendered;  December  28,  motion  in  arrest  of 
judgment  argued  and  submitted. 

An  Alley  in  the  block  bounded  by  Russell,  Riopelle,  Mul- 
lett  and  Catherine  streets.  December  1,  verdict  in  favor  of 
opening  confirmed. 

WooDBBiDOE  street,  from  Eleventh  street  to  the  westerly 
limits  of  the  city.  November  29,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of 
opening  confirmed. 

RosB  street,  from  the  east  line  of  the  Loranger  Farm  west- 
erly to  the  east  line  of  Twentieth  street.  November  30,  verdict 
of  jury  in  favor  of  opening  confirmed. 
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Maria  street,  from  Fourth  street  easterly  to  the  west  line 
of  Third  street.  November  28,  jury  are  unable  to  agree  upon  a 
verdict  and  are  discharged;  new  jary  ordered  drawn  January  7, 
1882. 

Warren  avenue,  from  west  line  of  Cass  avenue  to  east  line 
of  Twelfth  street  December  6,  verdict  of  jury  in  favor  of 
opening  confirmed.
